OK THB CEBOKOLOOIOAL SEQUENCE OF THE 
COINS OP STIUCUSE. 

Iktkoductiok. 

It is with no id all healUtion that I venture to publiah 
the followiDg remarha on the liiator; of the coinage of 
Syrocuae. So many oelebrated nuraumatiaO and eoho- 
lara have already written on this aul^eot, that it may with 
aome reaaon be objected that little, if anything, of im¬ 
portance remain* to be laid on the matter. 

Nevorthelea*, after a long and careful itudy of the 
Syracusan aeriei preserved in our national collection, I 
bave been led to Hope that in the following aurrey 1 ehall 
be able to contribute aometbiog of intoreit to the itudent 
of Greek numiamatica, more eapecially as regards the 
chronological ee<iueace of the coins in question. It 
appears to me that a great drawback to the usefulness of 
many catalogues is the method which has been generally 
adopted of keeping tbo metals apart; for, when gold, 
silver, and copper are separately deaeribed, we lose sight 
of the minute links, such as monograms, symbols, &e., 
whereby 1 hope to be able to connect the issues in the 
different metals, and thus to iin the 'date of many coins 
which, for want of comparison with other pieces the date

Tbie uppliee more eepcdally to the many varieties of 
copper ooinB Btrack during so long a period of Syracusan 
history. 

I have, thorofora, divided into pcriotla tho lii story of the 
city, and liavo aeeigued to cscli tho ooi)is of all niotida 
which appear to hang togotlier iu groupi wliouovor, from 
hiterual ovidcuco or analogy, this courao was pOBsible. I 
believe that hj the adoptiou of tliia plan, the date, often 
within a few* years, may be firod of tho isaao of very 
many coins whiek it would be otherwise impoBaiblo, jndg* 
ing simply from the style of their work, to attribute, 
exoopt in a very general manner. 

Tbc above remarka on tlie separatiou of the metals 
apply with still greater force to the cciua of the later 
tyrante, which are often described by themselves at the 
end of the autonomous scriee. It will at^onco he scoti 
how imporlaut are these pieeea which proclaim thuir own 
Ikistory, and tell us distinctly by whom they woi« issued. 
Tlicse are our landmarks. The plan which I hero Bub* 
mit to the coosideratiou of itudcnts is to take a general 
view of tho chronology of SyraouBan history—to draw, as 
it were, a map in outline, nnd thou to fill it in, first of all 
by placing utidor tlieir respective dates auoli coins as toll 
their own story, aikd then, piccoeding by analogy of style, 
similarity of typo and fabric, identity of monogrooiB, 
single letters, symbols, and tbo 'like, to complete tho 
picture by the attribution of all such ooim as, takoa by 
tliomsolvoi, give us no duo to tUcir exact place in tho 
historical scheme. 

It is surprising how few of the oulonomoua ooiku of 
Syracuse will not thus fnll iuto their proper places, and 
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to tho wholo series will form t numitmtUa coomeatSTy 
upon the history of the city—t history vliicU it & cond- 
nusi sltemstion between ft'oe pepuW (iemocrtcics and 
tyrannical p^Ternmentij tucceediitg one another at fre« 
queiit intervals, ftom the tine of the oligaraliy of the 
Gcoraorijin the tixtb oentury b.o., when the earliest coins 
wci'O issued, down to the siogo and oapture of the city by 
Msi«ellus in b.o. 212, after which date Syraouae, with all 
Sicily, esok into the eonditicn of a more province of the 
great Boman Itspublic, and lost the privilege of striking 
money In ita own uame-^t any rato in the precious 
metals; for, judging from tho style of some of the cop¬ 
per, it seems to have been pei'mitted to strike iii that 
metal fbr some considerable time after its capture. 

Tbs coins of Syracuse, wlien thus arranged in chrono- 
lo^cal sequence, will provide as with a valuable means 
for arranging in a similar manner those of the other 
Greek cities of Sicily, and these, on the other hand, will 
he a sort of check on the accuracy of the arrangemejit of 
the Syracusan series, many of the Syracusan types having 
been adopted, on various occasions, by other cidea in the 
island, which ooeasionalJy supply us with more preciss 
chronological indicttiona. 

The ooius of Alexander and Pyrrhos of Epirus, struck 
in Southern Italy and Sicily, will also afford us valuable 
daU for the attribution of certain Syracusan types, which 
bear a marked resemblance to them in style. Alexander 
WM in Italy between tho years 332 and 326 o.c., and 
Pyrrhos in Sidly between 27S and 270. Both these 
montrohi struck coins which, on account of their style, 
are generally acknowledged to be the work of Italian and 
Sicilian Greeks. When, therefore, we find certain Syra¬ 
cusan typee closely allied to the coins of these two kings, 
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we are justified in attributing tbe one set to tbe time of 
Alexander and the other to that of P^rrhoe. 

No less apparent ia the influenco of CoHnth on the 
Syracusan ooina^ during the tiioo when the Corinthian 
Tinibleon waa ocenpieA in the otnancipation of Syracnae 
from the tyranny of the aucoeasora of Dionysioe, and nlao 
of fiW tlio Greek cities of Sicily from their ecvoral tyrants* 
and from the Carthaiinicm dominion. Cenaequontiy* 
about this period we can trace in the coinage of some 
Si^iisn towns a oommnnity of typo and a similarity of 
style with that of Syracuso which mark them as belong* 
ing to this timo of renewed jirosperity and freedom, 
when the worship of Zeus Eleutherlos, which had been 
first of all established at Syracuse in s.c. 466, on the 
rcetoratiou of democrRcy after the exile of Thrasyhnics, 
seems, after the lapae of a century and more, again to 
haTecaUe<l forth the religious feelings of the people in 
gratitndefor liberty ahd order regained after so loug a 
period of tyranny and aTiarchy, 

The history of the city of Syracuse may be divided into

I 
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Befoie olosnf^iDg tlio coins undor the foregoing head¬ 
ings, I carefuUy abstained fiom reading any tiling that 
had previously been written ou the subject, in onler that 
wliatevcr my arrangement might bo worth, it might 
at all events bo independent work. Mot until tbo olassi* 
fieutiou wae complete, and Its own p!aee sasigned to each 
coin, according to the best of my judgment, did I con¬ 
sult tlie following works. I theu discovered that, taking 
my clasaidcation as a wliole, I was, generally speaking, 
iu agreement with foimer workers, with a few important 
exceptions, notably as regards the first copper money 
issued by Syracuse, where I differ entirely from Brandis, 
and as to the relative values of gold and silver after the 
middle of the fourth century b.c., where 1 am sorry 
to disagree with so high an Authority as Mommsen. 
Among tbe works wldch I liave consulted, I may men¬ 
tion the following as the most important

I. OLIGARCHY OF THE OBOMOHI, SIXTH 
CENTURY B.C. 

The earUeat coins of Syracuse are UDiversally acknow- 
]edg:cd to bo tctrajlinohms and didraehns of Attic vei^lit. 
The obverse of tiie former 1ms a quadriga driven by a 
male charioteer; that of the latter a naked horseman 
riding upon one horse and leading a second. TJic re¬ 
verses of these coins consist of an inouse square divided 
into four quarters, in tho contre of which is a female 
head.. Tliese coiiks are also obaracterised by tho absence 
of tbeKiko, who crowns somotiuios the driver and some¬ 
times the horses, on all the Syrsensan tetradracbms of. 
later date, down to the time of Agathoklca. The form 
of the Xis also peculiar ($), eud doos not again occur. 
The full inscription, which, however, is generally abbre¬ 
viated, is SYRAQOSION. There cau be little doubt 
that these coins are autocedent to tlie tyranny of Oelon, 
and must therefore be attributed to the oligarcliy of the 
Geomori, late in the siitb centnry b.c. (Ti. 1.1 —%.) 

U. GBLON, B.O. 486—478-* 

The coins which follow next in order to those above 
described still pivserve the Q in tlie inscription, hut the 
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5 ia replaced bj the later form X or 2> the other letters 
rcmainiDf onchaspd. 

Thef eridentl/ mark the commeoceiDeDt of a new era 
in Syracuan history i the kocoae stjuare is renounced^ 
and Nike makes her first appearance, crowning ou some 
specimens the horses and on others the driver of the 
Tictohous qimdxiga. The female head from the centre 
of the iocuae aqoan on the esirlier eoicage, now becomes 
the principal type of the obverse, and aa surrounded by 
dolphins. Tetradraehms and didrachme occur, the re¬ 
verse type of the latter la similar to the obverse of the 
prerious coioage. (PI. I. h.) 

It is recorded thst <3elon, as a otisen of Oela, eon* 
quered in the chariot-race at Olympia in *. 0 . 488.' He 
became master of Syracase in 485, and it is bigbly pro> 
bable that the introduction of this uew type marks this 
epoch. The Nike evidently commemorates a victory in 
the gamee, and was probably placed by Oelos on his 
money both at OeU and Syracuse, in commenoratica of 
Ilia Olympic victory.s The coioi of the group with the 
p, now sMigned to Oeloo. are rare; but exhibit several 
varieties of type. The hair of the female bead is gene¬ 
rally indicated by dots, as on tbe coins of the Qaomori. 

If this arraugemeut be edopted, we obeerve thet some 
time during the reign of Oelon the p must have been 
replaced by tbe K; the types also of Iwtb aides under¬ 
went various modificatione. Tbe hair of tbe head upon 
tlie obverse gets by degrees to be indicated by lines

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instead of dotJ, and the ends are uwally turned up 
under the diadem of beads. (PI. I. 4—6.) Some of 
these pieces betray a certain carelessuesa of 7ork, the 
Jettera of the inscription being oftcu reversed and 
upside down. In addition to the tetradpachm and 
didrachm^ the drachm • obol, and tbe silver Utrn make 
their first appearance. (PI I. 7—10.) Tlio type of 
the drachm is similar to that of the didrachm, except 
that the horseman on the reverse does not lead a second 
liorie. Tbe obol aud the litra have tlio same licad upon 
the obverse, but tbe reverse of tho former sOems to be 
distinguished by the wheel typo and that of the latter 
by tbe cuttle*fish. The two ore not always to be dis- 
tlnguiahed by their weight, though tho litre are, as a 
rule, a few grains heavier than the obols. The normal 
weights are, for the obol, 11*3, and for tho litra, 18'6 
grains. In tbe year 480^ Oolon gained his famous vie* 
tory over the Carthaginians at Plimora, and, by tho inter¬ 
vention of Ills wife, Dcm arete, ooucludcd a solemn peace 
with his vanquished foos, the eorvditioiie of whicli were 
so much more favourabto than they had been led to ex¬ 
pect, that in gratitude they presented to Dcmarete a 
hundred talents of gold, from the proceeds of which were 
struck, oire. s.c. 479, tho celebrated Pontekontalitra, 
auroamed Dcmaretia.^ These pieces of SO iitrm or 10 
Attic drachms are so well known that 1 need not here 
describe them minutely. TJie head upon tho obverse is

Beaidee the pentekoDtalitron or dekadraehm there 
are tetradrachma and obola bf thia coinage; the former 
beara a rery eloea naecnblance to the dekadracbn; tbe obol 
hai the aaroe oUr^erowned bead o 5 >od the obrerae and 
the ntnal wheel npoo tbe reTcrae.(Pl. 1., lObie—12.) 

These coins nay be looked npon at the last of purely 
archaic ttyle. Oelon died in a.c. 478, and «aa nicoeedcd 
by hia brother Hieron.

At the renown of Gelon tpniif from hit rlctory at 
Himera, lo the chief glory of Hierori dates from hia great 
tea'dght with the Etroscana neer Cumm, n.c. 474, in 
which he ahattered the naval power of that nation, hither*

The forme of t!ie letteia in thie Uieeription con'capond 
with tlioee on the eoini of about thie period * 

The coine which I would atti ibute Co Hieron are a aerioe 
haviog; in the eaer^uo, instead of the lion, a sea-monetor 
or piatrix (PI. IX,, I—12), wliich I take to aymboUse 
the vanc^uiehed naval power of the Tuecaue, juat as the 
lion wUicti appears on Oelon’a coins after the battle of 
Hiinera may eymholise the destruction of the African 
dominion in Sicily, 

It miiet not, however, be imagined that the attriltution 
of these coins to Hieron's time rests solely upon an inter- 
pretation of a symbol, which may bo thonght by many to 
ha rather far-fetched and fanciful, Up to the year 479, 
when the DemareCia were issued, the style of the art bad 
been purely archaic, the Demaretia themselves being only

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distin^Uhed by & greater fineoesa of work. Tlie leriea 
with the pistrix, or aeB-mooater, exhibits a marked ad* 
vanoG upon the archaic style. For mstance, the eye of 
tlie female head is represented, for the drat time, in pro¬ 
file, sod no longer with both coruera viaible as if seen 
from the front, a peculiarity of archaic art. (Cf. FI. II. 
with PI. I.) The hair also is waved and a greater variety 
is epparent in the mode of arranging it, the plain string 
of heads being often replaced by a fillet bound two or 
three tiroes round the head. The horses of the quadriga, 
os on the earlier coins, are, with a single exception (PI. 
n., 12, Id), alvaya represented ae walkiog and the 
charioteer ia also always apparently malo. The insorip- 
tions ore io general more carefully executed, being very 
leldoro retrograde or inverted, aa on the archaic, properly 
so called. Thu R, 1 imagiiio, towards the close of Hicrou’e 
reign gives plnce totho P, altlioogh It often reappears on 
pieces which are oei’tainly later in style. 

There sre drachms, litrse, and smaller divisions which 
attach themselves by their itylo to the Pistrix series, 
although DO piece smaller than the didrachm hears that 
symbol. (Pi IL, 4^ 6,13.) 

The reign of Hieron seems to be the link which con¬ 
nects the pieces of archaic art with those of the early fine 
style which is characteristic of the Democracy which 
follows. 

XV. PEUOCRAOY, B.O. 466—416; BEFORE THE 
ATHENUl^ SIEGE. 

Tbc expulsion cf Thraeybulos, the brother of Hieron, 
after one year’s tyranny, led to the eatablishmeot of a 
democracy, during which the city, and indeed all Sicily, 
attained to a very high degree of wealth and prosperity 
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arisizig from tlie epjojiDeoC of peace aod free in»titatioiis, 
a condition vhicb laated ontU the time of the Atheuiau 
eie^e, b.c. 415—412.^ 

I would attribute to this period five diatinct typea of 
the tetredncbm, all of which exhibit m decided advaace 
upon the aenu-arcbaic aeries with the pistru. They may 
be diatinguiahed, aa fbUowa, by the arrangement of the 
hair of the female head. Type 1 with the aplicndone 
(PI. III. 1); Type 2, with the aaccoa or ba^ generally 
ornamented with the Maeander pattern (PI. III. 2, 9); 
Type S, with a cord wound fbu times round the back 
hadr, (PI. III. 4.) All these have the exergue plain and 
the quadriga drireu by a male charioteer. Types 4 and 5, 
on the other hand, have a locoat in the exer^c, and the 
quadriga ia driven^ fur the first time, by a clierioteer 
apparently female (PI. HI. 6, 6 ); the hair on type 4 ia 
in a jewelled net, on type S, bound by a cord twisted 
round it. The horses oo all these coins are walking. 

There are, as ^ aa 1 am aware, no didracbma or draolims 
of this penod. 

The P is generally used during tliia period, but tlie 
older form R somedmea leeurt: the H is not yet ecen. 

Before I proceed to the next period of Syracusan Lis' 
tory, vis., that which ancceedcd the Athenian siege, b.c. 

,415—412,1 must briefly consider the qnestiou as to which 
ytere the earliest copper coins, and whether they were 
tirat struck during the Democrat^, 466—415, or later. 

The aucieut pmpordon in Sicily of copper to silver In 
value was 250:1, and the copper Jitra, which then weighed 
$,675 grains (21$ grammes), or half an Attic miua, was in 
value equal to 13*5 grains of silver (*87 grantnee), ot\^^ of

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the 'Stater or didraebm, which wai^ in eonsequeitce, called 
the 2eii<a\eTpos g Ta r^.^ A new coin^ the sUrer litra, tbrei^ 
to the Attic s^tem and in value i of the drachm^ or 
12 ounces of copper, was issued id rer; earl 7 times pro¬ 
bably to take the place of the obol, or i of the drachm, 
equal only to 10 ounces of copper, the duodedmal system 
of division into 12 ounces having been always applied to 
the Utra of copper. 

Some time duriug the reign of Dionyeioa the elder, 
405—367, the weight of the copper Utra was reduced to 
is 675 grains (43*78 grammes). This reduced litre is 
called by Aristotle ^‘the old*' (vd ^ to dis¬ 

tinguish it frcm the one in use during his own time (t^ 31 
iwTwv), when it had undergone a second reduction of 
837*5 grains (21*86 grammes). The sHrer litre 
—otherwise called the nummus, originally equal to one 
copper litre—was now, therefore, equal to ten; the two 
litr« being distiagmehed by the epithets silrer and 
copper.^ 

Braudis eziiresses his opinion that the ralue of copper 
in proportiou to silver rose from 250:1 to 50 :1, and after¬ 
wards Co 25:1, on the several reduodons of the litra. 1 
can, however, hod no evidence that such was the hmt, and 
1 therefore prefer to treat, as Mommsen does, the several 
redactions of the Utra as so many bankruptcies or expe¬ 
dients adopted by the State to fa^litate the payment of 
debts, the proportionate valnee of copper and silver 
probably remaining aboht the same from the time of 
the first issue of copper coins down to the time of 
Hieron II. It is worthy of remark that during the 
whole of this period—via., until b.c. 269—the same

We uow epproach tbe quention aa to wbcu copper waa 1)1*81 
coined at SyTaeuae, and wlietUerie waa iaened of full weight 
according to ita value iu proportio)i to silver, or waa only 
money of account tvith a iictitioua value above its real one.

The bead 
of Zeu» Eleutberioe, aleO; is fax more appropriate to tho 
Democracy restored by TimoleOQ> than to the tyranny of 
Dionysios the elder.Ae regarde the large pieces with 
the head of Pallas, it is certainly poseihle that they may 
have hem issued by DioDyeios; but it seems to me tliaC a 
type so thoroughly Corinthian in style, is far mere likely 
to have beeiv Iwrrowed from the Corinthian atsters which 
wei*e struck at Syracuse at the time of the reooloaisstion 
hy Tinolecn. These two types, with others which I sball 
afterwards mention, would seem therefore to belong to 
the Democracy restored by Timolecn in s.c. 844. In this 
case, instead of being two-ounoe and one«ouace pieces of 
full weight, they would be pieces of two litre and one 
litra of the second rednetioa. This, however, is doubtlHi], 
for very little can be inferred fraro the weights of copper 
coins, and it is probable that even these maasive coins arc 
in Ideality only money of account which approximste iu 
appearance to pieces of full weight and valuo. 

If, then, those are not the earliest copper coins of Sym* 
cuBc, which are? 

Mommsen, who differs entirely fcom Brandis on the 
subject of Syraeusen copper coins (looking upon them 
eimply si money of account), is Inclined to accept, as the 
earliest, the pieces with the incme square divided into 
four quarters, with a star in the centre. (PI, V, 

The style of these coins is, however, that of the fine period

These coins 1 
take to be the tries, hexes (?) and ounce (7) of the earliest 
coi)per iiaue, of nominal, but not of real value, struck 
during the Democracy ».c. 466-^13. The oeourrenoe of 
tbe P preoludoe the poesibUiCy of tbdr being earlier than 
this time. The bead upon the obverse been a strong 
reeemblsnce to one of the pietrix*types of Hieron 1. (PI. 
II. 12.) The style is semi^arehaie, or tranutional, and 
they can not possibly belong to tbe period to which 
Brandis classes them^via., after tbe eocond reduction of 
the Utra, which is more than a century later.** 

V. 7R0U TEE ATHENIAN SIEOE TO THE ACOEBSION 
OF DI0NTSIO8 THE ELDEB. B.C. 418—406. 

Orote, in his history of Greece (dt lixxi.), says that 
the Syracusans, after the deatraction of tbe Athenian 
besiegers, “ elate with Ibe plenitude of recent effort, and 
co&scioni that the late saeceeafol defence hed been the 
joint work of all, were in a state of animated democrati- 
cal impulse. On tbe propoaitian of an influential dtiteu 
named Diokles, a commisrion of ten was named, of which 
he was president, for the pnrpoee of revising both the con* 
etitution and the legislature of the dty.*' 

Unfortunately, nothing is known of the details of the

Agrigentom tbo, which vu destroyed 
in 406j laeued gold coioa which seecn to. be atrock oo the 
silver eUnderd, as they coneapood in weight to Attic 
diobols, nod have the proper marks of Tslue; the two 
apeeimena in tlteMoieam weighing 20*4 and 10*5 graioe.*t 
The existence of gold at these two pltocsj before their 
dMtruetiou by the CarthagioUns, renders it highly im> 
probable that Syracuse would be without a cootcmporary 
coinage ia that metal. The data of its introduction at all 
three citica is probably about a.c. 412. 

In the Syracuaao tilT6r» the f^lowiog remarkable 
inoovatioiis were introducad after the departure of the 
Atheaiana.

400, and 
Bumenoe, EvEeiietos, and Euth . . . . upon the reverses 
during the same years. 

The charioteer, almost always male up to n.c. 416, is 
now often apparently female, aud in some specimeus ia 
evidently the goddess Persephone licraelf, (or she carries 
a darning torch.** ’ (Ph IV. 10 and V. 6.) 

On one very beautiful reverse by Euth . . . the (}usd* 
riga is driven by a male winged demon.* (PI. III. 14 ) 

Drachms and half>drachms ooour; the former ligued 
by Eumenos. Odv. Female head, right; iZeu. Leukaapis 
with shield and short sword (PI. 111.16); the latter, 
Obv. Female head, left; hair in sphojidone > Rev. (Quad¬ 
riga, &o., with a chariot wheel jo the eaergue i apparently 
the work of Hvnaetos.* (PI.

The drachm with the head of Pallas full-face, and 
Leukaapis bn the reverse, and the bemUdrachm with 
similar obverse, aud a quadriga on the reverse, are 
apparently by Eukleidei, and aomewbat later.

Tc the tyrftniiy of Dionysios must be classed the fiuest 
of all tbo Syrecosiiji coins, both in and silver. 

The relative value of gdld, as com|)arcd with silver, 
8^11 remains os ht^h as 1 :15, if wc may draw this conclti' 
eioii from tbe weights of tlio gold coins which seem to 
belong to this ^lerlod; tl)(s>c arc 00 and 4o grains, 
respectively equal to 1SD0 and 07d gi ainx, Ae, 100, and 
50 ]iti a3 or 2 and 1 dckadmcbins.^ 

These pieces ai*e of very great beauty^ the iai^er of 
the two has ZVPAK02ION, the lost csamplc of O for 
12. Ohv. Head of Aretlm9a(?) left; Hev. Ueraklcs and 
the lion. Probably by Kimon, as the Britlab blnseum 
specimen Jias tlie portion of a signature which has been 
read Kl.® (PI. IV. 1.) 

The 50 Utra piece, 06v. Youiig male head (Atiapoa?); 
J?«». Free horse; has on both sides ZY PA KOZ1X2N, Th e 
type is more appropriate to tlic Hcniucracy tlinii to tbo 
tyranny of Bionysioe; possibly the dies wore engraved 
siiortly before bis accession, but as it lias the fl it is not 
likely to be much earlier than b.c. 400. (PI- IV. 2.) 

The silver coins of the reigns of Dionysios and hl^^ 
successors are doubtless the most splendid specimens of 
the numismatic art which exist, for luxury of stvlc atid

Tbcy do not, however, evlubit that 
purity and sliupUoiCy which ch&ractorlsc the beat art of 
HcDfu ond lonia.*^ The en^evera' names which occur 
moat freqiioutly upon the ob^ci’ses are Ermnetoe, £u- 
kl sides, Kimon, and Varme . . . The first two of these 
are often combined witli roTcrses by KuTncuoe. Enkleidcs 
and Kimon excelled iit tho rcjwoaetitniiu)i of the fuU>f(irc. 
The liead of Fallas by Euklddca (PI. IV. ]C), cud that of 
Arethusa by Kimon (FI. 1^'. D), ai’o now justly cclchratod, 
especially the latter, while the former appears to liavo 
been so great a fuvourite at the time ns to have been 
adopted for tbe drachma and half*draobma of this period, 
tbe reverses of which are, reepectirely, Leukaspis, and 
quadriga. (PI. V. 0, 7.) Tbo litra bear more resemblance 
to the works of Kimon or Farmc . . . (PI. V. 9, 10.) 
There is also a drnolmi of peculiar style, tlie reverse of 
nbich is sigikcd by Kimon. (PI. V. 6.) Tho herailitim, 
or balf-oUoIs, which seem to fall into tins period, have on 
tbo reverse a wheel, generally with two Uolpliine in tho 
lower quarters, a typo wbicli is reproduced on the copper. 
(PI. V. 11, 14.) There is also a quarter-lltrn, ur trios, 
equal to threo ounces of copper, wt. 8*8 grains, with a 
euttle.Osh ou tborevurse, as on tbo litne, but Nurrounded 
by three globules to dcsigkiutu its vsino. (Ph V. 12.) 
Tins am all silver piece n\ay.have supplanted the copper 
triautes witb Diaiks of value described on p. 15, (PI.

The dekadracbias of this period are uumeroui, but 
seem to be all the works of the two artists Evenetos and 
Kimon, although they are not all aigued. (PI. IV.

It can hardly be Artemis, 
bowerer, m this instauce, as she has no q,uiver at her 
back, bat Is probably Arethusa. There is also , a head 
of Persephone crowned with corn, and witli hair falling 
over her shoulders, which ia certdoly rather late in 
style (PI. V. 4); also a remarkable coin with ZYPAKO* 
XIHN, retrograde, emd a female head, left, signed IMj 
intlie exergue of this piece ia a ball devoured by a lion, 
the well-known type of Akanthoe. (PI. V. S.) Wlictliei' 
the peculiarity in the style of this piece, eo different 
from the otlier tetradrachms • of Syracuse, ia due to 
its being the work of a native of Oreece proper or Aaia 
Minor,** or only to its being .some teu or twenty yeaia 
later, it la Impoaaible to say. 

During the reigus of Dlouysios and hia auccca^ora, tlie

856; Dion, 356—S5$; Kullippos, 353—352; Hippariooa/ 
352—350. Interval, 850—844. 

It is probable that nearly sdl the extant coins are to be* 
aCtribated to tbe reigns of the two Dionyaii and Dion. 
The niue years which follow the assassination of the 
latter were u continual scene of anarchy and. disorder, 
during which it is not likely that much money was' 
iaaued. 

The copper, which from analogy of style and type, I 
would attribute to the Dionysian dynasty, are the' 
following ' *

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m TIME OF TDIOLEON AND THE RESTOlffiD 
DEMOOEACY, B.C. Sii—817. 

Tlie period iDterveiicd between tlic death of 

Dion and tbe inTiCittioii sent to Corinth wliich reaulted 
in the mieeion of Timelcoij, wti# one of xinoxnmjded 
n^tisery tliroughout Sicily. I’luto, in one of Ins epistles, 
Buys that under the dtecraetiou mid deioUtiou wliich pre^ 
Tailed, even the Ilclleiiio neo und hnij^un^ were likely 
to perish in the islnnd.^ Driven to dcfipelv, tlio Syro- 
CQsmis at length invoked tlio nid of their nothoNoity, 
Corinth, which favourably weeived their prayers, and chow 
Timolcon, a man of devoted patriotism, and animated 
with an in tense love of liberty, and a hatred of tyrannical 
institutions, to oouduct ^an expedition for the relief of 
Syraeuse. • 

With a small force, but claiming the special protection 
of Dometer and Tersaphouc, ho sailed to Italy; tlio 
sacred trireme, on her voyage by night across the sea 
tnta Corcyra, boiog illumined by a bloso of light from 
heaven, while a burning torcb on high ran along with the 
ship and guided the pilot to hie destination.^ 

After some delay at Khcgiuni, Timoloon effected a 
laoding in Sicily, at Tauromenium. His first great 
success was at Adranum, where, by tbe help of tlie god 
Adranoe, be surprised and defeated the troopa of Ilikctu. 
He soon after succeeded iq obtaining possession of 
fiyTQcase, together witb the person of Dionyslos, who, 
aTthough not master of tbe rest of the city, still held 
Ortygis. Timoleon, after shipping Dionyslos off to

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Corinth; aud aAor dficoolishiog the stronghold of the 
t/raoU in Ori;rgi&; end erecting upon its site courts of 
justice; proceeded to recall all who had heen exiled; sod to 
invite new colonists Co settle at Syracuse. The total 
nucober of immigrants to the citf in its renovated 
freedom was not lees than $0;000.* Concerning the state 
of afairs at Syraeuse at this time; Orote remarks:^ 
" Nothing can he more mortifying than to dad ourselves 
witboat iofornation aa to the manner in which Timoleon 
dealt with this large Influx '* * * The land of Syracuse is 
said to have been distributed; and the houses to have heeu 
sold for I;000 talents—the large sum of £280;000.* A right 
of preemption was allowed to the Syracusan exiles for re> 
purchasing the houses formerly their own. As the houses 
were sold; and that too for a considerable pncsyso we may 
presume that the lands were sold also; and tliat the 
incoming settlers did not teosive their lots gratuitously. 
But how they were sold, or how much of tbo territory 
was sold; we are loft in iguoranoe. It is certain, hewever, 
that the effeot of this new immigrstion was not only to 
renew the force and population of Syracuse, but also to 
furnish relief to the extreme poverty of the antecedent 
residents. A great deal of new money must tliui have 
been brought iu/'*’ 

The democratical constitution and laws estsblished by 
Dioklss about seventy years before were agein put into 
force, with modiflcstions necessitated by theetate of the 
times. We poetess no details of these reforms; but we 
may be quite sure that such a zedistribution of property as 
that above-meutioned would render necessary an extensive

That a measure of this kind was resorted to, may bo 
inferred from the issne of electnim coins, wJiicb 
must be attributed to this period, both ou account of tJicir 
style, vUicb is diednctly later than tbat of the gold of tlio 
fiao period deacrihed above, and boeauso it is diflicult to 
conceive the possibiUty of a siinnltuneous iuiio of coins in 
pure gold and iu eleotrum by the same city. Tbc motsl 
of ^fhicb these odne ore composed, if wo may judge from 
the great didbrences in their colour, varies much ; but the 
average is probably about foar-fifUie gold to one-fiftb 
silver.^ Nov it is probable that the ancient relation of 
gold to eilvar at Syracuse, aa olscvbere, was much modi dad 
by the discovery of the gold-mines of Mocedon by Fliilip 
in B.c. 956, which are said to have yielded as much os 
1,000 talents a year, or more than £9,000,000. Such ait 
influx of gold into Europe, where it bod previoualy been 
very tcorce, vrould naturally bring down the value of gold 
ws compared with silver. Wheu, some years later, a pui^e 
gold coinage was returned to lu Syracuse, we find the 
Attic weight adopted for gold, and, as we sliall see here- 
after, iv relation of 1 : 12 . may therefore reasonably 
suppose gold to have fallen to this rate in coosequenee of 
the discovery of the Macedonian gold-mines. 

100 silver litre, formerly represented by a gold piece 
of 00 graios, would, therefore, in Timoleon’s time, be 
equal to 112*5 grmce; and 50 litfse of silver, formerly 
46 grains of gold, would now be 56*25 grains, and so on. 

I conceive, therefore, that tbe electrum coins issued at 
thia time were accepted aa gold, and that, containing as

The prevalence of Pegasos as a type at this period is 
doubtless due to Corinthian influence. The bead of Zeus 
Eleutherios and tbe free horse spe^ for themselTee as 
symbols of freedom and democracy. The naked youth

faneral of this man, tbe Corinthian Ticioleon, son of 
TimodemoB. They have passed a rote to honour him for 
all future time with feetiral matches, in musio, borse and 
chariot races, and gymuutios, because, after having pat 
down tbe despots, subdued the foreign enemy, aud re> 
colonised the greatest among the ruined cities, be restored 
to tbe Sicilian Greeks their oouatitution and laws/’ 
(Grote, chap. Izxxv.) 

Another important reform which I believe to bare been 
introduced by Timoleoa was the issue of copper coins of 
subatantisl weight, and with an intrinsic value in them* 
selves, although probably representing a value greater 
than their weight would warrant us in supposing. Tbe

The head of Pedlae on thia and tlie 
following coin ie evideutJ^ borrowed from that upon manj 
Corintbian itatera, a proceeding which ii more likely to

No. 8 ia a Tory difficult piece to attribute; it ia cer- 
tainlp not later than Timoloon’a time, though It may be 
lomewbat earlier. 

The Corintbiau hero repreaeoted in No. 4 ia doubtleea 
the flrat founder of the colony, Arobiu, a typo not 
inappropriate ou the money of the racoloniaed city, the 
Pegaaoa on tbe rererae, together with the Z end dolphin, 
arc iudioatire of Corinth and Syraouee. 

The head of Aphrodite in No. 6 ia a tborougbly 
Corinthian type, and clearly belonga to the aame period 
aa the ailTer atatera.

8d2-*d26, rendera it highly improbable tliat it la earlier 
than Timoleon, not to mention the aJIualon coiitained in 
the obvene type to the reatoration of freedom. Drondia 
conaidora thia coin aa an ounce of the time of Dienyaioa 
the older.

Nob, id and II are evidently fraetlona of theprevicua 
epecicneu; if that ie a hemilltroii, tlieee may be ouncea. 

It ia very doubtful whether tbeae 
pieoea do not belong to the period of Dioiiyaiui; the car 
of corn, however, beneath the balf-pegaioa much reaem* 
blea the one on the am all ailver mentioned above, and it 
teen again on the Coriutldan atatera of the time of 
Agathoklea. The young male bead upon No. 13 ia 
perhaps intended to repreaeut the river god Anapoa, 
while the female head upon No. Id may be that of the 
fountain nymph Kyane.

The large copper of Syracuse {Obv. Hoad of Psllas; 
Rev. Star between dolphins) u issued by Timoloon, 
probibly imnodiately after tlie abdioatiou of Diooysios 
in j.c. $44, would appear to bavo rapidly spinnd over the 
whole island, and evon beyond tlio limits of Sicily.^ 

They seem to have bssi^ used oxteoaivoly both by Greek 
and Sikel cities, by the Campanian merccnarios of the 
CartUagioiaos as well as by the allies of Tinicleon him¬ 
self as fiam on which to strike their rospoctive typee.^ 
The smaller Syrocusan copper coins were also, though 
less commonly, used for a similar purpose. The following 
is a list of some of the pieces which 1 find to be generally 
re*struck over the large Syracusan coppex’. Tlie evidence

Syracuse was not destined to enjoy, for any length of 
time, the freedom which she had regained by Tlmoleon’a 
aid. The Denocrocy, wo know not by what means, seems 
to have lai^od into an oligarchy, and the oligarchy in its 
turn to have given place to a Democracy. Shortly after 
tbis, Agntboklea, who had been named General of the 
city, and had conssqueotly a mercenary force at hia back, 
by a sudden stroke, seised upon the reins of gorommeat, 
and, after butchering 4,000 of the principal citisene and 
banishing some 6,0O0 more, convened what he called an 
Assembly of the people, and got liimself proclaimed 
Despot 

Between the years 817 and 810 Agathokles ocenpied 
himself iu subduing the rest of Sicily, the result being 
that all the Greek cities in the island became tributary to

him, &]tLougb rstoining their ftutonomf, except! of 0 QI 7 
Himera, Saliaua, and Heroklela, which wex^e under Oar^ 
tbage. Soon after tbii we find him at war with the 
Cartbaglniane iu Sicily, when he was ao hard pressed 
that he conceived the bold plan of earryini; the war over 
into Africa, which he reached in aatety, though pureued 
by the Panic fleet. Tbia was in b.c. 310. For four 
years he prosecutoil q euccowfal war in tho Oartiiaginian 
territory, and in 307 was so elate with proapeiity that he 
aaaumed the title of From dC 6 to the tloae of 

hie death in S80 hie reign woe epeut in the proeecation 
of uaeleu and bloody oampaigne in Sicily end Italy. 
Without thii bietoHoal outline the following remarks on 
the coinage m’oiild not be intelligible; the first question 
to be settled is to what period to assign a series of gold 
coins of Attie weight, Oln. Head of Apollo, or young 
Herokles, laureate, left 7^. Blga, driven by female 
charioteer, with the three*]egged eymbol of Sicily beneath 
the horses. (PI. VIII. 1, 2.) The date of tlieee coins 
once determined, the silver and copper which belong to 
tbe same class, and will he described below, necessarily 
fall into the same period. 

Now, it is most unlikely that a coioage iu pure gold 
could have been iuued by tbe Democracy n.o. 844—317, 
as we have seen that an eleotrum coinage was in use 
during that period; besides which, tbe style of these 
coin* shows an unmiatakable resemblance to that of tbe 
gold of Hiketas who follows Agathokles, and none what¬ 
ever to the electrum of the Democracy which precedee 
him.** I would therefore attribute this series to tbe early

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yesrt of the rdgQ of Agathokles before hie auumption 
of tbe I'efsl title. It it reeorded th&t he courted popu* 
l&ritj among the mawee by piUaging the wealthy, and 
lavUhiDg presents and pay upon the poorer population 
and hi9 mercenary troops. 'What theiefore is more 
natural ihnn that, after the example of Dionyslcs, he 
should bare fiisued a coinage in gold, struck from the 
proceeds of his iU>gctten wealth, for tlio payment of his 
soldiers and the support of his despotic power? That 
his coins at first do not bear bis usoe, is conslsCeut with 
what we read of hii first acts after soisiog the supreme 
power, when he afiectod ao anxiety to lire aa a simple 
citieen, and had the audacity to proclaim that the Syra* 
cuaan people bad, by his means, rcoonqnered their full 
liberty. Besides, it must not he forgotten that it had 
not yet become the bahit, in Sicily at any rate, for 
tyrants to place their own naciea upon the coiuago. 
This last innovation was reserved for Agstliokles in after 
years, in imitation, perhaps, of the kings of Macedon. 1 
would accordingly propose to divide the reign of i^ga>

I think there cau' be little doubt that tlie relation of 
gold to silver at this perjo<l is 1: 13, aud that the 
drachm, tetrobol, aud diobol io gold represent respec* 
lively 60, 40, and 30 litre of silver—in other words, 3, 
3, and 1 tetrad rachns. Thia rate of 1 : 13 is very nearlj 
idCDtical with that which we find in Greece and Egypt 
about the a&me period (Brandis, p. 86, aud 348—301). 
The type of these gold drachms seems to have been sug¬ 
gested by the famous Philippeia, struck Id such large 
quantities, aiod by this time well known all over the 
Greek world. The triquetra is a symbol of Agatbokles’ 
dominion over tlie whole of Sicily.

The obreree of the gold diobol is the 
same oa Chat of Che tetradraobro, its equivalent in value, 
and the bull (the symbol of the river Anupoa ?) upmi the 
reverse recurs upon Che copper. Many of the letters and 
monograms are common both to tliu tetradraohms and 
tbe copper of this period, aud some, such as AT^ Nl, and 
E, have aheady been seen on the last copper coinage 
of Che Democracy before Agatliokles, p. 3L. 

A oiirsory exaitilnaClou of the Corinthian staters struck 
in Sicily will be sufBoienC to convince the student of 
Cireek numlsmatios that they must have been issued at 
different periods. 1 would propose to divide them into 
four distinct clasaes, of wbleU the first two only maintain 
their full weight. The subsequent issues are degradations 
of tbe origiual Corinthian stator. The following is my 
classification of these pieces, each of wliioh will be more

I would attnbutc tbo series No. 2 to tbs early yuarn of 
tbo reign of Agstlioklea, both on scootint of tlie tnt^uetra, 
wliich seem I lo occur for the drat time under bis rule, and 
on account of the great itsomblonce of the Iicoil of Pal I us 
ON this clue to the soinewliat later gold coins of Aga> 
tbokles with the same liesd. I would not, Uowover, make 
tbem contemporary with tbe gold, ns Agatbokles seoma 
during hie later years to have coined &1J money eitbor 
with bis owQ name and title or without any inioriptioii 
whatever. ZYPAKOZinN never occurs af^er bis adop* 
tion of the regal title. Tlie stater of this period is clisroc* 
terised by tbe flatter and more ornate stylo of tbo work. 
Tho goddess wears a necklace, as on the gold piece of 
90 grcuoa: the Peguos is uoro delicately treatc<i, his 
head being smaUer, back somewhat aliortor, and action 
more elegant.

This unique gold piece, evidently struck after b-C. 310, 
is thought to allude to the victory gained by Agatliokles 
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or?r the CarthaginiwiB in Afriei (I>iod., aaii- 11), in 
which he let a camber of owls, the favourite birds of 
Atheoa, which perched upon the shields and helmets of 
the soldiers, and reassured their fainting ej)irita (Kum. 
Zeitach., iii. p. 45). Tlio Attic weight of this coin, com* 
binod with tho abseaco of the regal title, distiactif proves 
that he struck gold en tliat standard bofore the issue of 
his bettQr*known pieces of 00 grains, which belong to the 
third period of Jiis reign, and nfTords another argument in 
favour of my attribution of the gold AtUo drachms, frc., 
to the fuut period, 6L7*>310. 

The typos of this coin are similar to these of the 
eontcmpor&ry tetradrschnas of Alexander Aegos (i^ud coin* 
age), struck by Ftelemy I. Unlike tho silver money 
of the same period, this piece has APAG^KAEOX 
in the genitive, while tho word ArAOOKAClOX 
on the silver is an adjective, probably in agreemeot 
with NIKH, expi’esaed iu the type.^ Hence wo may 
infer that these gold pieces were issued under the sole 
authority of Agaihoklee, the city of Syracuse still retsin* 
ing for itself the right of coinage in silver and copper, a 
privilege which, as regarde silver, seeros to have been of 
short duration, for the name of Syracuse, as we shall 
presently see, soon disappears from the tetradrsohm, its 
place being supplied by that of the goddess (KOPAS). 
Tlic right of striking copper may have lasted untU 
B.c. 307, when the commune of Syracuse seems to have 
been robbed of this last prerogative, the gold and copper 
issued after that date bearing the inscription APADO* 
KAEOX BAZIAEOX, and the Corinthian statere being 
struck witbeut any inscription whatever; for Agathoklee

The teCradraoHmi with ArAOOKAEIOZ may be 
divided into three olaasee^: let, with SYPAKOZinNi 
of good work, end iuued by the city authoritiee, and 
before tbe right of coining silver waa usurped by 
Agsthoklee. These sre the Isai silver coins struck da> 
ing his reign which bear the name of the city. Snd, 
Tetrsdrachms, also of good work, but without XVPA* 
KOZIHN, though probably coined at Syracuse. 3rd, 
Tatradrsehme with tlie same type, but of barbarous fitbric, 
and very likely struck in Africa, where the same care 
could not be bestowed upon them as at Syracuse. Tbe 
reverse type of all these pieces clearly alludes to tbe vio* * 
torious campaign of Agathokles in Africa, which led to 
bis adoption of the title fioviX«v?. They arc the lost

pieces of the veiglit of tlie Attic tetrad rachm (and some 
eren of tLeee were issued of light ireigbt) wliicli we meet 
with in the seriee of the coins of Syraense, unless, indeed, 
we include the fine tetradrachm of Pyrrhos with tUe Iread 
of Zens Dodonsos in the Syracusan series. From some 
cause or other, the weight system of the silver coinage 
underwent e complete change, thougli the litra was still 
m aintai tied as the u nit. The Coriuthiaa statem of full Attic 
weight, uotioed uikder the previous period, were discouti* 
nued, if not before, at any rate at the same time as the 
tetradrachms, the occurrence of ZYPAKOSIXIN upon 
them rendering it highly improbable that they are later 
than B.c. SlO or dOS, all subsequent coins of this type 
being of mush lighter weight, aud without IVPAKO* 
ZIHN, u we shall presently see. 

On the tetrwlrachms with AHACOKAEIOX a new 
conception of the head of Persephone, viz., one with long, 
flowing liair, was introduced. This type is adhered to 
at Syracuse down to the close of tbs reign of Hleroa II. 
The same monograio, Af occurs on some of those totca* 
drachms as oc those of the first period, 917—310, which 
are without ArAOOKAEIOX.

Tits obverse type of tbo gold stater vas evidently bor¬ 
rowed from that of the Corinthian ulver ststera. The 
weight u no longer Attic, but that of the old Diojiysiau 
gold stater, 90 grains, and tharefora (il^ aa I imagine, 
gold was at this period as 1:12) no longer equal to lOO 
iitrie, but to 80; in other words, uo longer equivalent 
to 5 tetradraohras, but to 4, or rather to 10 silver pieces 
of 8 litre, as it is probable that no tetradracbms were 
struck daring this period. 

The 8 litre pieces of silver maybe distinguiehed from the 
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sUtcra as introduced by Timoleou, and from tKosc of tlie 
aeoond issue iu the eurly part of the i'e[g;n of Agatbokles, 
sot onJy bj their diioinuhed. sise aud weight, but in the 
followiag psiticulara. The helmet of the goddess, though 
plain and without crest, as on those of the earliest issue, 
has no covering for the ear, which is visible, and has an 
ear-ring. The neck-plcce is sometimes wanting, as on 
the gold, and tho goddess weura a necklace. Hie Pegasos 
on the reverse differs from that ou the pieces of the pre¬ 
vious issue in thst both wings are generally visible. 
There is no iuscrlpUon on the couis of this issue, whence 
we may infer that the right of coining them had heeu 
taken away from the city. Tlie weiglit also is reduced 
from 186 grains to 108, so that they are exactly tenths of 
the gold piece (90 x 19 s 1080).

On the death of Agsthokics republican inetitutioue

Not much is known of the erenta 
of his tyranny, which lasted niiio years, probably fiom 
B.c. 287—278. 

The only coins which l>eaT his name are the gold pieces 
of 60 litne; full weight, 07*6 grains.

Tlie style of these coiae forme a link between the fiiat 
gold of Agathokles without his name (FJ. VIII. I), and 
tbosoof Hieron 11. (PI. XI. 1.) 

Tlie silver which I would give to the time of Hiketas 
do not, like the gold, bear his name; hut tlte similarity of 
the reverae type, and the occurrence of tome of the saruo 
symbols, such as the unusual one of a bee or fly, consti* 
tute evidence sufficient to justify us in classing them to 
the same period. The Attic tetradrachm was discon¬ 
tinued after the death of Agathokles, the silver coiiie of 
Hiketas being pieces of 15 litne, or tridraohms, full 
weight 202*6 gtmns.^ Tbe type of Fersepbone, first

riiketss was expelled fVom his sovereignty at Syracuse 
by Thynion, who installed bimaelf in the ielood of Orlygla, 
while Soatratos was master of the rest of the city. These 
two, weary of mutual coutentloO} sent a deputation to 
Fyrrhoe of Epirus, then in Italy. (Diod., xaii.) 

The Syracusans were at this Urao hard preued by the 
Cartboginians, aud tbeir last hope was in Pyriboe, who 
bad marned Lsnasaa, a daughter of tbeir old tyrant, 
Agatliokles. The entry of Pyrrhos into Sioily was 
opposed by tlie Mamerticse, who allied thsDsetvea with 
Carthago ■, but he was favoured by Tyndarion, tyrant of 
Taurozeenivun, at which place he effected a lauding in 
safety. Thence he proceeded to Syracuse, the reins of 
governmcDt having been given up to him by Tbynion and 
Sostratos, b.c. 278. 

From this time ud^ 278 he waged a successful war 
against the Carthaginians, and united imder his sway 
nearly all the Greek cities cf the island. Nevertheless, 
bis rule in Sicily was not of long daration; and when he 
left again for Italy, his Sicilian kingdom was already 
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crumbling bcoeatb bU feet. We poMess, hoverer, io bU 
coioa ft record of bu brief reign in tbe Ulftsd; ftnd though 
it if difficult to ftftj poeitirdj which of the gold^ filter, 
and copper beanng bia name were etrock in Sicily, wliicb 
in Italy, &od wbicb in Greece ibelf, we on pcunt out 
coioe in eaeb of these lueUls wbicb are mdnbiubly of 
Sicilian worL Acaong these the most atribiog arc the 
filter and Copper bearing tbe head of Persephone with 
fiowiog bur, erideotly co|aed from tbe rilter coins of 
the time of Hiketae. On tbe retene is BAZIAEHS 
riYPPOy and Athena Alkif, a Macedonian ^pe, which 
first occurs on the coins of Alexander ^goe, struck by 
Ptolemy 1. about thirty yean prerionsly, and is after¬ 
wards often T^roduced ca the money of Antigonos 
Gonatas, B.e. 277—S89, and Philip V., 220—179. 
Leake,^ who, in common with other namismatiats of bis 
rime, attributes tbe tetradnebms of Alexander .^gos io 
Alexander II. of Epirus, the son of Pyrrboe, is of opinion 
that Pyrrhos adopted this ^pe, after the victory wbicb 
he gained, a.c. 274, over Antigonos Gooataa at a pass in 
Upper Macedonia,* which gave bio possessiou of Mace* 
donia and all Thessaly, on. which occasion be dedicated 
tbe shields of tbe Gallic inereenariea of Anrigonoe who 
were sUin or taken, in the temple of Athena Itonis.* 
This Athena Itouis was tbe priompa] deity of Tbesaaly. 
Now as these coins of Pyrrhos are of SicOian work, and 
struck B.c. 278—27d (Vovaisen, ed. BUcas, p. 284}, 
it is clear that the dedication above mentioned cannot 
have been tbe (mgin of this coin type, and it is’ no less 
clear that it must be sought for thir^ yean before this in 
connection with the coins of Alexander ^gos stmek fay

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Ptoleruf iu ^gypt. This figure of PrUrj is not therefore 
likely to be the TbeassUen Itonis, but the Macedonian 
Athena Alkia, venerated io the rojed city of Fella, tbs 
capital of Macedoa. and the birtb*p1ace cf Alexander the 
Great (Idvy, xlii. 51), and consequently adopted as a 
symbol of sovereigoty over Mscedon j first, ou the ccrins 
struck for the young prince, Alexander ^gos, the son 
and rightful hidr of Alexander the Great, and afterwards 
by Pyrrhos, Antigonos, and Philip V. A similar type 
recurs on the coins of Thessaly in genert at a later period 
but even here it is not clear that it is a repreaentadoa of 
the Thessalian goddess, as we do not find it previously to 
the incorporation of that province with Macedon. 

But to return to Syracuse. It is not necessary for my 
present purpose to determine which coins of Pyrrhos 
were struck in Sicily; but rather to Hk the ^ate, by 
means of his coins, of certain Syracusan pieces which do 
not bear bis name, but which appear to have been struck 
under hie rule. These are the following

The first of these pieces I attribute to the period of the 
rule of Fyrrhoe solely on account of its type, which is

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fiimiiar to that of the guld of Hieron II., and might be 
taken for a ooia of that monarch were it not that lua 
gold coins olwa^e bear hie name. TliU coin majr there¬ 
fore haTe been fitruok shortly before the accession of 
Hieron. Of the tvo copper types, die first may with 
safety ];c attributed to the time of Pyrrhos, on account 
of the oak'Vi’cath on the rererse which cuoirdea tho 
torch of PeiaephoQe-^the symbols respectively of the 
principal deities of Epirus and Syracuse. 

With respect to the second copper type, 0^. Head of 
Ileraklcsj Bn- Puhss Promachoa (Adiena AlKls), both 
types are so manifestly 3iIaeedonian, that it is evidout 
that tlie piece must hare been struck during tho reign 
of Pyrrhos. The head of Heraklca is probably borrowed 
from tho veU-kuown coinage cf Alexander the Great, 
aUhough it may contain a more direct allnsion to the 
games and siicridces oolebrated by Pyrrhos in honour of 
Heraklos after his capture of the city of Eryx, shoiily 
after his orrival in Sicily.^ Tlie rovorse type ii similar 
to tho silver of Pyrrhos above described (p. 56). A 
specimen of this type in the British Musenm is re-struck 
urer a coin ofAgatUokics with bis name. 

It is probable that the money of Pyrrhos with the 
inscription BAZIAEHZ HYPPOY was intended for cir* 
cnJnUon throughout his dominions in Italy, as well as in 
Sicily^ for bis silver above described, although atmek 
in Sicily, weigh about 90 grains, and are consequently 
not multiples of the rilver litra of 18*5 grains, but foreign 
to the Sicilian system. Mommsen’s hypothesis to account 
for this is that they were struck npon the old gold stan¬ 
dard of Dionysios and Agatholdes, the adoption of wlucH

lu tbe time of Agatbokles the nummus or siber litre 
of I3’fi grains was equal to 10 Utm of accouat or pounds 
of copper (see p. 13). The gold piece of Agatltokles of 
90 grains would, therefore, if wo accept tbe pwportionate 
value of 1; 12, have been equal to $0 ailvcr litre or

Kow, aupi>OHuig tile pound of copper to have been re¬ 
duced ill the time of Pyrrhos to Itli of its former value, 
a silver piece of 90 grains which would foruierly have 
been equal to 6*0 silver litrte, or 06} pounds of copper, 
would now represeut 400 pounds of copper, or exactly 
lialf wjiaC 1 suppose the gold of Agathoklos of the eacno 
weight to have bceu onginally worth i so that tyoo of 
these tilver pieces of Pyrrhos weighing 90 grains could 
now be legally olfered io paymeut of a debt of one ^old 
stater of 00 grains contracted before this reduction in 
the unit of account, while twelve would be necessary 
to pay a debt of the same amount contracted after the 
reduction. 

Again, tliu gold drachm, formerly equal to 600 pounds 
of copper, would now be ’worth 3,600, or nine silver pieces 
of 90 grains.** 

But, whether we aceept or not Motoensen^s arguments

These pieooa may, therefore, for convenionoo sake be 
called oktobols. Coins of the tame weight were alao 
struck at Tauronieuium with the type of the Corinthian 
stater at Syracuse by Hieron II., also with the Corin¬ 
thian types (PI. XI. 2); and by the Bruttii. There are 
also pieces of Agrigentum whioli, perhaps, belong to the 
same syetem (Moomien, ed. Blacae, p. 284), but it eeems 
to have taken no root in Sicily, for Hieron soon returned to 
the eilvor litre of 13*5 ae the basis of the silver currency. 
Among the Bruttii, however, the copper litre seems never 
to have recovered its ancient value, but rather to have 
undergone further reduction, as the successive diminu¬ 
tions io tho weight of the silver coins demonstrate. 
(Mommsen, ed. Bkoas, p. 183.) 

XII. HIZBOK n., B.O. 273—216. 

Tlie departure of Pyrrhos, in n.o. 275, left the Syra¬ 
cusans, for a short time, without a leader, until Hierou, 
a young Syracusan otBcer who bad seiwed under Pyrrhos, 
was elected geuersl of the army. 

He soon obtained great power in the eounmls of the 
Bepublic, and after his victory over the Mamertiuee, in 
B.c. 270, the title was conferred upon him. 

His Jong reign, B.c. 275—216, is, on the whole, one of

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peace and great proepehty, which affords but few aiate' 
rials for history. His gOTernmeot was remarkably mild 
and equitable, and we read^ that both be and his son 
Gelon SToided all display of royal power. Hence it haa 
been suggested that the heads on the coins bearing the 
names of Hieron and Oelou may he troditlonal portraits 
of Oelon 1., from whom Hieron claimed deacent;^ but 
this cannot be proved.

H. N. Davis, The XII on the reverse is doubly 
valuable, in the dint placo tu proving tliat the Eoman 
miff) orals began to be used at Syracuse as early as t)ie 
latter part of the reign of Hioron, and that they were act 
introduced for the drat time after the capture of the city 
by the Romans, as Mommsen supposes; and in the 
second place at showing that the copper litre had nncler- 
gone ft tliird reduotion since the secoud recorded by 
Aristotle as tfmpov, the silver litra being now equivalent 
to twelve copper litrs instead of to ten, as formerly (see 
p. Id). This reduotion, wbicb probably took pinco during 
the reign of Hierou, was doubtlese only the commence- 
lAQut of a still further reduotion of which we possess 
evidence in the nnmerals /XMI on the silver litra of a 
somewhat later period, which latter mark of value has 
been interpreted by Uommsen as signifying 18^ copper 
litres. 1 ill ail recur to this final reductiou Uter on, when 
1 come to describe the coins of the Democracy after the 
death of liieroiiyoioa.

In my opinion tho above^doeoribed coin are the ordi¬ 
nary eilverourrenoy of Illeron, ieeued, probably, through¬ 
out a long aeriee of yeare daring the middle end letter pert 
of hie reig:n, tbe Terietiei being far too numeroui to be the 
iaiue of e aioglo year, se Moraraaen vonld here it. Tlie 
mnltiploe of tbe litre which occur are IS (?) 16, end 6. The 
piece of 18 Htrn is perhaps rather e very light tetradrecbm, 
then a piece of ao uuusuel a weight oa 18 Utree. The veiled 
head maybe compared with tho head on tho coins bearing 
the name of Phthieon the copper of Pyrrhce, end with 
that of AniDc^ on tbe conteroporeiy i&gyptian coinage. 

It ie ooniiatent with wliet we know of HieronU habi¬ 
tual modeety (Livy, \. c.) that be did not place hie own 
head upon hia coina, either of gold or eilver (if we except 
the large piece of 82 litre, which may perhaps be regarded 
in the light rather of a medal than a coin), but preferred 
rather to perpetnatethe meroory of hia wife, the daughter 
of a private citisen, and on that accoant probably lees 
obnoxioua to the democratic perty in tbe state, and of hia 
son, who bore the illustnous name of Gelon.^

To the reign of Hiecon I woold also atbribatc the eeriea 
of gold and ailver coins with ZIKEAIATAN engraved by 
S&linas (Mon. dell. ant. Citt. della Sicilia; PI, i.). I'be 
gold piece ia of the uanal weight of the gold of Hieroii, 
and the silyer are pieces of 8 (PI. XI. 1)), 4, and 2 litree. 

Eaoul Eochette^* attribates them to tlie time of 
Pyrrhos i but his argumenta ui favour of tUia opimon are 
far from coeviuoiug. The style of these pieces is con¬ 
temporary with the PLiliatie series, and when i^e take 
Into consideration their weight, which is not that of tbe 
eoina of Pyrrhos or even of the early years of Hiei’ou, 
there can be no longer a doubt that they belong to the 
reign of the latter. Aiesei^t thinks that they were struck 
on the ocoa^on of the peace concluded between Hieron 
and tbe Eomaus, in e.c. 203< This is fhr more probable 
than Kochette’s theory. 1 would, however, prefer to 
attribute them to a later period, chiefly on account of tbe 
weight-ayatem which they follow. They may have been 
stmok after tbe conclusion of the first Punic War, b.c. 
24l, when the whole island of Sicily became a Eoman 
province, with tbe exception of the dominioua of Hieron, 
which consisted of nearly the whole of the east coast of 
the idand, with the towns of Acne, Leontini, Megara, 
Eloris, Neste, and Tauromeniutn.^ ThU fa tbe district 
for which I suppose them to have been issued, and for 
which the general term ZIKEAIXVTAN would be more 
appropriate as well as, perhaps, more popular than

815, and imme* 
diately aflarwardo a repnblic was cnee more proclaimed; 
aiid BO great waa tbe hatred which the tyrannical role of 
Hierouymoa had eidted during the abort period of one 
year that the people, fearing a Retention, put to death 
all the members of his family. They. neTerlbelese. did 
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not roiuro to the poli^ of Hioron^ but were persu&ded to 
redst the Roiosnej who, consequently, bid siege to thdr 
city in s.c. 3t4. This is sot the place to recount the 
etory of the celebrated siege end capture of the dty by 
Marcellus. Syrtcose fell ta B.e. 21S, and two years 
afterwards the whole of Sicily was a prorisee of tbe 
RoDisu Itepublie.

The }u*cvalcitoe of tie head of Pell as as an obverse type 
during these few years of democracy, may be a remiais' 
cenco of the CorinthiaD stater, first introduced by 
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Timolcon, &ftor the etpuliion of Che Dioiiyei&n femllj. 
Ko coiiie with thie type had beea seen at Syrecuse fov 
more than half a century, vhen liieron atruck the laat 
degraded imitation of the earlier CorinChian atater. The 
Democracy after liieronymoa would appear, therefore, to 
bare reintroduced thia type, ao long popular at Syracuse, 
and to liare struck piecea with Che head of Palloe in goM 
of 40 Utrs, and in silver of 12, 8, and I Utrs, reapec* 
tirely. 

The reverses of the gold and of type 2 of the ailver 
probably represent some celebrated etatue of Artemis 
Soteira, while the obrerM of No. 0 sbowa us the head of 
the aama statue. The reverse of No. 7 has been proved 
by 0. Abeken (AnuaJi dell* Iiiatituto, 1889, p. 62} to 
represeot the statue of Jupiter Iraperater, xaeutioiied by 
Cicero (in Verr., iv. 6b) in the foUowiag paaaage

It ie need leas to repeat that thMO aucoeesivo reductions 
of the litre of account do not of neceieit; mvolvo a 
eorreaponding riio in the value of copper^ ooniidored w a 
lootaij in oomparlaoD with ailver {aea p. 18). Xor ia it 
ereu olear that the freight of the copper cuneucf wae 
reduced, although the ailver coidi were legally rendered 
of greater value, in respect to the ^ occomf.

The first two of these pieces follov the tjpe of 
Hieron II. T1ie7 are generally of ioferior work, and u 
tbe^ bear the uame of the olCj in the place of th&t of 
Hieron, it is reasonable to suppose that they are subse¬ 
quent to his reigu. 

Nos. 8, 4, aud 5 teem, from their rude style of work, 
to bdoug to the same time. The magistrate’s initials, 
which occur upon these copper coiss, are the same as tUoss 
which we have noticed before on the coins of Hieron and 
Hieronymos. 

XT. SXRAOUbB UKDKR TH£ EOUANS. 

Syracuse, judging fi^om the style of the copper ooini 
described below, must hare been allowed by bercon* 
queron to strike copper iu her own name for some cou* 
siderablo time after her capture. Many of the types also 
of the following coins are rery Uto, especially those which 
are derived from the worship of Isis, which can hardly be 
supposed to have been established at Syracuse for more 
than a century after tbe capture, if so early. Some of 
the types which follow are perhaps earlier than these; 
but I find it impossible to speak with any degree of 
certainty with regard to these rude coins. They are the 
last ves^ges of Syracusan autonomy.

OONCLUatOK. 

I Jmve now traced, during the long conree of three 
hnndred yeare, the nuaiematio biitory of the moet 
wealthy and populotu of the oitiea of aacieut Oreeeo; a 
city whiolk baa left ua aa unbroken eeriee of coine unri¬ 
valled for their artietic beauty by those of any other State, 
anoieot or oodern, although it ruuet be confeaeod that in 
boldoeae, aa well oe in cUaatity of etyle, they are eurpaaaed 
by inditldual epecimena from Hollas and even from 
Mauedoi), notably by the splendid tetnulrachm of Ainpbi- 
polls with the head of Apollo, by eome of the coins of 
Aenue in Thrace, and of Oaaomenie In Ionia. Neverthe- 
Ices, aa a continuone series, the coIds of Syracuse offer to 
the art student a far greater variety of type and detail 
illustrarive of the progress of Oreek art, from ita infancy 
to ita decline and ultimate extinction, than those of ^y 
other Hellenic city, lu the foregoing pegee I have for 
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the most part coo fined myself to the cocaideration of the 
chxonologlcsl sequence of the pieces of this magnificent 
aeries, lea?ing it to others more competent than 1 am, to 
amplify and elaborate the work,—to the art critic the task 
of determining the relative artietio merit of style and 
type, and to the student of mythclogj that of recording, 
aitd even aometimea of unravelling, the myths handed 
down to us in these beautiful though minute luonunionta 
of ancient metal* work. The artist may compare tlie 
styles of Eumeuos aud Soaon, of Kiiuon and Evanetoe, 
while the mythologist may decide whether tl^e head repre* 
seoted is that of Arethusa, of Artemis Potamia, or of 
Kyaoe, the oynph of the founCam when Hades bore off 
the goddesa Persephone into the realmt of the undQr> 
world; or he may eeek an osplanation of the myth of 

XfCuksipia. 

To these and all who have aeither the leisure nor the 
opportunity of coaaulring the coins then selves, 1 am glad 
to be able to offer a aeries of plates, which afford accurate 
aud fsithfUl reproduotiens of the oenuments in their 
present condition, not adorned by the fancy and not mis- 
represented, ckS ie eo often the case, by the ignorance of 
Che modem engraver. 

lo ooiiclusion, 1 have to record my best thanks for the 
valuable assistance which I have received throughout Che 
compilation of the foregoing oatalogue from my friends aud 
colleagues, Mr, R, Stuart Poole aud Mr. Percy Gardner, 
without whose constant eucouragemeut 1 sKouId hardly 
have ventured to court the critioism of NumiamatisU by 
the publicatiou of the above remarks; more especially 
af^er I became awaie that on more than one uuportaDt 
question, my opinion was at variance with the generally 
accepted judgment of some of the first Numismatists iu 
Europe.

ON BOMB UNPUBLISHED OR UTTLE KNOWN COINS 
OF TEE BOMAN8 BELATINa TO BRITAIN.

Ths &llcvin; pipor compriaea «n ftccotint of Romein 
ooioa ralfttio^ to BriUio, vioh u are either unpiibliahed, 
or vaguely included under a deecKptioa ivhicb will 
embrace variooa form; aiwell ae thoie coina publiahed 
by myielf ia the Tranaaetiona of the Cambridge Anti' 
quariao Society. They are contained, rrith very few 
exocptione, in my own cabinet. 

It ie certainly much to be wiahed that a new work on 
thie olaaa of coine might be writtoa. Mr. Akenaan’a 
valuable pnblication, “Coine of the Rcmane relating to 
Britain/' the eecond edition of which appeared in 1844, 
vaa no doubt a great atep in advance. But in the later 
part of the work the entire obvereea of the coine are in 
many ceaea not given at all,—sec more eapedally those 
of Carauaiue and AUectua i and different varieties are 
claesed together under the same number in a manner not 
altogether aatiafactory. Moreover, it wae not at that 
time, eo far aa I am aware, even euapected that the coine 
reading PLN iu the exergue were struck in Z/ondon; eo

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that a very l&rgf» number of pieces of the Londou mint 
are for that reason omitted. Added to which a considerable 
unmher of types, more especially of Oarauslns, have been 
discovered since that time, which have been published in 
yarious papers in the yumismstic Ohronicle and else¬ 
where, especially in ^fr. 0< Bosch Smith’s Collectanea 
Antique. 

Tho “Monumenta Historica Britannica” bears on its 
title 1848, but much of it was executed some time pre¬ 
viously. In this work, begun by Mr. Petrie, and coiw 
tinned by Mr, (now Sir Thomas Duffhs) Hardy, are con¬ 
tained a aeries of most beautiful plataa of Ronano-Bricish 
coins, sixteen in number, the descriptions being by Mr. 
Doubleday. No notice is herein taken of Mr. Akermait’a 
publioatiou, and the aeries ends with Allectui, without 
any mention of the numerous coins of subsequent emperore 
which have PL ON or PLN in their exerguee, or which are 
on other oonaidorations now attributed to Britain. 

It would be iutcreating to know by whom PLN was 
ftnt interpreted to indicate the London minM M. Sesckler, 
in the "Publications do la Soci6td pour It Rcoherohe et 
U Conservation des Monuments Historiquee dans le 
Oraad-Duehd de Luxembourg," aesigoed in 1847 some 
coine fbund near Dalheim, bearing these letters in the 
exergue, to London. His attribution, howevoTj was con-

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aldered to be enoneoos by Mr. C. Koach Smith (Num. 
Chroii. (or ISGd, toI. xt., p. 76). But from aboat this 
time forward a this mterpreUClon of PLN teems to be 
gaining ground. Tbne Mr. Tovey, id a paper dated May, 
28id (Num. CUrou.^ toI. xii. p. 66). asaigoe, without lo 
maoh aa gueatloDing the propriety of the aCtributico, coins 
reading FLN as well as PLON to the London mint. 

But it was reserved for Mr. Be Sails to trace this matter 
out more fully iu a pai>er commonlcated to the seotion of 
antiquities at the annual meeting of the Archelogioal 
Inetitute held in London July, 1866, whicli ie published 
iu vol. xxb. of tbo Archmological Journal for 1867 (pp. 
14^160). This paper ia reprinted ia the Numismalic 
Chronicle for 1867 (vol rii., new series, pp. 67—02 and 
pp. 822—828). He there gives reasons for conoludiug 
that the coins of Oonstantine I. and other members of 
hii family, with the mint*mark FL02f, are the oontinua* 
tioQ of Choso marked FLN, and that there ia another 
class of unmarked coina which oonnccta the coinage of 
Allectua with the latter, and completes an unbroken eerUs 
from Car&usius to Constantino I.*' Of these coins lie 
gives a sketch rather than a catalogue, the types and 
legends of the obverses being never fully eet down. But 
it would manifestly be desirable that they should be 
minutely and properly catalogued ■, tbo letters in tbe Held 
of the reverse being aasigoed to the particular type and 
excrgual lettore to wliich they belong, instead of being 
vaguely clustered together, as iu Mr. Be Sslis' eoumera' 
tioo. It may pxobsbly be beyond our power ever to 
ascertain the eigniHcance of some of the letters which sp. 
pear on the reverses; but an exact catalogue Is at any 
rate the foundation on which future discoveries are most 
likely to be reared. As things stand at present, it is hardly 
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posaible even to conjecture vhetl^ a coin of tUe olaae le 
a welUknown form or not; one thing i» clear, that the 
catalogue iroald be a long one; and thia in itself would 
be a proof of the abundance of the London mintage. Mf 
owu cabinet contairu about thirty varieties of the coin of 
Conitantiue the Great, having for reverse SOLI IN* 
VICTO COMITI, with PLN in the exergue; ae well as 
man; others of the same t 7 pe belonging, according to 
Mr. Pe Salle, to the London mint, but having different 
letters in the exergue. 

Mr. Da Sails, in the same paper, observes respecting 
the Dintof Camulodunum or Colchester, which is indicated 
b; C or OL, that no copper none; of Maximian struch 
there hM ;et been found, but that there can be little 
doubt of iu existence. His sagacity is witneued by two 
coins whioh are published at the eud of this paper. 

M. Cohen’s great work, “Peecription Hislorique des 
Monnaies frappies sous TEupire Remain” [7 vols.; 
Peril) 1858—1868), is cot of much service for our 
present purpose, ai regards the later periods; the mint* 
marks, &c., not being affixed to the types to which they 
belong, but only enumerated at the oommencemoct of the 
list of the coins of each emperor. Apart from this more* 
over the authcr, as he himself confessee in bis account of 
tlie coins of Probus, is not very oarefhl to note minute 
differences in the coins which he describes. Every nu* 
miiTDatist must be deeply grateful to M. Cohen for the 
immeose amount of good work which he has done; and 
yet it is impossible not to feel that the later volames of 
his work must some day be re-written.

P- X. (Aker, 
msn, OoioB of Rom. liel. to Britain, p. 39; Cohen, 
n. 888), and TK. P. XI. (Cohen, Suppl. n. 89). The 
form of the shield in this case also varies. In a coin 
bearing date TB. P. VIIII., in Mr. Evans* collection, the 
shield on which the Viclory sits is nearly circular; in 
another of the same date, in Dr. Lee’e (formerly Captsda 
Smyth’s) collection (flgared in Petrie’s Mon. HUt. Brit 
iii. 7 ), it is very decidedly oval. Id a coin of the last date 
(TE. P. X].}> in roy own collection, purchased at Mr. 
Eastwood’s sale, it rather approaches the droular form. 

From a consideration of the above.uained coina of 
Antoninas Pius and Commodus, we seem to collect that 
the ehielde used by tlie British enemies of Borne in the 
second century vafled in shape, but were connected by 
intermediate forms.

In tlte KucDi»m&tie Chroniele for 18S9 Mr. EUshlei^h 
publlabed & vftluablo paper od the Saxon and Daouh 
klnga of Northuaxbria, iu which, among other nattera, ha 
attaopta to aaparata the coin a uaually aacrihcd to BchaU 
rad the aon of Eaoi'od, into t*o diviaioni, one of which 
ho attributca to the earlier Bthelred the aoa of Ethil- 
wald, who died fortp^aix peara before the aecood Ethalred 
aacendod the tUrone. Aa, aftor a careful eraisinatioQ of 
the coins with the name of Etbolrod in the seriea of 
KorthumbHa ae repraaenied in the BritiaU Mueoum, I 
cannot bring mjaol/ to agree with Mr. Kaahleigb, I will 
veatnre to atata the reasons which hara pravented me 
from accepting bia attribution. 

Mr. Haahleigh'a aeparation of Ethelred’a ooina is m 
follows 

(1) The coins which have a quadruped on the reversBj 
as well as tbe moneyer^s name (Laofdegn), he attributes 
totholirst Etbcired. These coins have the king’s name 
spelt Etbilred. 

• With this drat attribution I entirely agree, the euffi- 
uent reason for it being that these coins mark tbe cessa¬ 
tion of the quadrnped type, and the adoption of the 
moneyer’s name on tlie reverse-^ohangee which no doubt 
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belong to tbo fint half of Ethelred I/s reign-^tbtt la, 
before the yeer 778, when hit throne was usurped for 
twelve years by Elfwald. 

(2) Tlie coins cn which the name of the king; is spelt 
Ethtflred, Mr. Rashleigh also ^'ives to the first Ecbelred, 
the eon of Etbllwald; while, 

(S) Those on which the name is spelt Ethtlred he ^ives 
to the second Ethelred the son of Eanred. As the coins 
of the quadruped type are very rare, these two last 
divisions form the most important part of Mr. Raahleigh’s 
attribution. 

Now it seems to me that wo must have far more 
assurance tbsn we possess that tuoneyere were eccQS« 
tomed to be very particular in their spelling of the kiag*e 
name, before we venture to ucribe to different kings, 
coins which are distinguished only by this variety. That 
there was no such Caro takeu must be admitted by Mr. 
Rashleigh himself when he attributes the coins of the 
quadruped type to EtIiolredL, because on these coins wa 
have the very orthography which he supposes to chsrac- 
teriee the coins of Ethelred II. Indeed, I cannot help 
tbioking that he would have given to the earlier king all 
the coins spelt Etbilred if the moneyers* nsmee would 
have allowed it, and if the coins of this class had not been 
twice as numerous as those of the other. 

The main argument against Mr. Rashleigh's theory lies in 
the number of money ers' names which bcour in both classes. 
Suppisraenting Kuding’s plates by the coins in the British 
Museum, I find about twenty-four distinct moneyers, and 
of these seven have the spelling of the king’s name with 
both i and e. These seven are: Broder, or Br^gr; 
Battred, or Jjtrgdf Eordrtd, or FOrdrtd; Liofdeffn, Mome, 
Vul/nd, and Viidrfd or Pinired, 
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Now, if we adopt Mr. Baableigh'a theory, we canuot 
aappOBC that these ffloneyers with the same narrui who 
coined under the two Etbelrede, were tlie same men; 
drat, because aucb an explana^on would in7oIve the sup« 
position that seven moneyora, out of aocnc eight or nine, 
who, according to Mr. Bashleigh, eoloed in the reign of 
the first Ethelred, lived on till after the accession of his 
Qimesake some forty-six years later, or (ae four of these 
seven muat have done) till the uaurpation of Kedulf, four 
yean later atilWa all, fifty years; and, secondly, because, 
out of these seven inoneyers, five only occur on the coins 
of Eaured; eo we should have to imagine that these seven 
nsoneyers coined during part of the first Ethetred'a reign, 
that two of them left off coining during Eanred's reign, 
and then began again on the accession of his son. These 
two auppoeitione, therefore, involve such a high degree of 
improbability as to amount to an impossibility. Mr. 
Bashleigh, of eourse, does not suppose that these monejera 
with the same names were the same men, but maintains 
that the moneycra who spell the king's name with an s 
are not the ssmo as those who spell it with an i. Now 
it happens that of these seven moueyers the tame four 
occur on the coins of Eanred, who preceded Ethelred IT., 
and on those of Bedulf, who usurped the throne when 
Ethelred II. bad reigned four yesrs. Mr. iUshleigb's 
theory, therefore, amounta to this. Oat of eight or nine 
DMOyers of the first Ethelred seven heq/pmed to bear 
uaznee which were afterwards borne by seven (out of, say, 
twenty-two) of the moueyers of the second Ethelred, 
while only five of these usmea occur on the coins of 
Eanred, wbo lived between the two Eihelreda. Is this 
more probable than that four at least of these seven names 
belong only to four moneyers who began to coin to

EaoKd’a ToigO] and U7ed,u they easily do> through 
the first four years of Etbelred ll/s rdga till the osurps- 
tion of Bedalf? Burely the queetioa ansirers itself. 

Mr. Esshleigh, iodeed, maintains that ‘'there is coo* 
siderahle difference in the workmanship and in the cha¬ 
racter of the letters of these moneyers "—that is, of the 
money era of the same name in the two clasaes, With 
regard to ^nestiona of taste, such as style, &c., disputes 
sre proTerbially difficult. It is impossible to give the 
general impression obtained after examining a great 
number of coins. I must, however, say that 1 cannot 
aee any great difference of style in the two classes of 
coins, end that, as far as the Museum collection is con¬ 
cerned, I do not perceive that most of the coins of tlie e 
class “appear to be much wore by droulation, as com¬ 
pared with the coins in the i olus." In order, however, 
to give others some opportanity of deciding on this 
question of style, 1 have selected, whenever there were 
examples, a coin of each olasi having tbe same noneyer’s 
name on the reverse, and have placed casts * of these coins 
aide by side. I have also placed at the top e coin of the 
quadruped type—admittedly a coin of Ethelred 1.—be¬ 
tween two, reading respectively Etbilred and EtbelKd. 
You have thus an opportunity of judging if the difference 
between tbe two classes with e acd » be really greater than 
the gtauin^tti piece and the one reading Bthelred next 
to it, though Mr. Rsshleigh places these two under the 
same bead. I readily admit that there is in every ease 
some difference between coins of tbe ssme moneyer witb 
the two spellings; but we may fairly auppose that if

little. Nor ere the differencea greater than mdj be foaod 
ui/Aja each of the classes. Thus we have in the e dau 
one mone^er whose n&me is spelt both BBCDE& and 
fi&ODEB, while in the t class his same occurs ool; in the 
first form. Again, we have both the spellings TIKTBED 
and ?Dn7B£D in both the classes—a very curious circum* 
stance if we adopt Mr. Knibleigh'a pocclusions, meaning 
that in these two reigns there were two different mone 7 eTi, 
both of whom had the same uncertainty about the first 
letter of hie name. 

'With the other suggestions made in the course of Mr. 
Bashleigh’s article I cordially agree, except, perhaps, that 
the type fornerly considered a hand on the coins of 
Hegnald should be taken to be the glove of Thorr. 
Pleased though I ihould be to be able to recognise a 
mythological type where they are to scarce, I cannot shut 
my eyes to the fact that the hand in another abajm docs 
occur on tbe contemporary coiae of Eadweard the Elder; 
nor to the great difference in importance ae a symbol 
between the .hammer of Thorr, which, as is abundantly 
shown by tbe Eddae, was one of the most important 
symbols of the Scandinavian religion,* and Thorr's gloves, 
which, u far aa I know, are not once mentioned in tbe 
Eddsdc poema I am, moreover, rather inclined to think 
that if tbe Noraemen bad attempted to represent Tborr’s 
gloves, they would have concaved them as possessing 
only two divisions-^ne for the thumb and one for the 
fonr fingers. For it will be remembered that in Snorri's 
Edda (Demieaga 49) Thorr and his companione, when

8ir Simondft d’EwM, Enigbt and Baronet^ iraa an emi« 
Dent bictorian and antiquary^ who lived 1602-^1650. Ha 
was a burg;eea for Sudbarj in the celebrated Long Batlia- 
mant; but hia a 7 rnpatUioa inoHniug to tho Court, he waa 
one of the memben " purged *’ on the 6tli December, 
1646. He then retired to hfs fintiquarien atudiea and 
pursuita, and we are told tbat be formed a noble collec¬ 
tion of Eoman ceini. 

Patrick Young, a Scotebman b 7 birth (bom 1584, 
died 1663), waa appointed the dret librarian orthcEogliah 
Boyal Library after ita complete settlement. He was 
alao a probondary and treasurer of St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

Haring promised these facts, which will be found in 
the " Biographia Britannica,’’ I will new give, from the 
same source, a short account of the proceedings taken bj 
the Commonwealth with regard to the Boyal Library at 
St. Jamea’a. It was ftrst seized by the Parliament in 
August, 2643, and committed to the truet of Hugh Peters, 
wbo preserved the library and coins for three or four 
months, when be delivered up tlie keys and custody of 
them to Hhjor-Qcnerai Ireton. The well-kDoim and 
enlightened Sir Bulstrode Whitelocke, fearing that these 
national treasures might be eold to foreigners, and so lost 
to the country, and at the instance of the learned John 
Selden, undertook tho care of them in July, 1649. He 
appomted, in the same year, John Dury, a Qercaaa, to be 
his deputy librarian, and instructed bin “to go for an 
inventory of the books and medals to Mr. Young.” Mr. 
Dncy continued in charge of the Boyai Library and Medals 
probably until the Bestoration, and from an account taken 
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hj him, on tbe 27ch April, 1652, we lenra th&t 13,000 
coiDft were then in the Ubrer/. ^ 

Betuming to the werrauC, one is led to inquire why 
such orden should be ^ven hy (ho Rin^to Sir Symonds 
d'Ewes and Patrick Young on the 19th October, 164K, 
when the cobs were actually uudcr the coutrol of the 
Parliament, and iu the custody of their agout, Hugh 
Poteraf Charles L was then at Newport, released'on 
parole from bis prison at Cariebrook Castle, iu the Isle of 
Wight. During the negotistione which took place from 
the 18cb September to the 27tb Norember between the 
King and the Parliamentary Commissioners, aud whiob 
Ksulted io (be Treaty of Newport, Charles was allowed to 
occupy tbe houae of a private citiaan in that town. From 
this bouse the warrant in question must have been dated, 
on the 19tb October, and it is not improbable that the 
King then expected to be very shortly reconciled with tbe 
Parliament, and again installed in his former power and 
posseisioDa. In fact, nutll tbe famous Pride's Purge,’' 
the Parlianent was very well disposed towards a reoon- 
cilietlon with him, and by a vote of tbe 5tb December* 
1648, accepted tbe King’s concessions aa a ground for 
proceeding to tbe sottlemont of tbe peace of the kingdom. 
But ^er Colonel Pride's exclusion of tbe forty-one 
members on tbe following day, all such hope was at an 
end. Charles hod been seized by tbe army, and removed 
from Newport on tbe 20tb November, and on the dOth 
January, 1649, be was executed, within three months and 
a half from tbe date of bis signing this Warrant.

1 am informed that tbii die was, many yean ago, found 
between six and eight feet below the lurfaee of the ground 
in a etreet adjoining an old home called the Sell Stone," 
in Shrewabnry. It wai preieuted to the Her. William 
Ooriaeh Rowland, of the lame town, and after hie decease 
it was obtmned from Hr, Rowland’s enecutora by its 
present poueesor, Hr. Jos. Humphreys, of Dogpole 
Court, Shrewsbury, who has kindly favoured me with 
this impression.

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Charles I. was at Sbrenalniry from tbe ^th September 
to the 20th Potober, 1643, and he erected a mint there 
for coining hie own houeebold plate and that which he 
had recmved from the Unirereitiee, ae we learn from Lord 
Clarendon’s " Hlttorf of the Kehellion” and Ruding’s 
''Annale of the Coinage.” 

It therefore seems to me very probable that the die now 
under consideration was one of those used in the Shrews¬ 
bury mint in 1642, and that, as it bears the type of the 
London mint in the Tower with the 16S9 mlut-mark, 
this die may have been taken from London and mane use 
of by the King st Shrewsbury three years later. Tlje 
fact that dies had been sbitraeted fVom the Tower mint 
for the Kiog’e use about tliie period seems probable from 
an order of the House of Commoos, 5th October, 1642, 
that the ofScers of the Mint ehould be required not to 
suffer any oiHcer, workmen, or instrument belonging to 
the Hint, or coining, or graving, to quit their charge, or 
to be carried from thence, without order from the House. 

We have thus, I thiuk, some grounds for believing that 
several Jialf-crowne of this type were minted at Sbrows- 
bury, although Rudiug did uot know any method for 
die Anguishing the Sbrewsbuiy coins.

With regard to this lawsait of Thomaa Simon and 
others agaioat John Fautrart, I am able to add that the 
case was decided at Guernsey in farour of tbe former; 
since it appears from entries in the Council books (Publio 
Record Office^ London) that John Fautrart appealed to 
die Lord Protector’s Council of State against the decision 
of the Guernsey Court These entries, being hitherto 
quite unknown and unpublished, seem to me worth print* 
iiig in the pages of the Numismatic Chrcniole, u a fit¬ 
ting sequel to the articles on Thomas Simon in its earlier 
volumes.

In concluding the praaent humble contributioD to the 
history of our great medaUic artiet, I would remark that 
the noiAer of Thomas Simon was also a Gi;erQeay woman, 
as well aa his wife.

Of tlie daughters of this GiUes Germuo, a Fre&ob 
refugee living in the island, c»ne (Judith) married James 
de Beauvoir, and became mother of Peter de Beauvoir, 
Bailiff under Cromwell, and aunt of Thomas Simon; one 
daughter (Anne), as )ust remarkod, married Peter Simon; 
and another daughter (Mary) married M. Carej, becocu- 
ing mother of Peter Carej, Lieutenant*Bailiff in 1648. 

The mother of Simon and the mother of Peter de 
Beauvoir having been both daughters of GiUes Germain,'* 
Thomas Simon was thus the cousin of the Bailiff of 
Guernsey, Peter de Beauvoir de Orangea, who was 
approved in that office by the Protector on the 83sd 
January, 166 6-6. De Beauvoir maj perhaps, as asserted 
in the oomplsiat quoted at the commsDcement of this 
paper, have been parUaUy indebted to hia cousin’s 
indnenoe with Cromwell in obtaining the Protector’s 
Letters Patent. 

The present Bailiff of Ouerusey, Sir P. Stafford Carey, 
has kindly favoured me with much of the above informs* 
tion, as well as with an impression from s ring which he 
possesses, bearing a portrut of the Lieutenant>Bailiff Peter 
Oarey, of whom he is the representative. The portrait 
on this ring was engraved by Thomas Simon, in the year 
1646, when the Lieutenant*Bailiff made a short visit to 
London, sent to seek assistance from the Parliament, the 
island being then threatened by the Royalists.

T pMBfltt an iatertiBtiag DumianaCio doeumeat, now 
eiBotljr hro centuries old, a copy of Hiioh I bare much 
ploaeuro in laying before the Noiairaatio Society, It it 
the acoount and balanee-aheet of James Houe, of hit 
Mageaty'e Mint, for nice monthi of the years 1672 and 
I67S, in connection vitb the coinage of the copper fartlilngt 
and halfpence itnick at that time, which were, at ia well 
known, the earliest copper moneya coined for circulation 
in England. According to Budiog’e "Anaale of the 
Coinage,’^ Jamea Hoare waa Surveyor of theMeUinga and 
Clerk of the Irona in 1641, Comptroller of the Mint In 
1661, and Warden of the Mint from 1679 to 1682} ao that 
he held aeveral appolntoente in the Mint daring the 
reigns of Charles 1. and Charles II. In the following 
document he ia mentioned aa James Hoare the elder, aa 
he bad a son then alive, a barriater^at'law, who waa 
called to the bar of the Middle Temple, June Ut, 1666, 
and is thus described in the books of tbst insUtuiion— 
*' James Hore, son and beir apparent of James Here, ex- 
Torre (of the Tower), Ixmdon, Esquire.” We must not 
mind the manner of spelling surnames constantly made 
use of, in various ways, in these times. 

This document is interesting in many points, as it giver

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not only the nmounU, values, and veig:ht8 of the copper 
blanks coined into cnrrency for theae yean, bat also the 
names of the engraven of the dies, and the amounts paid 
to each for such engraving j also the] names of several 
of the officers of the Mint and tlie amonnta of thur 
yearly salaries, with several other minor but interesting 
parCicnlars. When thU document first came into ray 
poeseseionit was in a most precarioue conditioii indeed. 
I repaired it with much oare, however, and it is now ii\ a 
state of better preservation, and more fit for inspection. 
In one portion time and damp has destroyed a email 
part, but it )S io the least interesting portion of the 
roanuBcript Tliis same fanes Hoare was the founder of 
Hoare's bank—somewliere aboat the year I6*10<-4nd ie 
thus mentioned, in the little London dinotory fbr the year 
J677, among the list of "goldsmiths who keep runniog 
cashes,'’ as " fames Hore, at the sign of the Golden Dottle, 
in Cbeapside; ” the eame golden bottle which ie now ever 
the doorway of Hoare’s bank in Fleet Street, removed 
there a little previous to the year 1700 by Henry and 
Riohard Eoare, the couaine, and previous p&rtnore and suo- 
oeisore io the bank of James Hoare. I value this document 
highly, as femes Hoare was tho brother of my own imme* 
diate ancestor. 1 possess other pspers relating to him ;

NOTES ON THE ANNALS Of THE SCOTTISH 
COINAGE. 


Txs oHgineJ »««rds of tlkd v&rious coiu&g:e4 of JbinMYl. 
^»ow for the firet titoe publiihed—ere of the bigheet 
do^ee of importence, end throv e cotoplete light oq the 
nna)i»met4o history of hie reign. The oontenporary ecto 
of the Scottish Fftrliemont, q^uoted by Oerdoiinel end 
Lindsey, end the few note of tbs Privy Counoil, and ex¬ 
tracts f^ro the later Mint registers—given by the last- 
named author, comprise all that has been hitherto known 
of the History of the Scottish Mint during this important 
period. A careful search through the unprinted minutes 
of the Privy Council has added many most interesting 
aota and proclaroatlous relatiog to the varioua coinages 
and changes in the value of the money. Other antheutic 
doeumeota have also been preserved. Among these 
will be found a Compt of the Coynehous maid be 
Thomaa Achesone/^ extending from April, 1582 (with a 
few blanks), to August, 1606. Several of the original 
warden’s books or reciters of the daily operationa at the 
Mint; overtures or reports by the master comer relat¬ 
iog to proposed alterations in the coins; contracts 
between the King, the Lords of Council, and the varioua 
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icdividuElB who &t diETercut periods lewed the profits of 
tho monej hare been preserved, end afford alnoet ooni' 
piece informatioa re^rdicg the fineceae, weif^bt, tjpe, 
and obargues in the value of all the coins of this rei^. 
T)te moec important and intereating of the reaulte of thia 
uiveatigation will be found noted under the varioxu years 
to which they belong. 

Jambs VI. 

1567. The Arst coinage of this reign was authorised by 
an act of Privy Counoil^^ dated in the raonth of August, 
which minutely speoiftee the type, weight, Aneneu, and 
value of the sword dollar, or " Jamei Ryall/' and the two* 
thirds and one^tbird parts of ic. Proclamation, by the 
royal authctrity, was made on the 1st September,* com¬ 
manding all and sundry to receive the new ooios at the 
respective valuee of xxx/, »/, and jJ.* 

The Scottish Parliament in December authorised the 
King, with cho advice of the Hegent, to “prent and ounse 
gold and siluer of sic fyncs as vCheris ountreis dois;^^ 
and ordered that no laylt " or billon money be struck 
except with the consent of the three Estates of Parlia¬ 
ment. It was also made illegal to break down or melt 
coined money, under pain of conAscstion of the goods of 
the offender. Another act* of the same searion provided 
that men of judgment were to be chosen in every town, 
before whom all sums of money were to be paid, and 
who were to clip in pieces all false money. One penny 
per pound was Axed as the fee for the clipper, and the

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PrOTOsU ftoil Other municip&l officers were to furnish 
houses in which the examination of the money was to 
take place. 

Lindsay^ notices these acts In hie view of the Scottish 
Coinage, but gives them in the wrong order, and is also 
incorrect in the date. Orest frauds appear to have been 
practised at tbie time about the money, and vigorous 
neaaures wore taken to repress them. A merchant of 
Dundee, named Robert Jacke, was one of the principal 
offenders, and earned on his operations on a very ex¬ 
tensive scale. He fabricated false hardheads in Flan¬ 
ders, and imported* them into the country. This hariug 
been found out, it ii noted in BirrelU Diary that he was 
hanged and quartered." 

An act of Parliament* was passed on the 22sd Decem¬ 
ber, which provided that in cooseqaence of the mosey of 
the realm having been made lighter than it onght to be, 
by ''roungaing, clipping, and weiching,” the xxx/, xx/, 
and z/ pieces were to be weighed with weights of the 
ounce, two-thirds, and one-third ounce respectively. 
These wmghta were to have a specisd stamp or device on 
them. It would be interesting to know if any of these 
weights have been preserved. The ounce was tbe Scottish 
or French ounce, sad lighter by 7^ grains than the ounce 
of the Bnglisb Troy standard. 

In order to prevent tbe importation of foreign or false 
money, aoother act" provided for the sharp punishment 
of false coiners; and altered tbe values of the smaller coins. 
“ Nopsnnts,” or the Twelff penny grote ” of Francis

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and Mfipy, were to pass for aix pence: “babeia/’ (the 
Edinburgh and Stirling pUoka) for three pence; '* plakkle/* 
(pOMibly thoae with the legend " aerrio/^ fcc.), for two 
pence ; *'hardhe&da/^ for hetf'penoiee j end "pe&j'ie ** to 
ataod oa they were. 

The Treasurer’a acconnta* for thii year ehow the nauee 
and wagee of the ofBoiala of the Mint, and no change 
appeara to hare taken piece aince except that Gray, 
tho'^ainkar of the Irinia/’ geti a lorger anm, probably 
owing to the new dice required for the “Jemee EyalK'' 
A leaae of the Mint for tan yeara, from February, 1067, 
waa entered into with Eobert Bichardeon, at a yearly 
rent of £d,d83 6r. 8<f.; hut it doea not appear to have 
continued more than three jaara. 

1370. The meaiurea for preventing the importation 
of biae money aeem to aome extent to have failed. For 
in 1370, the Convention of Borougha^ aupplicated the 
Lorda of Artidea to make inquiaition and putiiali those 
who were found importing falie hardheoda or pUcka, ao 
that innocent merchanta might be cleared. 

An act of the Privy Council of this year, relatee to the 
half»merk or quarter*merk, coina which appear alraoet 
immediately. From a ^'diacbarge of the ounae of half- 
markia and xld. pecU’^ in the Treaaurer’a accouute, it 
appeare that the profit ariaing from every atoue of sixteen 
pounds, ‘'passing the Imia^' of silver, eleven peony fioe, 
was twenty pounds; and the profit arisiog from the coin¬ 
age of the balf-merk and forty-penny pieces, was fonrteen 
pounds ten shillings and ten pence per itohe. 

1671. Among the manuscript collections of the late 
Earl of Haddington preserved ip the Adrocatea' Library,

voi/, XIV,, K.a, n 
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Bdiuburgh,^* ift an act of tha Vmj Council ordering two 
new eil^er coins to be struck, of nine pennj fine; one to 
weigh 11 den» 12 grains, and to pass current for 23/4. 
It waa to kiTe on the obverse the ro^ral arms crowned 
with the legend, " Jacobus Dei gratia Rex Scotorum" 
and on the reverse a crowned thistle with the legend, 
“ Nemo impune ledet, 1671,’’ and the value marked on 
the aides of the thistle. If this money ever waa minted, 
it must have been in very small quantities, for I am not 
aware of the existence of a single specimen. Though this 
act is not noticed either by Cardonncl or Lindsay, it is 
referred to by Ruddiman in his Preface to Anderson's 
"Diplomata In this year we first find the 

apporntmeot of a counter wardane " (David Adamsoue), 
mentioned in the Treasurer’s accounts at a yearly salary 
of £40. The othor officials remain unchanged. 

1672. Towards the end of the month of March, of the 
.following year, the Mint erected in the Castle of EdiU' 
burgh was employed, sccording to the author ^ the 

Diurnal of Oocurrents,’’^ inprodnoiogthe xxx/ pieces of 
the Queen. If this waa the case, either the old dies, with 
the former date, were used, or Che quantity minted was 
very small, since no ''ryall”witb that date is known. 
On the 12th of May, an act of the Privy ConneiU* was 
passed at Leith, ordering two new coins immediately to 
be issued, one to be called the half-merk piece, end to be 
current for fi/6; and the ether to be known as the 
"forty-penny piece/’ to be current for 6/4. The type 
and legends are minutely specified, but the fineness ie

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not men timed. Other Authorities, hovever, ihov that 
it vae very bue. In the "Diurnal ol Oeeurreoti/’^^it 
le mentioned that they vere only six penny hne, and 
vere proclaimed at Leith to have paaaa|:e throughout the 
realra for good and lawful money.^* 

The haie coinage waa minted at Dalkeith, u appeari 
from a letter of Sir ‘William Drury to Lord Burleigh, 
preserved in the State Paper Office.^’ The Mint at 
Edinburgh waa also in operation at the tame period, but 
the money produced there was not recognised by the 
Begant and hia party, though one account laya it was 
aeised and broheu down to be recoined into the half and 
quuter merka.ia Xhe mint at Dalkeith doea not seem to 
have been in operation for any length of time, as in 
1673 an entry occurs in the accounts of the Treasurer 
of"suj‘^ X*. . . payit • . . for carrying and traoaporting 
of the baill neeessarie and worklumia eppartenlog to the 
cuntehoiu fra tlie Castele of Dalkeyth to the Palice of 
Halyrudhoui." 

In August, 1672, an act of the Privy Connoi] was 
passed, directing that in ccasequenca of the placka with 
the date 1667 having been counterfeited, as well as the 
half*merk and fcrty»penny pieces lately issued, no one ia 
to take payment in tbeae plscks until the Parliament 
t&kea order in the matter, which did not take place till 
March, 1574. No one, under pain of treason, waa per¬ 
mitted to sell silver, coined or uncoined, to any one who 
counterfeited or adulterated the half^merk or forty-penny

muter coioer, end Proroete end other officei*e of borougbi 
vere directed to eearch for luid inpneon ell who oODtre- 
rened tbie act. 

3 67$. Greet quentiUee of felee eud adulterated money 
being Imported into the country, eepeoially fi«m Flan* 
ders, the Privy Council ordered, by an act pasaed at 
Holyrood on the 12th July, that all importera of felio 
coine were to bo etrictly puniehed. 

1674. The Kegent applied in 1674 to the FroToet, 
Beilliee, arid Ooundl of Edinburgh, to eupply him with 
fine silver for the use of the "ouneehous;'^ but this 
request was declioed.*^ Soon after all the boroughe were 
summoned to pay up the arrears of bullion due by them. 
The couventicn offered to compound this for oue pay. 
ment of lOiOOO merke, but the Begent would not accede 
to their proposal. Shortly afterwards, however, ^*eflcr 
lang reaonyng/’ he was prevailed os to take ^10,000 in 
full of all arrears in time past, and for all sums payable 
dating bis reign. 

In October an act of Privy Oounell waa passed at 
Dalkeith, forbidding any one to transport gold or silver 
out of the kingdom till the next tneeting of Parliament, 
under heavy penalties. On the Stb of Marob, the Par> 
liament of Scotland passed an act which is identically 
the same as a proclamation ordered by tho Privy Coanoil 
of the same date.9 This sot provided that the placka of 
1667 were to be current for two pence, and the lions or 
hardheads for one penny; and that all persons having 
these, were to bring them to John Carmichael, Warden 
of the Mint, who was directed to clip all that were false,

1575. The author of the “Diurnal of Occunenta/^ 
notea a proclamation made at the beginning of 1575, for¬ 
bidding any one to refuse any “ mocata,*' or bardheada, or 
half-merk piecea. under pain of death. It ie not certain 
what coin u referred to aa “ mucata.'' Another proclama¬ 
tion war made in April,* ealUng down the Dalkeith 
money to its real value, or nearly os^half of what it was 
formerly current for. The originala of these proclama- 
tiona are not at the Register Uouae, and the exact terms 
of the acts are not given. It is said that these r^ula- 
tions abont the money made the Regent very un¬ 
popular.* He bad apparently some desire to improve 
the coinage, for in October be wrote to WaUingbam 
for permiasioB to get some tools for coining for one 
Michael Sim, whose name, faowevar, does not appear in 
the rccorda of (he Mint.** lu November the fine and 
rare twenty-pound piece, weighing one ounoe Scottisb, 
was etruek in the Castle of Edinburgh. The author of 
the “ Uiatorie of James Seat" (printed by the Maitland 
Club), expresaly tells ut that thia beautiful piece wae 
iutended for cuculatioo, and was not a medal la sorne

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haT« aappoaed. Ha reUtea, that “ bafora that year 
(1575) was ended, he (the Ee^t} caused a nevr piece 
of gold to be imprinted of the weight of one ounce, and 
ordained it to bare course in the country for the avail of 
20 pounds in money/' 

Id Melrilie’s " Memoirsit is stated that on one occa¬ 
sion the Regeot presented twenty-five of tliese pieces to 
some friend, which he would hardly bare done bad they 
been etruck u medals. False money was evidently still 
in drcula^on, for in Kovember the Privy Council took 
some action with Uthrid Macdowell, of Mondork, for 
issuing false money. 

1576. The gold seekers in CraufUrd Moor, Eobertoo 
and Henderland, were ordered, by an act of the Privy 
OoUDcil, to bring all the gold they found to the Eoyal 
Mint at the accustomed rates, and sot to sell it for 
exportation. 

On the 5th of March a contract inent the ounse,’^ 
was entered upon between the Eegent Morton, John 
Aobeson, Master of the Mint, and Abraham Petorwun, 

" fiemyng,'' in which It was provided that Acheeon should 
receive all the silver brought to him, and should hand it 
over to Peterson to be reduced to the “ fynnes of audit 
deneiria,'' and tliereafter it was to be forged and printed 
by the Master of tlie Mint into balf-merk and forty- 
penny pieces. Five shillings were allowed for each merk * 
weight of coined money, for the expense of coioiug, 
alloy, to the master coiner, who was to give the 
flemyng two deniers’ weight of ailver for each merk 
melted and msde ready by him for the coiners. All gold 
was similarly to be reduced to xxii carats or xxii^ carats,

1577. In Ha; the Begcnt and Frir; Counoil directed 
a pTOcUniaticn to bo made, forbidding an; one to tran¬ 
sport gold or silver out of the kingdom; and more espe* 
cialijit was declared illegal to take awa; " his hienes awin 
siluer money of tcaiania and ixt, zx, and x schilling 
peda ” under pain of forfeiture of the none; and sore- 
ables, not only of the offender, but also of tbe owner and 
oaptaiQ of the ship in which it night bo taken; and the 
ship itaelf was to be forfeited. 

Towards the close of tbe ;«ar tbe King assumed tbe 
gorernment biinielf, and sent certain Commissioners to 
the Earl of Morton, desiring Mm to giro up the '' ireois 
of tbe cunsioboui,” which was accordingly dciie> 

1578. The Parliaateut of Scotland mat at Stirling on 
the 25th of July, 1676, and paMed an act*'ordering the 
coinage of a piece of silver of the duenesa of eleven 
deniers, and giving fall power to tbe Privy Conndl to 
give directions about the type, weight, and value of tbe 
smd piece. It was also declared illegal to export Scottish 
money out of the hingdotn. Accordingly, on tbe 2dth of 
July, the Privy Council ordered all tbe silver piecea to be 
brought to the Mint before the first day of March, and 
delivered to the Master of the Mint, and 82/ to be paid

good monej wa$ ordered to be coantcrmsrkcd vith a 
CTO wood thistle, and re-issued from the Mint at the 
rate of 36/9 for the xxl/ piece, and others at the same 
proportioD. Nose were to be current at all unloes thef 
were oountermarked. This price could not have been of 
long contdnuance: and according to Mojeie,* these altera* 
tioDs in the value of the mooej were altogether " misljklt 
be the oommooe pepill/' 

On tbe IStb of September, an act of the Privy Council 
given at Stirling, referring to the Act of Parliament 
already mentioned, ordered the coinage of a piece of silver 
of the dneoees of eleven denlers, to be called tbe two- 
nerk piece, and to be eurrent for 26/8, with the half in 
proportion* The type it minutely described, and the 
coin is DOW known aa the rare “ thistle dollar,'' though 
the name given to it in the above ii a more accurate 
desip atioD. A new gold piece was also ordered by this 
act. It was to be called the Scottish crown, and was to 
pass for fbrty ihilUnp. Tbe standard was to be twenty- 
one carats fine. The type is minutely described, both in 
the parliamentary statute which ft>Uowed shortly after, 
and in tbe act of Privy Council; and the non-appearance 
of the coin in any collection has pnssled Scottish Numis* 
matista not a little. Lindsay** says, “ Of the coinage 
described and ordered by the act of 1579—if, indeed, it 
ever took effect—no specimeni now remain." But it 
will be seen that a later act of the Privy Council altered 
tbe type and value of the gold coiusge; and it ie now 
certain that the Scottish crown was never issued. The 
act of tbe Privy Council authorising these elteratjons is

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Almost identtcAl in terms with the psiliamontar^ act of 
1579, immediately to he noticed. The ouuce of gold woa 
to co8ti)20 at the Mint, and the ounce of silver d4y. On 
the sAine date, another act of Privy Council declared that 
any one who rofnsed to take the silver ooiiu, counter, 
marked as directed by the act already noticed, should 
anlTbr death and conhscatioa of goods. As the silver 
cuinsge was not coming into the Mint, a later act of 
Privy Council extended the time from the let of March 
to the lit of May. 

1570. At Stirling, on the 15th of May of the follow¬ 
ing year, the Privy Council oitlered a yroclametion to be 
made extending this period still furthcr^first to August, 
and then to the 20th of October. 

In the IlcgiitoT of the Privy Seal is a latter of this 
date Gonflrmiiig to tbe various officers of tlio Mint the 
privilogea and itun uni tics they had enjoyed from the very 
earUest period. 

Ill October*^ the Scottish Parliament passed an act 
ratifying the acts of the Privy CouumI, as to tbe proposed 
iilvor two.nerk piece and tho Scots gold crown. These 
two-mork pieces, with the halves correepondieg, were 
only coined in 1578, 1579, and 1680. Lindsay*^ is incor* 
rent in supposing that the silver pieces with the crowned 
thistle and the date 1581 belonged to this series. It 
will be seen that the coinage of 1681 bad no connection 
with tbe thistle dollars. Wiogate*^ auggests eome doubt 
about tbe commonly received names for these coins, 
though in describing the accurately drawn plates of bis 
work, he erroneously calla the uxteen>8hilUsg piece of

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1581 the bftU.thietid doUer.^ Perhaps the eitretne 
rarity of thU mark piece may hare caused this confusion. 
It is not described in Lindaay'e Descriptive Catalog, 
thou|h the specimen eKistuig m the Sutherland CoUec- 
tiou was commuDicated to him ; and m Uli notice of tlie 
thistle dollar he has confused the Pnglish and Scottish 
weights. A specimen of the merk piece exi sting in raj 
own cabinet, formerly in tlie Wigan Collec^on, was 
noticed lately in tbe Numiamatic Chronicle, and I have 
since got another one of 1578. Tbe act of this year dxca 
the price of the ounce of line silver at 58/, and the 
ounce of line gold at £21. 

1660. An act of Privy Council, dated the 2dth day of 
April, altered the act of Parliament of the preceding 
October, ai\d ordered, in place of the gold piece therein 
anthoriaed, another coin, double the weight and value, to 
be called the Scottish dnoat (now commonly called the 
bareheaded noble). The price of fine gold is fixed by this 
act of Council at £21 thn ounce, the eane rate as formerly. 
Shortly afterwards (4tb May) another act of Privy Council 
authorised the coinage of six hundred stone weight of 
silver into half-merk and forty •penny piecee, “beirand 
the like forme circumscription wccht and fynes as they 
are presen tlie currant within tills real me.'’ 

In October a payment occurs in the Treasurer’s ac- 
counts^ to G. Hay for some reprire in the " cuneehoua,” 
but without any details. From another entry* in the 
eamc record, it appears that F. Gray was the graver of 
the dies of the new coinage of gold. 

On the 27th of February the Privy Council and Estates

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convened in Parliament paasetl ordering all the 

base mone^ within the I’ealm (cscept the stamped plocha 
and pennies), to be reformed to the fineness of eleven 
deniera, with two grains of remedy as well under as 
above i and to be recoined in snob form as the Privy 
Council might order. It appears from an act of Privy 
Council in 1581, that they ordered the coinage of the 
16/, %f, 4/, and a/ pieces (of which the type is correctly 
given), of eleven penny fine. The weights, &c., are 
referred to a contract which, it will be seen, cannot 
now be found. Tlieee pieces were not minted till 1581- 
The act of Parliamint also sanctioned the issue of the 
ducat, and fixed the price of silver at the Mint at 44/ per 
ounce. 

Autlwrity was also given to the Privy Council to let the 
Mint and its profits. 

1681. The Privy Council, in July, ordered“prooUtna- 
tion to be made in all the chie.* boroughs of the country 
to the efcot that aU should roceivo the late coinage of 
thistle two«merk pieces and gold ducats, and that it was 
illegal to break down any coined money of the realm. 

Pour months later, we find an act of the Scottish Par. 
litment ^ putting an end to the contract about the money 
which had been entered into with Alexander Clerk, of 
Balbimie, and others, evidently the one above noticed, 
and recalling the silver coinage they had issued. It 
appears from a later Privy Council minute that this con¬ 
tract WM to last for three years, but it was put an end 
to on aocoimt of the coinage being so unprofitable.* 
The coinage was the crown thistle series, with the data

This Act fur- 
ther sanctioned the coinage of ten-ahilling pieces, ouch to 
weigh a quarter of an ounce, and to be eleven penny fine. 
The type la minutely described, but no higher denomiixa- 
tion is mentioned, nor are the usual remedies of weight 
and fineness allowed. These omiasions are corrected by 
an act of Privy Council at the close of the year. The 
diea for thia new coinage were prepared by Thomas 
Foulis, from a likeness of the King drawn by Lord 
Seytoun’s painter.** These pieces were not struck at the 
Mint, which waa then in a ruinous state, but in the house 
of Archibald Stewart, in Edinburgh. 

In Mcysie'i memoirs it la stated that a certain Thomas 
Ro^eatoun was forfaited for false coining in this year. 

1682. On the 26th of March an act of Privy Council 
authorised Thomas Altchiaon, muter coiner, to buy all 
silver of eleven penny fine for 87/ the ounce, and coin it 
again into teo-shilling pieces. 

A curious case occurs in the Minutes of Council of 4th 
April. John Achesonn, late Master of the Mint, raised an 
action against Thomu Aoheeoun, the then Muter, to com¬ 
pel him to pay £10,000, which the said John bad expended 
for the King’s use; and Thomas Aebesouu is ordered to 
repay certain sums accordingly. At the same time the

Tltis scorns to liave been the general custom with every 
new issue at this period. It is difficult to account for the 
rarity of the forty •shilling piece at the present time. It 
wu evidently struck in considerable quantity, aud was in 
ordinary diculation, as in 1393 ao act of PHvy Council 
raised the value to 42/. The other coins of the series 
are not rare, and there is nothing in the Eecords to show 
that the issue of the 40/ pieces was mors restricted than 
tho others. 

In July the Privy Couucil specially released Alexander 
Clerk, of £albiruie, aud the other partners in the late 
contract of the Mint, from tbeir obligations, on condition 
that they should reduce the coinage of 16/ pieces to the 
price of forty shillings the ounce. An Act of Parliament 
was ordered to be pssacd to this effect. 

A very curious Compt of the ooyoehous maid be 
Thornes Aehesoune," preserved in tbo Register House at 
Edinburgh, shows the coinage of this year. From 1st 
April, 1382, to 1st May, 1683, 607 st. T pounds of silver 
were coined into xl/, xxs/, a/, and x/ pieces, The master 
coiner charges himself with the sum of £12,845 16s. lltf., 
and accounts for payments amountiug to £17,928 6s. lOd.; 
so that as the “ compt bears, the “ compter is superex*

Id86. In December a proclamation waa made calling 
in the 12* pieces, babels and placka, as well as the

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ifroats and half-pUcks then current, and ordering 
tliem to be recoined into groats of tbreepenuy fine at 
8^ each, and balf-groata corresponding. The usual 
remedies are eUowed, aitd 18u of the groats are to be In 
t}io mark w»gUt, witii an ailovance of eight aa remedy in 
every meik. Tho typo and legends are minutely speci- 
ded iu the acL 

As very Htcle of the billou money toeutioned above was 
brought in by the time named, anotlier procUnation was 
made in January, allowing twelve pence per ounce more. 

£ven this does not seem to have produced the desired 
effect, for in February a third proclamatioa was made 
forbidding tho course of the twelve penny pieoes and 
placka within tho city atid sheriffdoin of Edinburgh aud 
tbe constabultiy ot Haddington, though allowing them to 
bo curront in more lumote distriota in the mean time. 

Many of the common people appear to liare doubted 
the new coinage; and, to remedy this, certain lorda of the 
Privy Council, with the Provost aud l^aillios of Fdio* 
butgh, and other skilled porsoni, were appoluted to report 
aa to whether the conditions of tbe contract were carried 
out. Accordingly, in the end of tho year a proclamation 
was made, atatiug that these commissioners had found 
the coinage of placki conformable in all respects to the 
act, and equal in fineness to the balf^mark and forty* 
penny pieces. 

In this year TKomsa Poullis was appointed sinker of 
the dies at the Mint during his life. 

1384. The price of silver was raised by a proclamation 
of the Privy Council, Ui April, 2684, to Z7*. 6ti per 
ounce of eleven penny fine, and in May, an act of Pariia* 
meut*' was passed, ratifying aud approviog of the new

This ect^u immediately followed by another, authorising 
the iaaue of two new gold pieces of 214 carat Ane. to 
weigh reapecCiTely 78| and 624 g^ina. The Lords of the 
Privy Council were directed to fix the type, legends, 
remedies, &e. These pieces were commonly known as the 
lion noble and the lion crown, the latter being two* 
thirds of the value of the former. There is no mention 
made in the parliamentary enactment of the half lion 
orown (or one'third lion, as it is now oallcd). The 
lion noble was to be ourro^for I6i., and tlio lion 
crown for £2 ISa. 

In August a proclamation was miule for the pnrpose of 
prolonging t!ic time for receiring the old plaoks till the 
16th of October, but this provision was only to apply to 
])1tces, distant twenty‘five miles and upwards from 
Edinburgh. A few days afterwords, the Privy Council 
oonsidersd the proposed new coinage of gold, and 
added to it the half lion crown. The type ie minutely 
described, and one •sixth of a carat is allowed iti each 
piece IS remedy for purity and one groin for remody of 
weight. 

1685. During tiie following year the plague raged 
with great violence in Edinburgh, atid the Privy Conur.il. 
having convened at Dunfermline, ordered the General of 
the Mint to pass to Dundee with all the furniture and 
eoining tools, and there to continue the coining of gold, 
silver, and alloyed money. The legend on the plocks was 
tg be •' Oppidum Dundic/’ instead of *‘Oppidum Edin- 
burgi," and the coins were to be struck eikand ane 
ring within tbe lettrea as they have alreddy outwith the 
same qnhdrevir it sail bsppin tbe said money to he 
wrochi^’ Whether any money whs ever struck at 
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Dundee or not i» nncertwn, but in October, wolher act 
of ?ti7j Coimcil, ordered the Mint, witbiU ita eppliancee, 
to bo remored to Perth, &e the pla^e w&a then raging 
in Dundee aa well u in Edinburgh, Similar inetructione 
were laid down altering the legend from Edinbargh to 
Perth. There ia a probability that acme money waa 
atruclc at Perth, ae a proclamation exiata in the records of 
the Privy Council, ordering the offioera of the Mint fovtb* 
with to proceed lioro, and to continue the iasue of the 
alloyed money, u owing to the former prevalence of 
the plagae, "the oSloiaria of hie bienca cunsle hea bene 
conatrainit to ly ydiU ... to the gdte hinder of hit 
maieatiea proffitc,*' 

1586. On the lOth of May, 1686, certain oommie* 
lionert, appoiitted by the King, proceeded to the Mint, 
and there opened the bozea, containing the aaaaya of all 
the coioagea iasued while John Acheioc and Thome a 
Acheeon were Maatera of the Mint. These commlaeionera 
appeared peraonally before the Privy Counul on the lOtU 
of December, and reported the reaultof their triala. Thia 
report ie intereiting aa giving the datea of the various 
coinages. From it we leern that the half-morlc and forty 
penny pieces were struck from April, 1577, to August. 
1580; the thistle two-merk and merk piece from 16tb 
of December, 1579, to 24th of August, 1689; the gold 
ducat, from Snd of Auguat to 29tb of November, 1580; 
the lion noble, crown and half, from the Sod of 
November, 1584, to 18th of April, 1586; the lu/, 
xs/, and x/, pieces from 6th of April, 1683, to 18th of 
May, 1586; the 16/ and 8/ pieces from 25th of June, 
1582, to 4th of November of the same year; and the 8<f. 
and id. pieces from 18th of Jaanary, 1683, to lOlh of 
May, 1686. 
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FromTbomu Acheso&’i ^'Coraptof tli4CflntieHou®/’** 
still extejit, we leern thnt between the lit of May, 16Sd, 
end 2Ut of April, 1686, $08 stones 71U. of silrer ware 
issued in xl/, xjx/, jxf, and */ pieces, witU a profit to the 
Kin^, on each stone of 2 s. ^d. From 13tb of Janusry, 
168$ to tbe same date, 1,926 stones lib. of silver were 
issued in eight penny and fourpenny groats, with a profit 
of £17. 2s. 9<i on tbe stone. In lion nobles upwards of 
961bs. of gold were coined, the profit ou each stone being 
£220. From this record also It appears that Tbouas 
IVi^uUis made tbe dies for the gold coins, and alio for the 
billon pieces. 

1667. In July of the following year, the SootUsb 
Parliament appointed certain eommissionere to confer 
regarding the state of the current mosey, sjid to advise 
coaoeroirg a new coinage of gold of 22 carat fine and a 
new coinage of silver of eleven denier fioe.^ They were 
to como to a decision before the first of January, and 
whatever their determination might be, it was to liave the 
full force of law. Other commissioners were appointed 
to see how much buUioa should be paid by merobauts 
exporting gold out of the realm. The Privy Oouncil, is 
October, ordered Thomas Acbeson, master coiner, and bis 
Bsiistants to coin all the bullion on band, and to bny in 
as much more as would make up tbe whole amount to 
seven score stone weight. This yesr's coinage included 
61 lbs. 6ozs. of gold issued in lion nobles and lion crowns. 

2686. On the 29th of March, Thomas Founts, sinker, 
complained to the Lords of the Privy Council, that James 
Achesoo, ion of John Acbeson, in the Canongate "ainkia 
and makis Iraes instruments and matriceis. . . albeit the

during all tbe dayia of bis lyftyiae,*^ aod prayed that h« 
night be restraioed from so doing. Au expedition was sent 
to the Nortbero Islands and Hiiblands under the Earl of 
BoChwelh and tbe officers of the Mint were directed by 
the Privy Couu^l to strike 80 stone weight of 8^. end 4d. 
pieces, and tbe profits arisiog from this were to be given 
to provide necessaries for the " conpaaeys of men of weir 
leyved and appoiatit to accompany him/' 

On account of the scarcity of small money, a new 
billon coinsge was authorised by an act of Privy Coonoil 
in August. This new coinage was issued in twopenny 
snd penny pieces, of li grain fins, and forty of tbe peony 
pieces were to be in tbe ounce. The type of both coins 
(now usually called hard heads) is minutely described. 
The lion on tbe reverse of the twopenny, is directed to 
«he in a shield. 

This act raised the value of the lion nobles from 
£8 16s. to £4.; 

Tbe Privy Council, in 8eptein))cr, ordered enew coin* 
age, to oonrist of apiece of gold of the seme weight (a 
quarter of en ounce) and fineness (23 carat 7 grains) as 
the English rose noble. This coin wu to pass current 
for £7 6r. 8d. Thomas Foullis was tbe engraver of the 
dies for this coinage. A half, aimilar in type and fineneu, 
was also authorised; but this coin, if it exists at all, must 
l>o very rare. 

In November, it was reported to tbe Privy Council 
that tbe twopenny pieces authorised in August, were 
often passed by designing persons on the unsuspecting u 
eigbtpsnny pieces from the similarity of type on the 
obverse of the one and the reverse of the other; aud it 
was accordingly ordered by the Council, that for the 
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futuM, the abield od the reverse of the tvopeonj pieces, 
he omitted, and that two dote be placed behiad the lioo. 

15SV. The kiogwasin debt to Sir Robert Melville, 
the Treasurer Depute, aod with the coiueat of his Couiiul, 
assigned the profits of the Mint to him till the debt was 
paid. The act autbori^ug this is recorded in the Books 
of the Priv 7 Council in March 1589. 

1690. Id June of the tollowiug year, a parllameat 
coQtened at Sdiuburgh, and oerUin proposals about 
reda^g the standard of the silver coins to the same as 
that of Bogland,** were considered. Nothing seems to 
have been determined, but the matter was remitted to 
commiBsiooers** to report to the following Parliament. 
According to Bulfour, a proclamation was made on 
September 6th of a new coinage of silver.*’ 

1591. A trial of the pix having been made in 
March, a diapnte arose as to how the assay pieces should 
be disposed of. The General of the Mint claimed them 
by virtue of the privilege of his office, and the Master 
Almoner claimed them by order of the King fhr dlstiiba* 
tioo amongst the poor. The dispute was referred to the 
Pxlvy Conndl, who decided agaizxst the claim of the 
Master of the Mint. The report of the commissioDers 
appointed to make the trials of the money, was laid before 
the Council on the 1st of May, and everything being 
found correct, the officials of the Mint were fully 
exonerated from any further action as to their former 
coinages. 

In August, Parliament met at Edinburgh and passed 
an act* ''anent the cuntie.'’ This provided that all the

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gold except the tUatie noblea ahoold be reduced to tbe 
itaadard of 22 carat fine, and that tbe onoce ebould be 
aet out at £27. The gold wee to be aCnick in coina each 
current (or £4, and 54 pieces to be in the merk weight. 
These were called hat pieces, from the type. Ahalf ie 
mentioned in the act; but it is doubtful if any eucb was 
ever struck. 

Similarly; all the eUver was to be reduced to 10| 
denier Ane; and set forth at forty-four ahiUingi the ounce. 
The merk weight was to contain 541 of the largest pieces, 
or double that number of the balt^. These coins are 
called now balance mer/ii, a mistake which first originated 
with Snelling and haa bean copied without enquiry by 
every eucceeding writer. They are^ in point of fact, ia(f 
mtr^, being current for 6/S and tbe half fbr S/4. They 
were minted in 15S1, 1592 and a few iu 1593. 

Three years were allowed to reduce the whole colnsge 
of the country to the above standard. 

The prices of bullion per ounce ware Axed as follows;— 

Rilvcr of alsvan denier flnci. . 42i. 

Silver of ten and a half denier fine iOi. 

Silver of eight douiar fine . . S0«. 6i. 

Silver of three denier fine . 111. 6d. 

Gold of 22 carets fine was to he £24 15s., and other 
etandarda in proportion. 

Fot«ign gold coina were allowed to be current at rates 
spemfied in the act. Scottish gold coins were raised in 
value; the old forty-four ahiUing piece to eighty shillings; 
the three-pound piece with the Queen’s face to aixpounda; 
the four-pound piece with tbe Eing’a face to four poimda 
ten ebillingS; and the lion noble to four pounds. On the 
8tb day of March, the Fiivy Council finding that the 
alloyed mouey under seveu deniera fine, which had been 
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ordered to be c&Ued ia b;f the ect of P&rliftment, 
could not bo reiesued without great loee, comTuiaeioued 
Thomas FouUia to go to Xioudon and make a oontract 
with Sir William Bowes, to mint the coinage as direotod 
by the act. Minute directions are laid down in the 
contract aa to the manuer of proceeding. 

1592. Id lCd2, an act of Parllameot vaa pueed^*, 
ordering that the borough duoa, which bad hitherto been 
paid in usual curreucy of the kingdom, be in future paid 
in eterliug money. 

1593. Parliament met at Edinburgh, and on the 8rd 
of April directed eertiuQ oommiaiionera to look into the 
coinage, with power to issue a new one, if deemed advis¬ 
able. 

The result of this commission was embodied id an act^ 
wluoh provided for ths coinage of a billon piece of one 
denier fine, with the usual remedies, to be ourrent for 
fuvu* pence. The type is minutely described (Lindsay, 
17, 62). Eight score wore to be iu the merk weight, 
with eight pieces u remedy. This would make the full 
weiglitof the coin about 23} grains troy of the modem 
standard. As the amount coined was limited, those 
fourpenny pieces at very rare. On the 17th of January 
an act of Parliament was passed,which ordered s new 
coinage of gold and silver. The prorieions of this set 
were embodied in the contract entered into immediately 
afterwards with the town of Edinburgh. 

On the 21st January” the Qeneral of the Mint, Sir A. 
Napier, of EdinbilMs, appeared before the Privy Council 
sod recorded his opinion that the pnee offered for the 
silver et this time, was too little to make it profitable to

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coin moncj clercn pcnnj fioe.^ A. fev itjt Uter & coa- 
traci WM made between the King (with the eonaeot of 
the Lords of Priv^ Council) and the Proroet and Town 
Council of Edinburgh, in vbich it was provided that all 
Ihe gold be reduced to the fineneai of UH carate, and 
reiaaued in pieces weighing aix to the ouncCj and each to 
he current for £^, Theeo ooina are now known aa 
" Ridera,'' and appear to have been iaeued down to 1601. 
The allver waa to be made eleven pennj fine, and reiMued 
in 10/, 6/, 2/6, and 1/ piecea, at 50/ the ounee. The 
prohta of the Mint were let to the town of Edinburgh 
for two years and three months, from the lit of Pebruarf, 
1598; and the tack amen were empowered to place their 
" ounaie home " within any town or place in the realm. 
One hundred and ten thousand merka were to be paid at 
tbe weekly rate of one thouaand merles m rent. 

1694. On the 22nd of April Parliament ratided and 
approved of tbe coinages^ directed in the previous year, 
and of the tack of the Mint to the Provost and Council 
of Edinburgh, and further confiined the former acts 
relating to bullion. 

The Privy Council in July prohibited tbs currency of 
the old money under heavy penalties; and in November 
appointed certain comaiaaicnera to consult aud advise 
regarding tbe form and order of the exchange of gold 
and silver, and to report to next Parliament. 

Birrell notes in his Diary* that tbe 4td. placks were 
proelaimed on the 7tb January, which seems a long time 
after tbe pasiing of the act authorising the coinage, lie 
also says they were discharged by proclamation on tbe 
19th I which, If it is tbe case, will be another reason for 
their great rarity.

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In January tha PriTy Council again ordered^ in more 
atriogent terma tlian Isefbre, the former coinages no 
longer to be receiTed as currency^ and especially the old 
Bose Noble of England, which bad been made carrent 
by a special procUmation (not preaerred) in Aberdeen, 
for the temporary purpose of paying the eoldiera there. 

1596. No change aeene to hare taken place in the 
coinage for aome time. In Hay, 1596, an act of Parlia¬ 
ment ie found against false coiners.^ A cunons docu* 
ment, with the date August, 1596, is preserved in the 
Eegiater House. It ocotains tho prices at which all 
kinds of gold and silver coins ore to be brought into the 
Mint, and the royal profit upon the coiaagea issued. 
From this it appears tbat every stono weight of gold 
coined of 29 osrat 6ne produced to the King £508 8 #. 4 ^., 
or at tho rate of 44/ per ounoe. Every stone of silver of 
eleven penny fine produoed £88 16s. Out of every stone 
of gold twelve pounds were to be minted into £5 pieces, 
and four pounds into the halves. The amounts to be 
struck in each sort of coin out of the stone weight of 
silver are left blank in the original, except the I2d. 
pieces, of which one pound in every stone was to be 
miuted. The prices of the gold per ounce are laid down

It is curious to find (he x)/ piece current, while tbe 
oerk piece of 1678,1579,1580, end the 2/ piece of 1681, 
are even then out of common urculation. 

At the close of this year, on tbe 4tb of March, an act 
of Parliament gave power to certain commissioners*^ Co 
confer regarding a new coinage, keeping the present 
fineness and value; but differing (if thought fit) Jo pro- 
portion and type. CommiHioners were also appointed to

payment of the cnatoma. 

1597. In April, 1597, Ja. Aohesou preeented n 
orerture to the King, recommendinf a coinage of biqaII 
money in pure copper. ThU paper ia very intereating, 
for in it he aUtea that he haa diacorered " a new forme of 
wirhiDg and «ark lutnea tbair to/’ ao that thair aall be 
na pace of money ather gold, eiluer, or copper, acording 
to tbair quantitie and wecbt that aall be ane grace 
heavier or Jiohter, thikker or tbianer, braider or naroer, 
ane nor another. . . . And farder, the money aall be aa 
well! prentit, that sa pace thairof aall want ony thing of 
the euperaoriptioun.” He alao recornmende the King to 
repair bit own Mint, and bega him " to viaite your awin 
warU aa se waa accuatunit to do.” 

The following month the Scottiah Parliament met at 
Dundee,** and paaaed leveral meaeuree relating to the 
coinage. The firat of theae appointa certain commie- 
aionera to frame a table of the pricea of all the gold 
and ailver. according to their value, weight, and dnencai, 
and to affix the aamo in the home of exchange, that all 
nay know the ratea at which the money wae to be current 

Tbe next act** laid down the value at which varioue 
coina were to be taken after the 17th of Hay. Silver of 
xuf. fine wu to be at 50/ the ounce; the new xzx/ piccee 
were to paai current for 37/5, ae they weighed only three- 
quarter! of an ounce.** The ounce of gold of 33 carat 
waa to atand at £30. All foreign coin waa to be brought 
into the Mint and exchanged; an onnce of coin ofxicf 
fine being g^ven for an ounce of bullion of xii<f. fine i the 
difference being the profit.

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It /arther provided hj the same P&rU&mest that 
OHS haodred stone weight of copper^ uomixed with any 
other kind of met&l^ be wrought and forged "in &ns 
miln/' ia twopenuy aud penny pieoea j each penny was 
to weigh one denier and tweUe graius, and sixty-four of 
tlie twopenny pieces were to he in a mark weight The 
type is also minutely deioribed (Xiindaay, Pi. 17, figs. 
53, 64). No one was bound to take more than twelve 
pence <in paymeDt in oopper ooini. It is stated in 
Birreirs Biary,^ that the prodamatioa of these coins 
was made on the 28rd of May, aod on the S8rd of June 
another was made for taking the " cunslehouae.’' Almost 
immediately afterwards the whole of the ofBolale of the 
Mint were disehaiged by an act of Privy Council, of 
July the 21st, and all the irons and other instruments 
were ordered to be delivered up to the Lord Treasurer. 
No cause is suted for this; but on the 13th of August 
they were all reinstated, and the irons and instruments 
were returned to them. 

Par)lament met at Edinburgh,** and on 1st November 
ratlAed and confirmed the acts made befbre at Dnndee, 
and among others those relating to the coinage already 
menUoned. 

1698. That these measures about the coinage were 
not popular is apparent fVom a letter preserved among 
the State Papers relating to Scotland,* in which Niecl- 
son, writing to Lord Burleigh, mentions tho discontent* 
among the people at this time in consequence of the 
Mint being set up again. The Parliament on the last 
day of June permitted the Lord Treasum to let the 
Mint.

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On the 22iid of tbe Friv 7 Council pwsed an act,^ 
in which in reference is made to this Pariiamentar^ 
measure of the prerious June, giving; atacX of the Hint 
for six years to Thomas Poullia. Tbe Council ordered 
the half of all penalties for breaches of the laws about 
money to be paid to the aforesaid Thomas FoulUs. 

Considerable quantities of false money were at tins 
time in circulation. Several peraose suspected of coining 
were apprehended in the North, and an act of tbe. Privy 
Council, in Augvut, directs them to be brought to Edin¬ 
burgh and there tried. 

On the last day of October Parliament met,*^ and the 
first act passed relating to coinage permitted fbreigo coin 
to be current at certain rates specified. Foreign eilver 
of elsTeo penny fine waa to be current for 48/ the ounce, 
and foreign gold of 22 carat for 16i. A long list of 
tbe various foreign coins, with their weights and values, 
are given. Besides these, tbe thistle noble of Scotland 
ie raised to £7 16a.,* tbe hat piece to £4 9 $.; and the 
lion piece to £5. AU other native gold coins of 22 carat 
fine are to be current at £60 tbe ounce. 

In December Parliunent met at Holyrood, and paesed 
another act as to tbe values of tbo varioua coins,^ which 
waa followed on tbe 18 th of tbe eame month by a pro¬ 
clamation by the Privy Couocil, altering the standards 
fixed in October very oonaiderably.*' Foreign sliver of 
eleven deniere fine was to be current for 50/, while tbe 
same weight and fineness of native currency was to pass 
for 53/4. Foreign gold of 22 carat was to be £80 tbe

no wonder that tbe people were dUcontented. 

1099. On the last day of July PaiUaiseDt gave com. 
mitaion to the Lcrde of the Privy Council and certaiu 
otbera^ to adviae oonceraing another propoaed change in 
the value of uoney, by making the ounce of lilver 60/, 
and gold proportionally higher. Thia waa not carried 
into effect apparently, for in September an act of Privy 
Connell continued the act of Parliament of the previouj 
December, but prohibited the couree of any foreign colna 
fbr the future. 

2600. The Parliament of 1600 paaaed an act confirm, 
ing the ac^OD of the Parliament and Privy Council of 
the preceding year, and directing meaaurea to be taken 
for providlog bullion for the Mint. 

1601. On the 8th of May a proclamation waa made 
by the Privy Conuoil, warning every one again at eome 
false money which had been found lo considerable 
quantity, '^in tho querrell holHi beayd the Cannon* 
gjut,'’ and prohibiting any one aearcbiug there any 
more. 

An aot of Parliament* dated 11th September, of this 
year, ordered the coinage of eword and aceptre gold 
piecee. These were to be current at the rate of £6 
each, with halves corresponding. A new silver coinage 
WAS also ordered; and all the former eoina were to be 
brought into the Mint at 65/ the ounce of eleven denier 
line, aud recoined at 60/ the ounce of the same etandard 
in merk, half^merk, forty'penny, and twenty.penny piecee. 
l^iae balf-merki were to be io the ounce, with the neual

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remedies of weight and finencM. This coinaige was to be 
current after the let of January, and none ether was to 
be allowed to have course. By the same act 200 etone 
weight of copper was ordered to be miuted into two¬ 
penny pieces, at nine to the ounce. These were to have 
the same iopressiou and dreumscription as the former 
copper coinage; and no one waa to refuae to take twelve 
pennies of this copper money in erery twenty shillings 
of his debt. 

On the 22odof September the Privy Council* assigned 
tlie profits of the above coinage to the Maator of Elphin- 
stone aud hia son, till such time as they should receive a 
sum of £41,000 owing by the King to tl)e Master 
of Elphinatone. Tbia aaaignation was renounced in 
December, end on the same day a contract was entered 
into between the King (with coneent of the Privy 
Council)tend Sir David Murray, of Goapertie, and others, 
to let the Mint to them for one year. The tackamen 
were to have liberty to buy gold and silver at whatever 
price they pleased, and might place the Mint where they 
liked. They were to pay £46,890 9s. 6d. of the usnal 
money of Scotland as rent. 

1602. On the I3tb July, 1602, Alexander Beid,^ 
cutler ia Edinburgh, was tried for false coining, It 
appesn that he waa employed as a "printer'’ in the 
Mint, and had got some false blanks, which be stamped 
with the true dies of the merk pises. From Birrel's 
Diary^ we leam that he was hanged for this offence ou 
the 20th of the same month. 

A proclamation of the Privy Council,^ on S6rd Decem¬ 
ber, prohibited any of the proclaimed money to have

and enterprisd are avea in Utaratud, and no 
one eiire ]7 can poseesa fi^ao in a bibber degree than the galJant 
aalhor of ibia vork. who was, forty years ago, a distinguUbod 
Kocoiamatiat, has aeror flagged in hia Ekntiquarian entorpriaos, 
and even now promiaea us a fotore work to complete hie 
account of tho coinages of Falestitte, ** ootts terro illuatro ontre 
toates." The present handsome 7olamo treats of all the civic 
cobages issoed in Palestine and the rogions round, together 
with those of the proenraton of Jndesa. It is not easy to seo 
why hf. de Sanlcy inserts the coins of the procurators—he bad 
already pnblished a oatalogae of them, together with those of 
the kings, b his work of 1854—unless, perhaps, he dosirod to 
make the list faller, and to alter bis system of rendering tho 
dates, whioh, oonvinced by criticism, be abandons. Tho coins 
of Judesa always attract English students; bnt, unfortonatoly, 
there is very UtUe striking or national aboot any of them, 
except the small and generalJy ill-preserved regal coins. Bence 
it is rather to the systematle Numiemstist than to the general 
■ladent that M. de Sauloy’a last work will be velnablo. It is 
veiy complete, and will fill tho same honourable position with 
regard io the coins of the cl lies of the Solyl^d which is 
Qoenpied in regard to those of Spain by the work of M. Heiss, 
07 those of by the treatise of H. hfuller. To the studiooe 
Komlsmatist it is a great gain to have a district thns fenced off 
sod mapped out for him, and to be saved from toiling through 
the incomplete and unsatisfactory catalogues of kfionnet. It is 
not merely bookdeaming and long etu^ that have put Id. de 
Sauloy in the position of Kriemji of the Numiamaiacs of Palostioo, 
but many a todsome journey trough tho deserts of Syria, and 
long researches carried ont nndsr a blazing san. It would be 
bard to ovomte his merits as a pioneer; end oven in eases 
where his theories admit of improvement, he bas freqaently 
eapplied all the materials for that improvement. In tho pre* 
aeni work there is one oversight mneh to be regretted, and we 

J oint it ont in the hope thst a remedy may bo fonnd. We can 
od absointely no means of referring from the descriptions of 
cobs in the text to the representations of them b ^e platee 
which acoompany the work, nor ie there an index of any kind 
whatever to the plates themselves. It is to be feared that this 
defect will detr^ from the ossfalnsss of a work in other 
respects exoellsht snd oarefoUy prepared. We have apace hot 
to noUce one mors feature—a aeries of nearly forty autonomous 
eoini of Palmyra, a city of the greatost interest, and hitherto 
almost nnrepresesled in onr cabinets.

I HASTBH to Ifty before the readers of the Kumiamstio 
Chronicle a short account of a moat reinarkable cola 
Utelf 8.cquired hy tbe British Museum, and of peculiar 
interest to many cl&aaes of readers. A single glance 
at the voodcut which heads this paper will assuredly 
arouse the interest of all who hare studied the coins of 
Bactria, and perhaps secure their attention to a few 
remarks which 1 wish to make, first as to the date of 
the coin, and secondly aa to its more striking peco' 
liarities. 

Heraiis or Erafis, Sing of the Sakae, is a personage

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unknown to biskory. In oi^er lo fix bi# dnlfl, we must 
reOBpitoUte the few facts of Soke liistory wliich linve 
come down to os. Herodotus^ states tliat tlio name of 
Sskas was applied bf tlie Persians to all Seytinana, and 
that there were Sakos in Xerxes’ arm; bearing: Scythiau 
weapons, and rsnjjod with the llaclriatis. Wilson* stalca, 
on the autboi'ity of Hemuiat, that according to tho Chin oho 
writers, in the second century before onr era, *‘tho Yn- 
ehi, Yu-ti, or Octae (Uasaagetae) being driven td tho west 
by the advance of the lli*nng*nu, fbrmed a union with 
the Ta-tii*a (Paae) j and the combined tribes forced the 
Sakas before them to the south, in oonscijucmee of winch 
their tribes again pressed into Baotria, end Anally over¬ 
turned the kingdom which the Greeks liad founded 
there/* It was about the middle of the second century 
when tho Greeks of Bactria and tlie Psrthiana, who hod 
osbsuited tbcnsclTes and each other with continued 
wars, found themselves threateued by the common 
danger. Tbe advancing Saks hordes at drst carried 
all before them. Two kings of Parthia, Phrahatea in 
j.o. 128, aod Artabnnus in a.c. 126, fell in batiJo against 
them, while the feebler Greek kings rapidly retired into 
India. But the Scythiana experienced a momenUiy 
check whan Mithrsdates II. of Parthia, and Monandor of 
Baetria, both powerful and warlike monsrehs, were leigH' 
isg coDtemporaueously, About th a year o. c. 90 they again 
pressed forward, and at the end of the rrigo of Hensaeus 
established themselves in the neighbourhood of Cabul, 
whence, towards the beginning of the Chrietiau era, they 
spread towards the mouth of the Icdns. Their progress

yikramsditya. King of Avanii, or Ujayin. And subso' 
gueotiy they in turn were preasedj or eycn snlgi]|ated 
by bands of the Yn-cbi^ who followed by the same route, 
through Bactria proper into tlie Panjdb. It appears, 
however tbat^ several centuries later^ there wei^e still 
Sakas ou tlie northers borders of Boctrio. Hence we 
must suppose that the term Sakos wu, os Herodotus 
asserts, generic, and included several cognate tiibes, 
soma of wiiich passed soutiiwards into Indie, while 
others either remained in the ongical seats of the 
nation or migrated westwards. And the opinion that 
the Sakaa were a confederacy and not a triba is still 
further confirmed by Strabo,^ who, in the same passage 
in which he declares the Saltcis to have overthrown ths 
Bactrian Bmpire, also states the conquerors to have 
consisted of the four tribes of Asii, Fasiani, Tokhari, 
aud Sakarauli. These four tribes may, at the time 
this piece of money was struck, have been united under 
Herahs, and acknowledged bis supremacy. 

That the coin was struck in Bactna rather than in 
India appears likely for many reasons. First, Greek 
only is used in the inscriptions, and not the Axian oha< 
racters, as is usually the cose with coizis minted in India. 
Wc know that Hermaeus, tho last Greek king who 
reigDod south of the great mountain chain was sue* 
ceeded, or rather superseded, by a Scythian called 
Eadaphes, or Kadphisea, for the names of Hermaeus 
and of Eadphiacs are found together on tl^e same 
pieces. But all the money of KadphUes bears Indian 
types and Arian inscriptions. Nor is it by any means

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lilsely th&t his Scythian snccefisors ^uld return to a 
more Parthian or Hellenic type. Indeed, we know 
from tb^r extant money that it became more and more 
Indian. Bat fortlier, we bare trustworthy ooutcmporary 
eridencethat the Saka kings did striko moiiey such as 
this. TUe Cbiocee writers aaaert that At about tins periorl 
the kings of Kl-pin slrack money in gflld and silfer, 
bearing on one side tlie elSgy of a man, on tlic other a 
horseman. It lias indeed been disputed as to wbat district 
is meant by £i>pin, but it is certain tliat it was a tract of 
country not far fiom Cabal, and that it was at this period 
ruled by Saks kiogs. We hare even the names of some 
of these i XJtolao, for eismplc, ia said to have reigned 
about B.o. 87, and Inmoffu about d.c. $0, soon after 
which date the Yu-olii invaded and tonquered tlie 
country.* Of this Saka coinage of Hi-pin I believe the 
present coin to be the first certain pablisbcd example. 

But if its district of mintage ia settled, ila date also is 
approximately fixed. For we know that the Sakas did 
not gain auy sure foothold in Bactria uutil tlic year 128, 
when they defeated and slew Plixahatca of Paitbia. It 
is very ualikely that they would strike silver coins while 
yet in the wilds of Sogdlana, aud before they bad 
settled aud dviJieed sul:qeets. This, theu, must be con- 
aidered the earUesC date possible. Aud tlie latest possible 
is the middle of the first century s.a; for the Yuchi liad 
already by the year 80 obtained a footing in Bactria, and 
in the year 30 pressed on even to the conquest of ludia. 
We may therefore with confidence assign this coin to 
the end of (he second or the beginning of the first 
century before the Christian era.

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When ve ap])roach the coin, «e find exarytiling about 
it unusual and remarkable. First aa to the types. The 
liead ou the obrei'te represents a Tartar, of a most 
ferocious aud brutal type, #itU the ferocity and brutality 
distinctly exaggerated by a die-sinker who evidently 
thought them uobU quaJitiee. The only other heads of 
the same kind yet published are found on some small 
ailrer pieces with semi-barbaroue Greek insoriptloas, and 
ou the large copper coina ascribed' by Wilsou to the 
Sskas, sod bearing on one side the head of a kiug, and 
on the other a blundered inscription atid a hone. This 
attribution of Wilson is strongly confirmed by tbe 
discovery of our coin. Tbe border of the obverse is 
copied from that of tbe widely-circulated coins of 
Enkratidce. The reverse type is very peculiar, and seems 
to be original, for altlmugh it reminds ua of the Parthian 
coinage, yet no Parthian king isroprcseuted on horseback 
until some time after the Christian era. We muat rather 
seek tile prototype of the horaemao on this coiu among 
the coins of Philoseiies and Hippostratus, while for the 
figure of Kike wo may compare tlie almost contemporary 
coinage of Orodes I. But I find no coiitemporexy instance 
of tbe combination of the horsemaji and Nike, except on 
gems which are found in Oubu), and probably are also 
Saka mODumeuts. 

Next as to tbe legends. The characters in which these 
are written arc most rcToarkable, aud uulike any hitiierto 
known. The Greek F is in every case lepresonted by f, 
and 0 by n. Each word claims a separate notion— 
np<uv 0 U'rM is prob&bly a copy of the well*knowix 
/SMrdiwQws on tbe remarkable tetradrachma of Ago- 
thokles, and the verb may have been changed in order 
to express, acoordiog to the barbarous notious of the 
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ft more complete BOTcreiinty. *Hpi»ov. Tbue 
the word eppoars, on a diligent coneidcretion, to run. I 
wftft ftt 6rat diaposed to read it Uaov, aod to attiibute the 
coin to Mftyea; 1>ut the P in iti debaacd form it (juite 
clear, nor ia there the shgliteat siiailaTity between tliia 
coin and tlioae of Eing Mayce. Not boing akillod in tlio 
CTuranion'ianguagQB, I m\ut leave to thoao who ore the 
determination what ScytUic name ia Inddou under tin a 
Greek fbrm. Sms. In tliia word wo liavo juat the 
miaaiog Uok of proof to ahow that the late and h&rbaroua 
coinage of Bactria wna really Sakft. 1 liavo bcoa in* 
formed that in tlio lianda of Gem Cunningham, and 
otlierai are aiWer coioa aomewUat aimilar to tlio preaeiit 
one, bearing varioua incomplete aod unaotiafrictory legenda, 
one of thorn with the portrait of a gnoein Theao hod 
already been attributed, together with the eoiiie in copper 
mentioned above, to Sake ehiela; but hore wo have on iu* 
aoription, which may fairly tet all doubt at tvset. Another 
interesting fact establiahed at the aamo tiroo, ia tiint 
the ScytbioQ tribee tliemaelvea called tlicir oonfodcriioy 
8aka; it might otherwiao havo bceu eoudude^l from the 
language of Herodotus thot the term wae merely one 
applied by the Peraiaiia to all the trlbca on thoir bordora, 
end not recognised by the lattor. Lastly, tlie Greek 
word Ketfiivcv, is a remarkable term to apF^F ^ Tartar 
£haa. It never, I need scarcely say, ocoura on true 
Greek coins. Familiar to the readers of Homer and the 
Trogediana, it ie seldom or never met with in proee. 

• In Urns uabg the tenus Toranian and Scythlo as synooy* 
mous, I by so msaDS intend to ignore the theory of Humboldt, 
Kawlissoa, and others, that the European Soythiana v/aro 
probably of Indo*Europaan blood. Sir H. Bawllnson blmaalf 
allows ^st ID the 2'7a»t<rn Scythians, or 3acae, the Turanian 
element preponderated. 
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Tli&t it should thus reappear in the far East, and uuder bar* 
barian conquerors. Is ail but amaaiiig, and causes serious 
doubU wheilier after all a woi^d not Greek but Scytbic 
maj be intended. But it is clear from tbe terra 
mpoM^wrot tbac tbe Saka kings rather avoided the usual 
titles of tl^e kings of Spria and Kgypt, and they seem to 
have soineiiow come to the conclusion that repre* 

seuted Khan, Tlie same word occurs, in the blundered 
form on tbe coins of Kadphiiea aud others, and 

has oooasionod ranch perplexity. Masson first assorted 
tJiat it was a military title, without however explaining 
its derivation or origin. Frinsep, Wilson, and Lassen,* 
bovever, til declare that it is out of tbe question to 
identify •vifiam, and are ratber in favour of 

an Indian or Scythic origin. Perhaps these able writers 
would scarcely have maintained their opinion in the face 
of the present coin. Here I may stop, contenting myself 
with bHnging this remarkable monument before onontal* 
lets, and leaving to them the task of pursuing the lines 
of investigation whiob I have but indicated.

Attention was celled in 1856 by 
Mr. Stoddert to the fact that in ancient times the 
emphoras used by Greek norchanta for holding wine and 
oil, frequently bore upon one or both of the haodlM a 
stamp, circular or oblong, in which may be read the 
names of znagietratee, together frequently with a type or 
omblem belcogiog to them or to their city. A long 
catalogue of these petty, but not uninterestiog inscrip¬ 
tions was given by Kr. Stoddart,* and many papers bave

Since Appeared in foreign arcbsologlciU journal e pub* 
lisUiug DOW naroea and freaU types diacorerod on the 
handlea of ornphoroa. Tba elaborate work of M. 
Dnmont»* publblicd in 1872, threw a great deal of light 
on tlio dideront elaaaea of acnphoraa used in ancient eocn* 
merce, on the moaning of tlio aUmpa ireproBaed upon 
them, Aud the boanng of tiieac diacoveriea upon the ques¬ 
tion of tbo directions and extent of commerce in ancient 
times. Having examined several thousands of amphora- 
stamps pi'OBcrved in Atbcna and elaowhere, M. Duroont 
found himaclf able to assort that Inscribed ceramic re- 
roains, on whatever shore diicovered, are almost sure to 
belong to amphoras of one of three great classes. 

(1). Thasian, capacious and clumsy, made of oosrso 
red earth, and bearing on the handle the name of the 
ialaud of Thasos, of a magietrate, and often a symbol or 
typs boloiigiiig to him. 

{%). Criidian, of rod eartb, beaiing on the handle one 
or two names, and lemctimce a symbol and tlie name of 
Chid lie, together with, in a few cases, a title, such as 
phreurarchot or aitynomoi. 

(8). Khodian, of tine white earth, bearing the name of a 
magistrate, ofteu with the title fiierew or priest of Helioe, 
and either a llhedian emblem, such aa a rose or the 
head of Helios, or the name of one of the Dorian 
months, or both of these. 

To these three clssses must be added a clssa ofam- 
pboras made at mtiea on the shores of the Black Sea, and 
usually marked with an emblem and the title lutynomoa 
m addition to the magistrate’s name. Besides, there are 
mauubria apparently bcluiigiug to dlotas from a few

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Other Greek utiee, and man; bearing the nacnee of 
Roman maglatratea in Eoman characters, and found at 
Borne, but nevertbeleas supposed b; some writers to 
come from the Roman colon; of Corinth.^ 

In the British Museum tbero arc, acquired fiom man; 
aonrces, but for tlie most part either obtained tlirougU 
Mr. Stoddart or brought from Asia Minor b; Mr. Newton, 
some thousands of these amphora'bandles, near); all with 
inscriptione. Trom a careful examination of tlicso I am 
able to report that M. Dumont's opiuions as to the 
classes of vases used in sncicut commerce arc sound aud 
trustworth;. Among all these specimens 1 have bccu 
unable to find one which can bo with oeiiaint; attributed 
to au; other place tlian Rhodes, Cnidus, Thasos, the 
Boxiue, aud Rome, with perhaps two or three exoeptioiia. 
Wh; these cities should have enjoyed a monopoly in tlie 
manufacture of diotas, or at least why they alouc should 
have chosen to stamp their productions with the name 
of a magistrate, is a problem yet to be determined, and 
the determiustioQ of it must needs throw a great deal 
of light on the course of Greek commerce. 

It appeared to me a most desimble thing, in examining 
these manubria, to put on record such as had been 
hitherto unpublished, and so contribute somethiug 
towards that complete survey of all the remains of 
antiquity which must be the foundation of every sound 
archsological theory. I fonnd, however, that the Roman 
mannbria, and those from the shores of the Black Sea, 
had been almost all published in previous works. And as 
to those of Cnidus, the list of Ms Dumont under this head

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ie so long, that 1 am inclined to believe that it includes 
almost all the specimens in the British Museum. The Tha- 
sian and Ehodian manuhria remain. In these %wo classes 
the Museum is very rich, and I hope to add many to the 
known varieties of amphom-starops comiog from those 
places, lu the present article 1 confine myself to giving 
a list of the varieties of ilie amphora-stamps coming 
from the island of Thasos; Rhodes 1 reserve for a future 
number of the Chronicle. 1 give those which are pub' 
lished, as well aa the unpublished^ to make the list 
complete.

LabrM, and llopUon are quite cberacCerlatic; the second 
is especiailif i&toresting. Labros is montiooed in Ovid* as 
a dog’s name Glutton ; ” this is the drat instance of its 
occurring as a man’s name. 

Simple snd strsiglittbrwsrd aa these inscriptiona are, 
they r&ise some curious points for discussion. That 
OAIIHN should occur in all of them is not to be 
wondered at; the people of Thuos were naturally anxious 
that all their productions should be known as tbeira. 
But the proper name end the type are less easy to 
expledn. Tint with regard to tlie name. We may at once 
put aside any notion that it may be that of either the 
master-potter who made the amphora or the wine.grower 
who filled it. There aro good reasons which mshe these 
hypotheses untenable. It is found that in the cose of 
Uho<liaii, Cnidian, and other liandlei, there is very often 
appended to the name a title, such as A?«rew or p/trour^ 
arc/tos, and the same name occurs frequently with and 
without such a title. The title ieramew or potter, on the 
other hand, occurs but once or twice on handles from the 
Buxine $ea. arid always accompanied by a magistrate’s 
name. And further, no satisfactory reason can be g^ven 
u^Ay the potter should thus mark hU prodnetions, but very 
good reasons why a magistrate should seal thcro. The 
only supposition remaining is that in every case it is a

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magistrate's name which nppcara in t]ie Thasian iuscrip* 
tions, and it only romaina to inquire what was guaranteed 
bf this official seal. The faot tliat llhodian amplioras 
are stamped with the name of the montlij as well as tliat 
of the internes, is romarhahlo, and might at diet ught 
incliue one to think that tlio stani]»s wero intended to 
mark an exact date, and so testify to the age of the wine 
enclosed. But thoro arc strong reasons for rcjocting this 
theory. Firstly, tho namo of erory month oocurs ou 
rarious manuhria; but it is clear that tlio win a would 
usually bo placed iu the amphora# only at the time of 
vintage, and so always date from one or two months. 
Secondly, the stamp must have been iniprcsiod upon the 
olay while it was soft and unbaked, but in tlmt state it 
must of couTss have been empty of wino, and it is very 
improbable that the potter can have knowji at what time 
it would he filled. To mark the exaet date of tho fabri* 
cation of en amphora seems a curious enstoro, but it is 
one which certainly existed at Ilhodei, and it may bo ex¬ 
plained if we suppose timt it was not tho date only but 
also the capacity of tho amphora which was thus warranted. 
It is probable that in all these cities magistrstes were 
appointed, called agoranorrii, to inspect all amphoras 
manufactured in the potteries, and to depute officori who 
should gauge them, and on finding the measure oxaot, 
mark them with an official seal.* Such a system of 
mspection certainly existed in the case of weights and of 
coins; for instance, the later coinage of Athens may be 
taken, evejy piece of which bears as a guarantee of weight 
and metal the names of three different magistrates. Also 
it is by no means rare to find on ancient weights the name 
of an agorenofnoa with hie title.

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Intbe case of the Cni<tiaii hnndlw, end sotas Thaainn 
onea published b; Stepbani, two naioea appear; and it 
has been iDgecioualj conjectured bj Dr. Brandis^ that 
the former of those represents the eponymous magistrate 
of tbo ftax, thus marking the d&te, while tlie second be- 
looga to tbe official who was immedialely responaible for 
the legal measure of tbo aopkoraSj uamel^, the offora- 
norncs. It may, perhaps, be doubted whetlier tbe one 
name in the present Thnsisn iascriptioas is that of the 
eponymous or the suhordinats offioer, but probability 
points rather to the former. 

Mr. 8toddart has discussed at length tho queitioo of 
the probable date of these manubria. lie arrires at the 
trustworthy conclusion that all are less ancient than the 
date of the foundation of Alexandria, n.c. 882i and pro¬ 
bably tlioQ the peace which closed the first Macedonian 
war in Idd. Tlie latest may be about contemporary with 
the Autoiiinos. As there aio copper coins of Thisoe 
wliioh may be reasonably attributed to thie period, and 
which exhibit mouegrams probably representing tbe names 
of magistrates, I bad hoped to discover, in some cases, tbe 
same name on both coins and amphorae. But after ex¬ 
amining all the coins of Tliasos to which I had access, I 
found myself disappointed in this expectation. 

One point remains, tbe type. All analogy indicates 
that this is copied from the private or family seal of the 
magistrate whose name appears. Althongh writers have 
tried bard to trace, on the coins of Athens, a real con¬ 
nection between tbe magistrates’ names and the accea- 
Bory types in the field, they have been unsuccessful. And 
although, in the case of the coins of Abders there does 
seem to be, in some cases, in tbs typs, a half-pimning

Noteworthy among thoao 
whieh do not ccrlfunly belong to this cIush are the gnllnp- 
ing horse and crcscont, frequent typos in Thraeo, tin* sen- 
monster, and cspocially the very curious typo of No. I I.

NOTES ON THE ANNALS OF TEE SCOTTISH 
COINAOB. 

No. vn. 

1603. (^UEBH Exisabevb died on the 24th of March, 
1603, and Jaaea the Sixth of Scotland wsb proclaimed 
First of England in the course of the same day. 

On the 8th of April, 1608, a proclamation was issued^ by 
the king; making the eix«pound gold piece of Scotland 
current in Eoglaud for ten ahillings, and the merk piece 
for thirteen pence halfpenny. 

1604. On.tlie loth of September of the following year, 
Nnpier of Merchiston, general of the mint in Scetlaod, 
came np to l^ondon to confer regarding the coinage, and, 
aeeording to Birrel, '^the witt and knawledge of the 
general wes wondered at be the Engliachneii.^’^ At Wliite- 
hall, on the 16th of November, a special grant of ratifica¬ 
tion of privileges was made in favour of the oSicers of hie 
Msgesty’a mint in Scotland. In this reference is made 
to a confirmation of privileges granted by lamea V.* 
on the 23rd of October, in the thirtieth year of his 
reign, and to two others by James VI., under the Privy

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9 ea]j one on the 25th of June, 1579, and the otlier on 
22od April, 1584. On the eame daf an act of Privy 
Council about the silrer coin for Scotland waa passed,^ 
and on the 16th Noveiobar a contract >raa made with 
Thomas Aohesoune rogardiug the coinage of Scotland. 

The onginal of this contract has long been missing, 
nor is there any record of it in the minutes of the Privy 
Council. Very fortunately, however, a copy lias been 
recently discovered among the Hopetoun Papers; and 
it is now certain that a moat important addition lanst bo 
made to the Scottish serica It has always been hitherto 
supposed that tlie Scottish coinages after James's accession 
to the Bnglish throne differed from the English in having 
the Scottish arms in two quarters of the shield; but this 
discovery shows that till the close of 1609 there was no 
difference between the coins minted in Scotland and 
England, save the mint mark and the thistle on the horse 
trappings of the silver crown and half-crown. 

The contract was entered into on the 16th of November, 
1604, and sets forth that the king, with the advice of his 
Privy Council of England, and of the Estates aitd Council 
of Scotland, considehog that the reduction of the gold and 
silver coinage of both countries to a perfect equality is an 
essential preparation for the union of tlie kingdoms, 
ordered gold to he coined of the fineness of twenty-two 
carats and the silver of eleven deoiers. Five sorts of gold 
coins were ordered to be struck, vig.: the unit,* at 
£12 Scots each; the donble-crown, at £6 Scots each; 
the Britain crown, at £3 Scots each; the thistle 
crown, at 48s. Scots each; and the balf>CTOwn, at dOs.

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Scots oach. Two grains of remedy of weight were to be 
allowed ou tbe two larger pieces^ and oue grain oq the 
smaller pieces. Out of every 201b. of gold coined, one 
pound at least was to be issued in tlie small gold pieces. 
The type is minutely deecribed. Ou tlic reverse there was 
to be bis Maicsties armos lu aiio now formo of aebield 
quarteilie. To wltt, iu tlic first quarter thrie floure de 
lyceas erooe with thric Ubbertis crocc, and i'» ihi croci 
quarter alf makiU, with anc lyouti iu aue doubill Tressour 
in the uther quarter, and the barpo in tlie ffburt 
quarter" .... Tbe various legends for each piece are 
also given, and there is to be anelittil tlirissell at tbe 
beginning of the said clrcumscriptiounes of ilk peice of tbe 
said gold respective al;one written on athir syde." 

Tbe silver ooicage was to be issued in seven pieces, vis.: 
the crown (or £3 Scots piece), haIf*crown, sbiliing, six> 
pence, twopenny, peuuy, and halfpenny pieces, with the 
usual remedies of weight and fineness. The type is in all 
respects similar to the English, save that on the crown and 
half-crown there is to be ane littill thrisscll in ane cheild 
oil his hors's bip," and that there is to be a thistle at the 
beginning of tbe legend in each piece, save tbe halfpenny, 
which bad no legend. 

On the 16th November a proclamation^ was made 
narrating the iuconvenieucc which had arisen from tbe 
proclamation of the dth of April, 1603, and authorising 
the new coinage of gold and silver to be current through¬ 
out Great Britain. 

Tbe former six-pound and three-pound gold pieces, 
and the merk and other silver coins of that series, were 
minted up to the close of this year, though they are

1605. The nev coicage bogan at the Scottieb Mint in 
1605> tha warrant being dated at Whitehall on the ISth 
February.^ Begisters of tbo amounta for that month are 
preserved, and have been noticed by Lindsay.^ Tlie 
proclamation authorising the new money was made at 
Edinburgh, according to Birrell,^ on the 4th of March, 
1605. 

1609. It was not till 1609 that the shield and arms on 
the reverse was altered so that the arms of Scotland 
occupied two quarters instead of one, and warrant was 
given in December*” of that year to the graver of the iroua 
to sinh new dies with this reverse, though ui every other 
respect the coins both of gold and silver wero to remain 
as they bad been before; and the officers of the mint wera 
ordered to make all future coinages according to tlie now 
impresuon. The senes of gold and silver coins minted 
between 1605 and 1610 were exactly tbe same both in 
England and Seed and, except tbe mint marks and the dif¬ 
ference in workmanship, tbe Scottish dies being engraved 
by Foullis. 

1610. On the 16th of January Sir John Amot appeared 
before the Lords of Frivy Council** and acknowledged the 
receipt of apiece of standard gold and three pieces of coined 
gold from tbe mint in London, to be used for comparison 
with the gold coins in Scotland. 

This was followed in June by an Act of Privy Council** 
regarding a complaint whieh had been made to them by

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Jolin Acbcson, General of tbeMmt, Thomaa Aebeaooji, 
master coiner, and tbe other ofELcers, setting forth that 
the late Sir Archibald Napier of Ediabillie vas made 
general of the mint in 1670 by a gift imdcr the Privy 
seal, and tliat be died on the lOtli of May, lOOS. Daring 
that time considorablc coinages in nil the metals had taken 
place, tlie warrants for wJucU wrj c in his custody at tbe 
time of his decease. The acts are particularly speoided, 
aud many of them liavc since been lost. Besides Che acts, 
it is stated that he at aundry times borrowed from the 
Cuuzie house letters of eromptioua and grants of privileges 
made by Lis Majesty and his predecessors, and certain 
weights and balances which properly belonged to tbe 
ofScers of the mint. All these bis representatives refused 
to deliver up. They were accordingly summoued before 
tlie Privy Council, and having appeared, they dolivered up 
tlnrty-seveu acts, wairauts, and letters relating to the 
Cuii 2 ie house, and promised to baud over the other articles 
to the Treasm'cr. 

Idll. Thomas Acbesoun died about this time, and on 
23rd May, 1611, George FouIUs was appointed master 
coiner in his place. As there was no alteration lu tbe 
coinage the Lords of Council directed him to enter on his 
duties, and conform to the contract made with Acbesoun 
till a new contract could be drawn up. 

All the gold coiuB were raised about oce^tenth iu value 
by a proclamation made on the 26th November,^^ and all 
former acts agmnst exporting coin were renewed. This 
raising of the value of the gold coins took place also in 
Eoglaud a day or two earlier.^* 

1612. Tbe Privy Council,” on tbe 16tb of 7snuaryj

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directed tliat the price per ounce for gold of 22 carets 
fine, paid at the mixit, was to be at the rate of 82«. l-Jrf. per 
denier, and that a table of prices for gold of every other 
standard was to be prepared^ and fixed in some public part 
of the Cunsie house. Tbe silver vras to remain as it tvoa 
settled by the act of 16 th November, 1604. yorci^ 
money was only to be received as bulliou, and the ofBcora 
of tbe mint were to regulate their accounU by the prices 
now fixe<l, tbongk in other respectathey were to ailhere to 
tbe terms of tbe former contract >fith Thomas Acliesoun. 

Tlic rates of seignorage were altered by.the Privy 
Council on March 5.^^ For tbe future the coinage of each 
stooe wright (Soots) of silver was to be;025 6f. Sd. (Scots), 
and for each ounce of gold 19r. 8d. (Scots). The seignorage 
before tbia date had been £10 6s. $d. (Scots) on each stone, 
and 13r. (Scots) on each ounce of gold, and for these rates 
only Foullis and bis heirs were to be held accountable. 

An Act of tbe Scottish Parliament in October^’ confinoed 
and rarified all the privileges, exemptions, and liberties 
formerly granted by the king ou the 15th of November, 
1604, and at present enjoyed by tho officers of tbe mint. 

On tbe 22iwl Deeember an Act of Privy Council*® pro¬ 
hibited any one from passing foreign coin as enrreney, and 
ordered it to be brought to the mint, whore it would be 
prid for at tbe rates already set forth, 

1616, On tbe 17th of March commisrion was granted 
by the Privy Conocil to open riie Pix, with the assays from 
1605 to the date of the commission, and, after having made 
the necessary trials, to report the result. A warrant was 
granted on the 20th of May to the master coiner to print

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bU the clippioge vbich liad been found m the unl&vfal 
poeseesioji of Walter Creddes of St. Andrew’e, and on the 
same day an act »aa passed forbidding the currency of 
any copper coins within the realm, except wliat passed by 
special warrants and authority from the king, with the 
advice and consent of the Estates and Council, and also 
ioterdicting the importation of any foreign copper coins 
into the country. 

la tills year farthing tokens were made current in 
Englaad on tho 19th of May,^^ and on the 27th a proposal 
to coin 10,000 atone weight of copper into tokens for 
drcclation in Scotland was laid before the Privy Council. 
The proposer, whose name is not mentioned, offered £42 
for the licence and privilege. This overture having been 
carefully and ”at gate lenthe’' considered, the Lords 
" all in one voice fflndes that the coyneing of euche ane 
quasi title of copper upoun the conditionis and offer specldet 
in the said Lettres will infer far greitor liurte preindice and 
Inconvenient to the commoiiiiwecU nor ony prodeit or 
commoditie that may thairvpoun result. . . . 

The Lords then lecomo ended that 2C0 atone weight of 
copper be coined into pieces without profit, and direct 
a missive to tins effect to be sent to the king. 

The report of the coromissioners appointed for the inai 
of the Pix was given in on the lOtU of June.‘‘ They had 
made trial of the assays, compared them with the registers, 
and found tbera correct. Tboy tested the standard of the 
gold minted by the late Thomas Achssoune from 13tb 
February, 1605, to 6th January, 1610, and found it 
correct, as well as all the silver coinages from 12th 
February, 1605, to 22nd June, 1611. The assays of the

of the trlel were iJio teeted and found correct. The mays 
vere then doUvered to John AohcBon, General of tho 
Miut, and the wioue offieiali wore formally oxonorated 
by the Phvj Couuoil from all further liability in rcepecC 
of these ccinegoa. 

Foreign money locna etill to have bean in tho country, 
^r oil the 19th of June another pioclamatlon won iMiwI 
by the Privy Council raising tlie price at tho mint fbr 
every denier of the old English gold to 86s., and in eiRiilor 
proportions for all the gold aud silver money then current. 

1614. In the begiuniug of the next year a nciv coinage 
of copper wu authorised. The Privy Council, on the let 
of March, granted a warrant to Charles Dichesonc, sinker 
of the irona, to engrave matrices for twopenny and penny 
pieces, having on the one aide three thistles on a stalk, 
with UCOBVS. DEI GRA. MAG. BRIT., aud on tim 
other a lion crowned with FRANCIE ET IIIRERNIE. 
BEX. The twopenny piece was distiiigaial)cd tlio 
penny, in type, by having on the roverae two pvinta behind 
the lioo jus toad of one, os on the penny, h'rom tlic 
warrant wo Icaru that 800 etone weight of copper was to 
be minted in these pieces, and that twelve and a half of the 
twopenny pieces were to be in the ounce,** with tho usual 
remedies. Ifo one was to be obliged to take more tlmn M. 
in each pound of these copper ooliie; and in every stone of 
copper paesing the irons there w as to be 1 lb. of pen ny pieces. 

These are the coins figured lu Wingate* pi, 39, figs. 9 
and II. It will he seen that theeo coins are quite different 
from the later Isiue (Wingate, pi. 89, fig. 10), wliioh differ 
both in legend end weight.

Z619. On the 9tli of March, 1619, the circulation of all 
foreign coiua was prohibited. They were to be brought to 
the miut and paid for aa bnlllou, at the rate of £90 5cL 
(Scots) for every ounce of twciity>two carat gold, and 
68/10^ for every ouuce of Ud fiuc silver. It was also 
declared illegal to export any coin. 

lu consequence of some doubt aa to the currency of the 
old money, it was explained by another proclamation oa 
the 11th, that this woa to be current at tlm same rate as 
formerly, and tlm new English gold coin, the spur royal, 
waa not to have course in Scotland. Later in this year,** 
in November, another pi^oelsmation regulated the prices 
at which varicut gold pieces cuneut in Great Britain were 
to be current. 

1822. In (bis year a grant of all the fiues and penalties 
recovered from those illegally transporting money was 
given to Sir G. Bruce by the king.

Five hundi^ stone weight of that metal was to be 
minted in 2d. and lif. pieces, similar in tjpetothe coinage 
of 1614, but with the contracted legend on the reecrse, 
FRAN. BT HIB- RBX, and of leaa weight, aa sixteen of 
the 2d. pieces were to make an ounce." The other regu¬ 
lations for tins coinage were similar to tboae of 16L4. 

Lest there might be any scarcity of metal, an act was 
passed on the same day forbiddii^ anyoue to export old 
copper till after Christinas.

NUMISMATIC CHTtONlCrJ. 


Charles I. was proclaimed King on tlie 88th of March, 

1625. 

162B. <5a the 1 st of April, 2 625, a warrant wa g granted 
to Charles Dichenaoun to aiuk the dies ft>r the seals and 
the irons of the coin house, "after that same foro)cr 
ordouT and impressioune aa hia maieeties dearest Lo)tl and 
father's sealcs and yrios wer with alteration and ohaugeof 
his majestic's name and portrsit allaiicrliej" whidi was 
again confirmed on the Ctli of the same montln lie was 
paid ^50 for these dies, as appears from his receipt, still 
preserved in the Register Rouse. 

This was followed on the iBth by anotlier warrant, 
ordering the o^ala of the mint to proceed with the 
coinage of the following gold coins, tu. : Unit (or double 
angel), the double crown (or augel), tlie Britain crown (or 
three pound piece, called tlie five mark piece), the thistle 
crown, (called the four merk piece), and the half*erown 
(or two and a half^merk piece). In silver the following 
coins were ordered, vi 2 .: the silver crown (or three pouitd 
piece), the thirty ehilling piece (or halRcrown), the twelve 
shilling piece (or shilling), the sis shilling piece (or six¬ 
pence), the (Scots) two shilling, and one shilling, and half, 
shilling piece in silver; and in copper the two penny 
and one penny piece. AU these were to be of the same 
fineness and weight as formerly. 

In August, Nicolas Briot presented to the King and the 
Lords of his Council a " short and summaxye advice 
regarding certain propoaitious made to the King for 
weakening and abating his coin. It is not certain fh>m' 
any tiling in the manuscript whether this advice waa in¬ 
tended to apply solely to Scotland, or equally to England;

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but from tbs original being pressrreti in Edinfao^b it was 
frobablj meant to spplj to tbs Scottish coinage. The 
petftiouer asks His M^es^ to depute and ordain com- 
misaionera to hear bim. There ia oo record of any 
further action taken at this time, but in Octoher a letter 
was directed by tiie Eiog to the Privy Council,** requiring 
them to take some steps to rostruu the export of mooey, 
and pointing out Tarious methods for doing thU. 

In the nest Parliament^ it was remitted to certain 
commisaionera, to meet with the Lords of CouscU, and 
confer regarding the heightening of the money, and to 
report the result of their dcliberstiona to the King. 

No farther step ia recorded at this time, and shortly 
afterwards nearly the same procedore was sgaJn goue 
thxoogh i with no better result 

The acts agrinst eiporting the coinage were re-enacted 
on the 2nd of November, and ou the aame day oertaiu 
commissioners w«v appointed to meet and confer regard¬ 
ing tbe beat means of rmaing the ralne of the money. 

1626. Tbe meetings of this commission were adjourned 
on tbe 80th of November, 1636, to tbe last day of the 
following January. In the meantime, on the 22eh of 
Pecember, a Flemish ship with a cargo of supposed silver 
ore was captured and brought into the port of Lrith, and 
the master of the mint was directed to proceed there and 
nsake a trial of tbe ore. His report was rendered on the 
14tb of December, to the effect that no kind of metal was 
contained in tbe supposed ore. 

1627. A farther adjournment of the commission anent 
the coin was made on tbe 25th of Janoary, 1627, and the 
14th of March was fixed for their meeting. What took

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place dxen U not recorded; but on tUe 34tU of June 
Archibald Lord Napier produced before tbe Pri^y Conucil 
A letter from the King, directing the Council to confer 
irith the bearer regardiiig the abuses of the coin, upon 
vbicb it wCks agreed to sciomon all the connsellore and 
also the membere of tlie former commiesion to meet on 
the 16th, and to confer and «ason on thcsui^ect. 

The mooting was accordinglj hold on the day appointed, 
and it was agreed not to raise the course of the money, 
nor to restrain the course of foreign dollare till a moro 
fitting opportunity. 

John Aclieson, General of His Majesty’s Com<houso, 
gave in, on the 20th of December, to tbe Lords of the 
Privy Counml an mformstion regarding the state of ths 
money within the realm. In this he showed that tlie beet 
money was exported by the mcrcbsnts, aitd the worst 
imported, vis., a kind of dollar called tho dog dollar, only 
0 deniere fine, which, thongh not worth more than 40/, 
yet passed for 46/. Tho Lords ordered this matter to be 
considered on the lOth of January, on which day a com¬ 
mittee was appointed to give in a report. This was 
followed by a proclamation forbidding the importation of 
any more of these dollan, and reducing the valuo of those 
in the country to 46/ each. 

1628. Another proclamation waa made on the 23rd of 
December, 1628, prohibiting the dollars of Ferdinand II. 
to have course in the country. Several meetings of the 
officers of the mint and the commisuoners appointed to 
look into the matter of the coinage took place about this 
period, and eventually it was agreed that the rex and Hon 
dollars should be current, and that some other sorts were 
to bo assayed at tbe mint, and their fineness ascert^ned 
before any determination was come to. 
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1629. On the 16th of April, 1029. it was ordered tlx&t 
500 Btose weight of pare copper should be issued in two> 
penuf and peunj pieces of the same weight and typo as the 
coinage of August, 1623, save ouly the tiainc CAXU)LVS 
instead of lA COB VS; and it was farther ordered, that the 
txpoTt of copper be restated in the mcantiioe; and some 
repairs in the machinery and boildings of the mint were 
ordered to be made. 

1G80. On February the 8th a letter from the King to 
the Couudl was read, directing their attentioD to the course 
of foreign coin, and r^uiriog them to take measnrea for 
remedying this abuse. The consideration of 'diis letter 
was delayed to the 23rd lost.,* when certain commiamoners 
were appointed to confer with the master of the mint and 
some of the leading merchants regarding the erils com¬ 
plained of. 

John Acheson, General of the Uint, appeared in person 
before the Lords of Council on the ISth November, and 
gave in an overture regarding the coinage. In this paper 
he maintained that all the abuses complained about arose 
from forttgn coins bemg eorrent by the piece and not by 
wught and dnenesa only, as th^ used to be in the time 
of James VL He p r oposed to remedy this by redudiig 
all the foreign coins then cnrroit in Scotland below the 
Sneuess of the rex dollar to small mon^ of base alloj; 
while the rex dollars snd other pieces of umilar fineness 
were to be melted down snd reissued in native currency. 

A copy of this proposal was given to Mr. Alex. Cuthrie, 
Town Clerk of Hdinburgb, that he might lay it before the 
boroughs, and report their opinion and judgment in the 
following March. 
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1631. AocOTdmgl 7 , on the 3rd of March, Darid Aiken- 
head, late Provost of Edinburgh, with other coramiasioiicw 
from the boroughs, appeared before tlie Privy CouudI and 
expressed tlidr disapproval of the overture presented by 
the General of the Mint. They apprehended great incon¬ 
venience if the course of the foreign doUara was diseJjarged 
before any new national coiziage had been issued. They 
thought the importatien of these dollars alioulil for tiie 
&ture be prohibited, and reooremended that the merchants 
ought to be allowed to pay the bullion due by them direct 
to the mint, and not to the Orders of the oustoms, and not 
before it was really due. 

The matter was further delayed till the meeting of the 
Conveohon of Boroughs, and in the Dicantime Aikenhead 
and Outhrie were requested to put their oplnious and 
reasons in writing. This they aoeordiogly did, and ou the 
8th March they again appeared before the Council, aud 
gave in the recommeudations of tlie Convention, which 
agreed in substance with those of tlse coinmissioncrs. 
The Privy Counoil, on Uic 8th of July, issued a proclama¬ 
tion giving these proposals the force of lav, and interdict¬ 
ing the currency of all foreign coins, except a few Bi>ecia]ly 
permitted to he current. 

A new coinage of farthing tokens was authorised by the 
Privy Council on the 26th of August^ These are de- 
aerihed in the minute. They were to weigh 8 grains 
Scots each, and were to be current for$ pennies Scots. 
On the obverse were to be two C's interlabed thus OC 
crowned with the legend CAB. D. G. MAG. BRIT. 
FRAN. £T IIIB. R, and on the reverse a thistle with 
NEMO MB IMPVNB LACBSSET. The CooucU 
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ordered 1,500 stooe wei^litof pure copper to be issued 
in these toheos, sad ordered tU the copper monef called 
iurneri to be celled in. 

It is speciaU j Toentioned tbat Brint vaa to be eiigs|ed 
in the mint oa these tokens, aud it is recorded that the 
general and master of tbc mint proteated against ui; 
stranger being employed in vorkiug the fartliings. A 
commiaaion iras also appointed to make all the arratgC' 
ments for iaeuing tbia OMiiage before tbc time appointed 
in the varrant, vis., tbe lat of June, 3688. 

On tbe 16th of blorember a proclamation 'was mnde 
probibiting tbe coarse of base fortbing tokens, and tbeir 
iTDporiaUoQ into tbe coantry. 

1632. By an act of the lOth January of 1682, the t^pe 
of tbe farthing tokens was changed, and a new one ordered 
ill place of that aatborised juat before.* The (xdna are 
now authorised to be of two sorts corrent rcspectiTely for 
%d. and Id., tbe latter sdll to weigh 8 graioa Tbe obverse 
of the Hd. is to bear an imperial crown with C. E. at tbe 
sides of it and 1.1. lieneatk it, and the penny the same, 
e}(Cept only one 1. Tbe l^eods and rererae to be the 
same as at first sanctioned. The proportion minted 
between the two sorts of coins is to be fixed firom time to 
time by the Treasurer or hta Depnte. This coinage was to 
be ready before Ist Tone, 1685. 

In June Nicholas Briot made an orertore to the Sing 
regarding the abuse of foreign money in Scotland,* and 
proposed that it sbonld be called in, melted, and re-issned 
from the Scottish mint in small money, of whicb there 
was then great need. Bex dollars he proposed to bny in 
at4r. 8d. sterling, and other silrer coins propor^nately tc 
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the rate of 5 j. id. sterling per ounce of xiA fine. After a 
certain period the dollars were to Ise re<luccd to tbcir 
proper ralne of 4f. 5d. The small tnonoy he proposed 
to issue ia id., 2d., and Id. pieeeS; of xfi. fine ratlicr 
than of xid. fine, in order to pa 7 the cxpcaso of refining 
the foreign raosey to that standard. 

To this proposition is appended the King’s letter to the 
Privy Coondl, of date the 6th of June, ctirccUiig them to 
consider Briofa overture^ and also any which might bo 
made by John Achason. 

Briot apparently determined soon after this to go to 
Scotland, for in October another letter from the King was 
directed to the Privy Council, stating that he had sent 
Briot to Edinburgh, and directing then again to consider 
bis proposition and any otlier overtures snbmitted to them, 
and anthoriaing them to take whatever course they nnght 
judge most expedient. On the 20th of November the 
commissioners from the boroughs and the officers of the 
mint appeared before the Council, and were ordered to 
give in their opiniona in writing by the 29th; but this 
proving too ehort notice, it was furtl^er adjourned to tbe 
lOth of January. 

On tbe 6tb Deeember Nicholas Briot, described iu tbe 
minute as the Chief Graver of the English Mint, appeared 
in person before the Privy Oonudl at Edinburgh,^ and gave 
in, in writing, tbe propositiona made by him for refonning 
the abuse of fbrelgn coin already noticed,^ with many 
argnmeots in support of his views, wliich, having beeu 
heard and considered by the Lords of Privy Council, they 
ordered copies to be given to tlie town of Edinburgh 
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and the ofheers of the Cunzio howac, to be considered b;f 
them, and answers lodged by the lOth of January next, 
along wjtJi the answers to the otlier propositions already 
alluded Co. 

In the loeanticQe it was evident that ibis interference of 
the chief engraver of Che EitgUsli mint, in the mattora more 
properly hclonging to the Scottish one, ^7a$ not favourably 
received by the officers of tlic Cunzic house. On the lltb 
December the Privy Council^ was made aware that the 
geoeral and officers of the mint had seixed some quantity 
of tlie copper coin as b^ng not according to the act of 
Council, and that Briot wauted to have this delivered to 
him. The Lords accordingly recommended the GlenersI of 
the mint to use the said Briot with all courtesy, and favour 
him as far as be could. 

I CSS. The Privy Council met on the 10th of January,* 
and appointed the 19th of that month for the answers and 
overtures tg be given in. 

Accordingly ou that day* a commissioner for the town of 
Edinbuigh, the Goucral of the Cuuaie house, and George 
Poullis, master coiuer, appeared personally before the 
Privy Council, and cacb gave in answers and overtures 
anent the proposition made by Nicholas Briot. The con> 
sideration of these was adjourned till the 29th of the 
month,^ and in the interim a warrant was granted* to 
the Deputy Treasurer and the King’s Advocate to pursue 
importers of foreign dollars, and exporters of native coin. 
On the 29tb, accordingly, the Council met,* and, having 
first heard Briot’s proposition, they then heard the 
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answers to it, and the overtures hf the various parties 
above mectioped. 

Tbe Boroi^bs’ answer was brought up hj Mr. John 
Sinclair.** It begins with a repetiUon of Briol’s propo- 
aitione, and, after aver? unnecessary sneer at him as ‘'aiie 
Btrauger," it proceeds to show that the remedy proijosed 
would be worse than the disease. Briot’a ar^umcuts arc 
discussed in detail, and it is avowed that his proposal 
about tbe rex dollsw would be a greater burden go the 
people than any t« that hod ever hcen grantctl The 
borougbe objected to the proposed coinage of small 
money of xd. fine; first, on account of the excessive 
gain to the proposer, and eoneequent loss to the people; 
and also because ft woold be a different standard from 
that of England. They pointed out that the consent of 
Parliarueut would be required before any coirsage below 
the legal standard could be issued. The document is very 
lengthy, and not a little of i\ is taken up with unnecessary 
personal abuse of the proposer. 

Acheson’a answer*^ is shorter, and hebrlnga prominently 
forward thefaetthatBriothad already failed in the copper 
coinage, seeing that tlurty stone we^lit had been seques* 
trated as sot fulfilling the conditions of his contract. 

FouUia answers*^ very clearly, and briefly pointa out the 
results which would follow tbe adoption of Briot’s proposal. 
He shows that the loss to the holder of the coin wonld be 
2s. Scots for each doUarof tbe best kind, and much greater 
in those lighter in weight and baser in metal. He objects 
also to the mode of coinage proposed, as it would cauee too 
great diversity of weight among the coins. £e finishes 
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hU objecUoDB bf propound that the anjouit of b'olllon 
broug'ht in hf raerchants under the present law should be 
teraporarllj trebled; next^ that Che price paid per ounce 
should be raised from 55s. to 56s.; that exporters of goods 
and stock Co England should bring back a certain propor> 
tion of the price ia native curmicy or foreign iDono 7 of 
equal finoneoa^ for which tbo^ should have payment at the 
mint in dollars at the ounce; and that a somewhat 
similar course should be taken witli foreign purchasers of 
coals and salt. These regulations he proposed to continue 
in force for two years, and tlien, with the consent of Eng¬ 
land, to call up the money to Cs. 8d. Scots the ounce 
of xuL Unc. In an additional overture of the same date he 
adduces further reasons in support of hU propoaiticiis and 
other objections to Briot’s. 

To this overture of tlie Master Coiner’s,*^ Mr. John 
Sinclair, on behalf of the boroughs, produced a Tcry 
lengthy reply, in which many objections are urged against 
these proposals. 

Acheson's overture hu been also preserved. £Ie po. 
posed to bnog in 500 stone weight of the dollars called 
the dog dollar, at the present price, and to re^iasue them in 
alloyed money of vuf. dna in half-merk, forty, and twenty 
peony pieces. These wore not to have course in England, 
aud any profit arising from them was to be employed in 
defraying the expense of coining the rex dollars into 
standard pieces. All coal and salt exported beyond sea 
were to be for in gold. 

These various documents having been read, the Lords 
resolved to continue the consideration of them to a future 
meeting, and directed the boroughs to depute a represen-

tative from Edmburgb to appear in tJieir belialf, and 
confer with the Privy Oonncil when required. Warrant 
waa granted by the liorda on the 31 at of February^ to 
examine certain persons charged about the wppcp coioa, 
and on the S5th of May tboy received a miasivc*® from 
the King requiring them to oonaidcr certain overtures 
made to him> and eucloaed for their opinions, to be given 
to him at hie coming, which matter was left by tlie 
Council for the coosideration of Parliament. On the last 
day of May the Privy Council oidercd tiie copper coin 
sequestrated to be delivered to Briot. 

In June the Estates convened at Edinburgh^ aud the 
Commissioners of tbe Shires presented an article toncliing 
the scarcity of gold aud silver coin, aud tiie course of dollars 
and foreign base money in tbe country. It was remitted 
to the Privy Council to take such steps in tbe matter as 
they deemed advisable; and it was ordered that what 
they resolved on should have the force of law. 

In the same Parliament, tbe King, sitting in person, 
protested that thongh he had for sundry leasons consulted 
the Privy Council in matters of money, it was not to 
pr^udice bis royal prerogative of mana^ng such matters 
without the consent of the Estates, au assumption here* 
tofore unknowa in Scotland. 

CommUsion was also given in this Parliament to the 
Privy Council to regulate tbe rate of Interest due on loans 
to be advanced on exchange in London.^* 

1634. The Privy Council, on tbe 2st day of February, 
required Mr. William Gray end Alexander Guthrie to meet 
and confer with tbe Commissioners of Boioughs anent the 
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coin, ftnd to report tlicir opinioiu on the following Tlmr*- 
day; and they ordered the officers of tbo Cud sis house to 
be present clicn. 

No niionto of this meeting eppoan in the Records of 
t]ie Privy Council; but amongst tbe miscellonoous MSS. 
relating to tlio coinage ])rescrvc<] in tlie Register House, 
thoro it an overture by the Boroughs vldcU socma to have 
been produced to the Privy CouneU on tlie OUi of February 
by Mr. Alexander Outbrie. It was proposed to lower the 
currency of the dollsrs gradually; every six months they 
were to be reduced I2d. til) tliey readied the value at 
which tliey were then current in England. All foreign 
gold and silver money was to be converted into His 
Majesty’s coin, at tbe same rate as it was then in 
England, vis,, £S 79. Id. per ounce English, frso of 
ehargo, for gold of 22 carat, and 6^. per ounce for silver 
of iifi. flue. They desired further, that till the scarcity of 
small money be alleviated all the bullion should bo rO'iHued 
in 2s.,32d,, 8#., 40d, i9., and hve oud ooc*pladc 

piseee, and half^merk pieces, in order that the mode of 
reokonidg might be a little different the English, and 
so moke some impediment in the transporting thereof.'' 

'Warrant was granted on the 18th of March by tbe Privy 
Council^ to coin 1,600 stone weight of copper, in addition 
to that ordered in January, 1682, but of the same type, 
weight, and value. A letter {kom the King to the Lords** 
was read on the ith December, ordering them to take 
measures to punish the importers of English farthiug 
tokens discharged by an act of Council in that country, 
and aUo to prevent the importation of false and counter* 
feit farthings and turners. 
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On the a&iDd day there was minuted in tlie record* of 
the Council an Act of EscUcqncr, bearing date 6tU of 
Kovcmberj 1084, in favour of the Earl of Stirling, grant¬ 
ing him for nine years, or longer if neceaaary, the profits 
cf the copper coinage in Scotland in payment of some 
monies due to him. Six tlioueand stone of copper wss 
to be issued immediately after the fifteen hundred stones 
already antborised. 

The Earl of Haddington having caused some persons” 
charged with uttering faUo coio to be imprisoned, tlio 
Privy Council approved and ratified his warrant, and 
directed all magistrates to look out for false ooinsre. 

1685. An Engliehmsji, named Henry Eubank, haring 
been apprel)ended with a quantity of counterfeit turners 
Slid farthings in h is possession, they were nidared by the 
Lords of Privy Council" to be taken to the Cuuaie house, 
and there defaced or melted down. 

A proclamation was made on the 17th of February” 
prohibiting the course of false farthings and turners, and 
the importation of all such, and of foreign copper colue 
under severe penalties, and declariug tlist forgeri and 
counteifeiters of coin should bo punished with death. In 
spite of all this, however, the importation of ^se and 
foreign money was actively carried on, and in March 
17th the Privy Council” granted a commission to certain 
penone to take steps for finding out the guilty persons, 
with full power to apprehend tliem and bring tliem before 
the CoUDcil. 

On the 1st of April a similar commission^ wae granted 
to the Biehop of Moray, and to such others as he should 
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fiomio&te and appoint, to uarcli for and aeiae fi]l peraons 
making false dollars. 

A letter from the King to tbe Couaoil^ regarding the 
coin USA read at tlieir meeting, on tlio 2nd July, in which 
he announced that he had ordered Briot to repair to Scot* 
land, and directed the Coimoil to call him before them, 
along with anj others intorested, and hear and report 
their propositions land answers. The Counoil met again 
on the 7tli July,*^ and adjourned the consideration of tbe 
money to their next meeting. On the 0th they met again, 
and had before them one Leonard Leslie, accused of 
having in hii poeeeasion false dcll&rs. 

Proclamation wm made on the 7th August^ anent the 
coin, ectting forth that all nerohante were to pay the 
hulUon duo by them to the mint in coin brought from 
beyond eeos, the produce of their exporte, that it might 
be made into hie Majeaty'e own coin, and that raerohants 
and drorus were not to exchange the King's money for 
foreign. Coalmosters and owners of saltworks were to 
receive payment only in native currency, or ryals, and 
quart d’^ous, 

On the same day Nicholas Briot was appointed Master 
of the Mint," in the room of George 7oallie, recently 
deceased. He was ordered to make pieces of gold and 
silver conform to the contract between tlie late King 
and Thomas Achesoun until a new contract be arranged. 

Briot was accordingly sworn in to perform tbe duties of 
his office, and ail tbe offioiola wore commanded to obey his 
orders. 

George Poullia, son of the late master, was ordered to 
hand over all tbe things belonging to the mint ia the 
charge of the late master, npon inventory. 
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Tbe inreptor; Ib dated lltli August, aud bcnrB that in 
the presence of JoUq Acheion, Gener&l of the Mint; and 
the other ofneiole and workmecj eimdrj articlea ^evo 
handed over,, including weights, balances, sliears, casting 
implements, ladles, liammers, end a long list of other iin- 
plemojita and iieceesarica. 

Shortly aOcr this," on Deoember 2$rd, the Ijords de¬ 
termined to take action in tlie mattei of tho dollars in 
February next 

1036. On the lltU of Febiuary the Lords of Privy 
Council absolutely prohibited*’ tlie course of mty fomgu 
dollars, of whatever print, weight, or fmencse above 56/ 
Scots the piece, and the lialvee in proportion. 

Certwn commissioners were appointed iu June'^ to con¬ 
fer with Briot anont the conditiooa of tho eoiitraot to be 
made with him, and M to the mauagfiment of tho mint. 
Accordingly, on the 11th of tliat month, the coiOTnis- 
sioxiera convened, and having carefhlly inquired into the 
office of master coiner, not only at the officials of tlie mint, 
but also at several of the chief mereliants, fouud tliat the 
master coiner should, in the first place, find sufficient 
caution for the faithful discharge of his office, and that 
he should reside within the country. To both of thoso 
condlCioDi Brlot (beiog present) ol^ acted, on the ground 
that he was already the king's officer in tlie mint in 
London, and that if he resided permanently in Sootlaud 
he would lose the jSSOO per annum he had in England. 
Tiie officials of the Scottish mint, on their part, ob¬ 
jected to his being appointed both maater coiner and also 
graver of the irons aa being neither convenient nor accord¬ 
ing to precedent j and they farther pointed out that Briot 
intended to introduce a new species of couiing*milI, which

might make some difihretics in the coina^, and that an^ 
such change would now require the saDCtion not only of 
ihe EsCates of Scotland but alec of the Fafliameot of Eng¬ 
land. Accordingly, the coTuniiseionere reported to the 
OouiioU tliat they wonid pe^tion the King not to intro¬ 
duce any noTcUiee into the mint of Scotland. 

On t)io28r(1 of Juno the Council^ were obliged to autho- 
rieothe liOrd High Treaeurcr to arrange temporarily with 
BrioC—niitil such time o$ the King should make known 
his pleasure about the appointment of master coiner—•for 
coining some small money on the best conditions he could 
mske; but it was specially provided that this should in no 
way strengthen Driot’i pretension to any oCRoeiu the mint. 

The result of these negotiations is miouted iu tlio 
Record of 2let July.* The whole bullion then owing 
iu the merchants' hands was to be brought to the mint 
and struck (according to the manner of striking used 
beforo), into half>nierk, 4Cd. and 20d. pieces of xid. hue. 
The half-mork was to bear on the obverse the king's head> 
crowned with Y behind it, and the legend CAUOLrVS 
D, O. SCOT- ANG. HIB, R," and on the revene 
tlie royal arms, with the legend "CHRISTO AVSPICE 
REGHO.” The iOd. piece is the typo of 'Wingate, ph 4l, 
hg. 6, with the exception that the warrant has in- 
stead of "of' on tbe obverse, and " RBIP. SVPfU" on 
the reverse, instead of '• REIPVB. (SVPBBMA,” The 
20d. piece is tbe same as Ruding, pi. 41, fig. 17. One- 
fourth of all tbe bullion was to be issued in half>merk pieces, 
and the remainder equally divided among the other sorts. 

In every pound of silver, when fined and struck, there 
were to be 146 tV half-merk pieces, or 292^4Chf. pieces, or 
5S4J pieces, with proporiionste remedies. These 
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were to be coined as quickly aa poeaible; and it ia cx> 
presaly pro?ided that, as Charles Dickesoae, the ^ver of 
the mint, has “not beene in use to graue bis mcgestie’s 
face, and that the said Kicclaa Briot beinf^ ohoifo graver to 
his mejestio in the myni of BngUnd ia best “experienced 
with such livelie iroptessions"—thcroAsre he is orderwl to 
“ grave’* the " efflgie” fbr the abore tlirce coins, and give 
them to Dickesone to siok; and warrant ia grunted to 
, Diekeeone to sink tbo irons accordingly. 

In Julj ccranissioners wero appointed by the Privy 
Council** to make a trial of the auay box, and to rcpoi*t 
to the Ijords theresnost. 

Shortly sfterwarda (12tH September) a proclamation 
was made, informing all and auitdry of tho new coinage, 
and providing that no dollars should havo course for more 
than 54s. (Scots) the piece; and on the same day an act was 
made regarding foreign copper coioage, interdicting every 
one fVom importing it into the country. 

Briot was evidently still desirous of trying his new 
mschinery iu the mint, for on the 14th September* it 
is expreaily minuted that the new coinage was to be msdc 
in the old way, with the hammer; at least, until bis Majesty 
shall make his pleasure known about the matter. 

In Novembor further discussion on the eut^eot of the 
coinage took place in the Triry Council,* and it ended by 
Briot's being called in before the Council, and asked if be 
would convert two parti of the dollare at present current 
in. the kingdom into 12s. and 6#. (Scots) pieces, paying 
hack to the bringers 54e. Scots for each dollar; which he 
undertook to do, if he was allowed to coin them in his 
mill, and if the Eing would dispense with any profit from 
the coinage.

1S87. Iq Jaouary of this year Briot succeeded at last 
io getting n trial for bis d^f macliiuery, on the terms in¬ 
dicated above; but it is not quite certain whotbor lie re¬ 
ceived ft direct pornuflsiou to use the mill aud screw fop 
the small coins. At any rate, it was to bo tried for the 
two larger pieces (the 12f. and 6s. Scota), and Diokesene 
wsa empowered to sink dies similar to what were used 
in the time of the late Thomas Aoliesoun, and Briot was 
directed to assist him where necessary. 

On the 14th of February the Council^ considered s pro- 
position^ made by the Lord Alexander, abont coining some 
copper money in the mint, end some other matters } and 
on the 1st of April they formally permitted Briot to use 
his mill* till tho 16th day of Jane. 

Eighteen hundred stone w^ght of copper wea ordered 
to be coined by an act of Council on the 6th of Jane,* the 
prodt of which was to go to the Earl of Stirling. Jt will 
be seen Ister that this grant causod great popular dissatis¬ 
faction. On the same day warrant was granted to commit 
an individual to prisoo, charged with having clippinge of 
the eoine illegally in bis possession, aud to search the 
premises of a burgess of Glasgow suspected of this offence. 

Several other parties about this period sire recorded^ as 
charged or fouud^ guilty of various offences against the 
coinage. 

Commiseion under the great seal was given to certain 
members of the Privy Council to consider the state of the 
imd the Town Council of Edinburgh were requested

Tlio aame day tlio Town Clerk of Edinburgh and corlaiu . 
meinberauf tlic Council apjiearcdbeforo the Privy Council, 
and stated their opinion that tbo crying up of annual rents, 
and the encouragement of trade by easing tho cuBtoms, 
vould greatly increaBe the stock of Donoy is tho eountry. 

On tho Slid of August Briot presented a niieeivo from 
tho King, l equirisg tho Couacil to act tbemint to work at 
onoo upon the gold and silver ooini, and to settle the copper 
coinage as was formerly directed. The Privy CouudI 
ordered this letter to be gives up to the boroughe, and 
their opinion on it to be given lu the next day. 

On tiie drd, therefore, the conference took place,^ and 
in the mioute it is recorded that the Lords, in obedience 
to his Majesty’i command, made choice of Nicholas Briot, 
a native of the Dueby of Lorraine, ae Master of tho Mint,^ 
and further joined with him in that odice his son*is«leir, 
John Falconer, with all powers, privileges, immuoitiee, 
and casualties. Among the sureties and cautioners named 
by the masters-elect we bud the names of Sir Alexander 
Falconer, of HaJkerston, aod his eldest son, father and 
brother of tho new master. The customary oaths were 
then admuiistered. 

This was followed in October by a wsirant^* to continue 
the use of the mill (of which the former licence had ex¬ 
pired) till NovembeTi and to coin with it 90s. pieces 
(Soota), 12t. pieces, half-merks, 40t/., and 20(f. pieces.

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Oq the 19th of the lame month a warrant wae granted 
for coining the gold from Guinea (bronglit home hr ceitain 
edvoQturcrs), in the tiieoee, and of the weights, value, and 
fineiiefiees u oxpi'owedintlie contractor 15th April, 1625, 
and preceding coutracta pauod between the King and the 
late master coiners. 

This was, however, to some extent altered on the Z4tU 
of December,^ when it it iDiuatud that the legeud on the 
oue side of the greater pieoea should be HIS PR,£SVM 
VT PaOSIM, and on the lesser pieces VNITA TVfiMUJt. 

On the some da^ Briot received a general licence, without 
any restriction of time, to use his machinery for the coinage. 

The baud of oautiou for the intromissiou of tbo master 
coiners is duly entered in the Eecorde of the Privy Council. 

1680. By an act of Parliaroent, on the 16 th of Sep¬ 
tember,^^ the importation of copper money was prohibited 
on the pain of death; and on the 25th of the same month 
an act was passed discharging the Master of the Mint and 
others f^m tokiog tho bullion beforehand; and it was 
proposed in tho same Parliament to coin no more copper 
nouey, and to alter the value of the turnons. 

In tlio following month^ the barons wished to reduce 
those coins to one halfpenny, hut this did not pase. 

On the 2nd of November a special prcclemation was 
made against false “ tamers'*; aud the curreuey of those 
lately printed was reduced to oue penuy Scots. 

The evils snsing from the great quantity of these small 
copper coins, struck probably under the Earl of Stirliog's 
licence, were budly complained ageiost; and it is related 
by Spalding that about this time trade wae almost at a 
staudetill.

On the 7tb of Norember the Privy Council, on tlie 
earnest recotomendailon of the To^rn Council of EdiO' 
burgh, reacinded their proolaisation of the 2nd inet, u to 
the reduction of the turnere to a penny Scots, end per- 
mittod thorn to be current for the sane value as formerly. 

1641. It was represented to the Farliament eonvenod 
at Edinburgh'^ in August, 1641, that immediate steps 
should be taken about the copper money; but nothing is 
recorded. An act^ about the payment of the bullion due 
by the merchants was passed on the 10th of September. 
The Privy Council* sent a long reply to some queries 
addressed to them from England regarding the course 
and value of the gold currency. 

1642. On the 24tb February a new copper coinage 
was authorUed by act of Privy Council. Fifteen Imndred 
stone wright of pure copper was ordered to be iasued in 
twopenny pieces, of which said twopenny pieces ten and 
two porta of a piece were to be m the ounce weight, and 
fourscore aud five and one>third to be in the mark 
weight. 

On one aide this twopenny piece was to bear the im* 
perial crown, with C. R. at the sides, and the legend CAR. 
E.O. SCOT. ANG, FRA- ET HIB. R.; and on the other, 
a tbieae, with NEMO ME IMPVNE LACASSET (ric). 
Theae coins were to bo issued before the let of June next; 
and so one wsa obliged to taka more than sixpence of them 
is a pound. The old copper coinage was discharged, and 
the Master of the Mint authorised to pay 13«. 4<f. per 
pound for it, if presented at the Cuszie bouse. 

Dollars, ryals, and cardecues (quart d’4cue) were pro¬ 
hibited f^m being current^ below certain weights, and the

A warrant for a new coinage was issued on the 26th of 
March, 1642. It prohibited, in the first place, any further 
coinsge of the lialf*racrk, fort^, or twenty penny piecea, 
and ordered in their place two new coins, one to be current 
for 3s. Scott, and the other for 2s. The latter piece was to 
have the king’s portrut on the obverse, with 11 on 
the right side thereof, and the usual legend j and on the 
reverse, the lion within a double treseure, crowned with 
the legend IVST, THRONVM PIRMAT. The three 
shilling piece was to have the king's head on the obverse, 
with Che head of a thistle behind it, with the usual legend; 
and on the reverse, his Majesty's arms, with the legend 

SAL VS EBIP. SVPEEMA LEX. These coins were to 
bo of the same stand ard as the former issue. Lickesoue waa 
to grave the irons, but there is nothing lold about Briot 
giving him any asaistance. 

This very important record corrects an error which will 
be found in every work on Scottish numismatics, sod 
shows that the piece with the thiatle behind the Lead is 
part of a distinct coinage, and not a more variety of tbs 
balf-merk, as has been always hitherto asanmed. 

On the 15th of April the Lords of Privy Council ordered 
no foreign coin to be onirent except rex dollars of 15 drop 
weight for 54e., and others particularly specified with 
given values and weights. 

1644. An overture by Sir James Hope in 1644 to Far* 
lisment is preserved in Che Hopetoun MSS. No notice 
was ts^en of it, however.

1646. A coinaga of copper bad been authoriaed on tlia 
13th of November, 1644 (hot at tliat penod the record is 
blank), and in May, 164C, tha Lords prorogate tbo warrant 
iiU the followiog Ilth of November. 

164d. On the fitli of Februaiy, 1649, the Estatca of 
Parlismen^ ordered alJ tba irons of tlio Cunzia house to 
be delivered to Job o, Earl of London, in order that they 
might take order for altering or changing them if they saw 
fit i and CD the 13th June a comiDittee was appointed** to 
oonaider tha rates of money, and to taka measures for 
getting a snpply of bullion. The result of their dellbera* 
tions is not stated. 

1660. In the following year, on tha 4th of July, a 
letter and warrant vos sent by tha Eitataa to the con- 
aervator, to make matrices for striking the coin, and Air 
John Palconer was authoriied to mint three scoro atone of 
copper,* and no more; but there are no details given, nor 
any description of the diet, so that it is impoeiible to tell 
whether they differed from those formerly used or not. 

In December a paper was presented to the lilstatcs* 
about a warrant given to the master of the mint to coin 
gold and silver, which was remitted to the various bodies, 
but the particulars and the result are nut specified. 

1661. A committee was named on the 21st March, 
1661, to coDsider the rates of the money,and to taka 
eteps to prevent the exportation of the coin, and to report 
their opinions to Parliament; and on the following dsy 
another committee was named to consider the paper given 
in abiOnt the coin.

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Parliament coneidered the queatiouon the Slat March,^ 
at Perth, and raiaed tlieabilling; to 18a. 4^., and the double¬ 
angel to £1G Scots, and all other pieces to coireaponding 
])rice8. On tlie same day oortoin ooramiAaionei« wore ap* 
pointed^ to examine the loiat at Dundee, and to apply a 
sum not exceeding 2,0()0 merka in impairing it. 

1002. A fiomniitteoof tlio UngliaU Parliament met the 
doputlee from Scotlaud ouNuvombei' 10 th, 1002, to confer 
regarding the money. Tlie dcputice complained of the 
great soaroity of money in tho couotiy, nothing being 
current but ryella and orose-dollara, and those for the 
most part counterfeit; and urged the eoramittea*^ to lay 
the matter before Parliament. 

A further conference took place on the 25th ^ovember,*^ 
end on the 21atDeoember the deputies proposed to Parlia- 
meut to set the mint going again, and to call in the ryalla 
and reissue them, and to apply ^10,000 {beiidee the re«, 
pairs) for this purpose. 

1658. It was proposed to issue £5,000 worth of bodies 
ibr Scotland, and the oommittee recommended this to be 
done, but the Council" thought nothing was required. 

1660. On the 4th of December of this year Charles 
Maitlsnd, of Halton, wm appointed general of the mint.

We are glad to be able to Kay 
that the authorities of our own JfuxeiiQi have* within the hvai 
few years, taken the initiative iu this roapeet, aud ai'o oviudiig 
a praise worthy activity in the preparation and publication of 
com oataloffuee which wo trust will buforu long ho cinuluted by 
the leamea cmi$frrawiu of the uuuonius of yraneu and Oor* 
nauy. A Gennan writer ban justly rajoailtod, concentiug the 
right of private iodividuda to the solo posMsslon of art troa* 
Bui'fls, "Die Werke der Kunst cohoren nkht dor Einaolnes, aio 
gahdron der gebildeten hfensohhQit an;’*' and this Is uu leas 
&ae of the contents of natiood ninseuine, for it is distineUy the 
duty of the Govemnisnt to provide meaai for tho pubJioiItlon, 
from time to time, of eoaplete catalogues of the vaiious works 
of art preserved for the public bstruction; and the kaepers of 
all non coheotions sboald bs held iresponBible, not only for 
their safe pressrvetioa from, injury or Umb, but foi’ the oom*

Tho ralue of Itoman niodnlUo&i to tho artist, as voU as to 
the arohnoloifiit, la influitoly groator than that of the largo 
brass coins of iLo porlod. In fact, with tho ai&iclc oxooption of 
tbs reliefs on the evlumn of Tnjan, they ei%‘e u hotter Idea 
of Ituman art thsu any otbur monuments with wkiuh wo sro 
aonuabtod. 

A glruieo at tho index of typos will show bow Importaat 
they are as reennli of events, noth historical and legendary, 
Viotoriea over the barbaiiane of Germany, of Armouia and 
Parlbia, and of llritaiu> are obroniolod on inedalliODs of Comi* 
tian, VeruB, and Conmodui losiwetively. Tho return of the 
com doet from Alexandria, In the reign of Commodui, and tbo 
CBseation of the plague in Rome, under Ajitoniuos Pius, may 
be taken as oxamples, among many others, of donsestic events; 
while tbo eontost of Uinerva and Keptnne for the eoil of 
Attica, and the building of Troy, may bo meoUoned among the 
legendary or mythologioa] aubjecte repiesented. 

leoBograp^ioally agsdn. m^alllons stand far in advance of 
coini, Uie portruti bebg more faithful, Inaemnob as they are 
more careful works of if &oy are not by superior artists, 
which is probable, But even granting them to be by the 
engraven ordinarily employed b the mint, their larger size and 
bolder relief would natnrally give a wider scope to the hand 
and the ixangballon of the artist.

period. By ita meftna we are enabled to fix tbs exact year to 
which eaeh medallion it to he abecribed, tke datee a«d« o^ tho 
eooceeaive oootalebipe, tribnoitiaa powera* iuporatorehipe, &e., 
of eooh emperor l>6io£ ^vod in ebrwological eeriuenoo. 

We eenaot cocolnde thlj review witbont a ebort uotiee of 
the magoifioenteonea of pletoe whiob acooupuuloa tbic Itixurioua 
etialogue. Tbeee are aisty*iix in somber, each plate contusing 
at leaet three modaUiosa ezeouied in tbo boat atyle of tbo 
autotype proeeie, with whish ou roedore are tlreaay Dtniiliar 
from ue platee of Byracsias ooise lately publubed with hfr. 
Head'a treatlaa, wbicS foriot part of tbo preaont volume of the 
Casomou. Ihe great m^ority of the modailiooe aro photo* 
graphed from eoeta made from tho original epooimona, the 
remainder are from drewlcgi by Ulie Godeell; and however 
mncb we may regret that tha^ are not all pbotographud from 
eaeta, yet we cannot regain i!rom allowing the arUat all due 
praiie ^or the fidelity with which ibe baa reprodacod the oba* 
laeteriatio iraiti of tbe origiaali. It ic unforlnaato noverthe* 
leea that the fincit apeeimane, the iununee valne of wbicb bae 
doubtleae rendered editor nnwilUng to aubmit them to tbe

C latea, With those of ieaeer value and poorer preaarvation which 
ave been roprodnoed mechanioally, witbont the Intervention 
of a modem interpNter. A eompariaon between PJatoe Ill.

in the oetalogce of the large braae ooina, which we doubt not 
will follow in due oourao of tine, aocue means may be foud lo 
remedy thia defect, which la in our opinion the only ono which 
detracts, io any aerioua degree, ftnm the valoe of the work. 

We oonld iueed have wished that the preface to the work 
had oontained acme short aocomit of tiie agbt in which tbeae 
medallioni are to be regsrded, whether as coins, medals, trial* 
pieoes of sogravsrs, or legionary insignia; and had also sx* 
plained tho osose why some of the piaess. naually dasaed by 
collectors aa medailions, are excluded ^om the catalogue, 
which commeneea abruptly with the reign of Domitian. Refer* 
eneee to EekhsI and o^sr writers, by whom tbe aymbolism of 
the more interaating types has been explained, would alao, we 
think, have enhano^ tbe falue of the catalogue without mate¬ 
rially increasing its bulk. These are, however, but qnestion* 
able dssideralA, and we heartily oommend the catalogue to our 
readers as at ones both szoellent and ebsap.

iNTAODtrCTICN. 

Tsv 70 «n hftvd ne&rlf elapMd alnce the publicktion of my 
work on the " Jcwleb Coinage/' and it aeomanow Dotting 
oppoi'tuiiitj to examine the varicna queationa wliloh ka?e 
arisen in conneetiou with tlui auhjcet during tbii period. 
Many numiaraatiata, both foreign and EngliBb, have 
during the peat decade contributed to the literature of 
Jewish ooinS; and till within a few years the interest in 
this portion of ancient coiua appeared to baTO revived. 
Of those mumismatista who made this branch their par> 
ticular etudy, two are dead—the Abbd Cavedoni and Fro- 
feasor Levy, thus reduolng tlie already limited number of 
students of Biblical coins. 

I propose in this series of papers to lay before English 
readers the latest viowe and opinions that have been 
advanced; and while even now agreeing with M. Jo Comte 
de Vogue that "le dernier mot n’a pas encore 6l4 dit sur 
la numiematlquo Judaique/' I am still in hopes that the 
researches of students einoe the year 1S64 will in any 
case take their place as important and valuable contribu- 
tiona to the history of Jewish numiamaties. 
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I may add thnt 1 Iiare road with Attention all tlio 
papers on the subject printed since 18fi4 that 1 have 1>ccii 
able to obtain, and that the matter hertinafter to bo given 
will embrace a general of their contents. V«r the 

purpose of reference, I sUtdl give in an "Appendix’* n li»C 
of the works or papers on Jewish coins written since tlm 
year 1846, to which 1 have made frequent roferoneo in tlio 
following pages. 

§ 1. SILVER SHEKELS, HALF SHEKELS, AND OOEFEIl 
COINS, rSDALLY AiriUBUTED TO KOION 
^COABJEDS. 

Every student of Jewish numumatica must he well 
aware how obstinately, to use Professor Orotefend’s ex- 
pj'ession,^ M. de Sauloy has maintained that the sliekols 
and half-sliekeli, together with the copper coinage ef 
similar stylo, without the names of the issuer slroidcl ho 
attributed to the Ihgh priest Jaddim, and not, as most 
other numisrastists are of opinion, to Simon Maccabtcua 
The controversy whioh arose after tlie publication of my 
work in IS84 as shown in papers by writers iu all parts of 
Europe must be still fresh in the minds of those interostod 
in this Bul^sot. After the issue of my paper in 1800 on 
the " Coins of the Two Kevolts of the Jews,”’ veiy little 
attention was for several yeaiw given to this branch of the 
science. In the year 1871, however, a paper by M. de 
Ssulcy, written by him in the mouth of October, 1870, 
was published in the Numisuatio Cuxonicls,’ on which, 
in the early part of the year 1872,1 made a few remarka^

Tho work of H. de Sauley'a to vJiich 1 refer is a 
pumpblet of ..about a hundred pages, eijtltled '‘iStude 
Chronologiquo dei livres d'!^sdras o( de Ndb^nie/’ aod 
was published by him lu 1808.^ lu this work the whole 
<|uestiou of the dates of the urigoa of the Persian kings, 
and of tiiQ eveuts during their reigna u recorded in Ezra 
and Kchomiah, Is submitted to critical oxamlnatioD, and 
it seems tliat the theories tlicitiu set forth by De Saiiley 
gonornlly disagree with all previous recognised oonelusions. 
It is not necessary for our purpose to re^examiue that 
part of the question hero, and I beg to refer the 
cliroiiologiosl student to Do Sauley’a work, and to other 
writers on this subject.* 1 therefore pass at ouce to the 
numismatic portion of my inquiry. 

In the seventh chapter uf the Book of &zra end at the 
eightoeiitb vorso it is written, ''Aad wbataoevor aliall 
seem good to thee aud to thy broth rco to do with tbo rest

Accorditig to De Sauley’ this firman waa granted to 
Eara by Aitaxewes II. Mnemon, who roignod from 
B.o. 406 to 8 . 0 . 362; and he is of opinion that Esra aud 
hie compaoiona undertook the journey Co Jerusalem in 
B.o. 398 or 897. Most scholars hare, however, attributed 
the issue of thie decree to Xerxes (d.c< 485^106), or to 
bU son Artuerxes I. Longimanus Co.c. 4GG—420).^ 

As provioasly stated, I do not projtoso to enter into an 
examieatioa of the dates. Lot ua pass on Co Do Saulcy’a 
reiDarka on this verse. De Sauloy't words are as 
follows i—

This theory is of so great importance that it is to be 
regretted that M. de 8an!cy did not think it advisable ''to 
enter into faller detail,” or failing tliis that he has not 
published his new attribution in an accessible naroismatic

M. Lcuoitnaiit then goeaon to say tliat the Macotlonlan 
kings and the Scleucldie were eapcoially jcaloua of tlio 
"di'oit tnoodtaire/' and timt the ooucesaiou of tliia right 
to Simon Maeeabtcus wna quite an event j moreover, if 
Alexander the Great bad accorded such a privilege to 
Jaddua, there would be sure to have been lomo mentiDii 
of it ui JoMphiia. Tina latter atatement is liowevor not 
quite in accordance with the facta before ua, for it doce 
not appear that Josephus either makes any mentiou of the 
permUsion granted to Simon Muccabceus and recorded in 
the Maceaboes. 

It may not be unintereatiag to observe tbat the writer 
of the apocryphal book of Esdrna^^ quotoe the ^lortion of 
the firman which we are discusaing in nearly tJio aamo 
woidi^^'And whateoovor thou and thy brethren will do 
with the silver and gold» that do, according to the will 
of thy God)whilst Joaephua*^ gives geuerally the tonour 
of the deoree as in Esra, though lie makes Xorxea to bo 
the king instead of, as De Sauloy, Artaxersos Mnomon. 

One of tho strongest proofs of the probability of M. do 
Saulcy'a new suggestion is that afforded by the papers of 
Mr, WaddingtoD on "Tiie Right of Coining/'^ This

i may add that Mr. W. S- W, Vaux, lato keeper of tl»o 
Department of Coins nnd Medals, British Museum, in a 
letter to me, writes as follows r—I aoo in a resent work 
of T. Lenoroant tliat he maintains the view whicli, m you 
know, I bare always held, that tbe tliiek sliokcls and half- 
shekels must have been struck soon ai^er tho return from 
the Captivity, as they are perfeatly analogous with the 
thick pieoaa attributed to Tyre or tho Pbconioian coast of 
a date about 460 or 470 t.cJ* 

Before, however, accepting off-huid this new theory u 
the correct one, it will be as well—if for nothing else, for 
' the credit of tho many numismatists who have attributed 
these coins to Simon MacoabieuB—to examine three 
points— 1 , the fabric, the paJeeogrt^hy, and 0, the 
vHiyhtt of the pieces in question. 

1. Fabric. M. de Sauley himself did not fail Co recog¬ 
nise^ that the style and fabric of tbe silver shekels did 
mt accord with the copper; but not knowing what to do 
witli the copper, he attributed both to tbe high priest 
Jaddua.

8. Wtight. This woa tho great question on which 
Dumiematists have dilTcred from De Saulcy. 

The ailver ihekel weighs 220 grs.> giving a talent of 
660,000 grs. This is tho same u tho EginsUo, which 
appears to bo of Phoenician origin. Both the Bginetan 
and PliCBiiiciaQ standards were disuiod under Alexander 
the Great, to whose time De Saulcy assigned these coins. 
De Sanloy therefore, in assigning these coins to Jaddue, 
OittnViUti Ihttt pssMi tQ ih$ very period at vAicA it vat 
iinpoitiile they could Aave been ittued}^ 

The silver shekel, according to Baycr,'^ cont^ned a 
sixth of copper mixed with tho silver; and it has been 
shown, that a similar proportion occurs in the coins of

Ihere waa tborefore very good ground for r^eoUng 
Saufcy’a peraiaCent attribotion of tUo coin* to Jaddua^ and 
of aaaigning them to Simon Maccabtou*, during whoaa 
government tba coins could have been issued, both from 
biatoricai and numiamatic evidence. 

Aa, however, the shekels correepond in weight to the 
tetradrachm and didracbre of the early Phceulcian talent, 
which was in uae in the citiaa of Phmuieia under Panian 
nia, there is no reason on this point on whleb we can 
repudiate M. da Saulcy'a new auggcacion.’^

" vexed one/’ Tlie controversy on these ooins has now 
toCended over a period of ninety years, and 1 myself have 
been a student of this pirticnlar branch for more tlian 
ten. 1 am, however, pleased to have recorded a new 
suggestion on their classiAcatiou, which ia of far giuater 
value than the attribution previously giveu by Be Saulcy 
of these piaea* to the High Priest JadJua.

Ae I have previously stated; H was alwaye felt tliat 
tliero was a great dKQoulty in olassing the silver and 
copper coins together. Mr. John Evans, a distinguished 
numismatist, as long ago as 1857 recogniaod this fact. 
Uo says : ^ '' I must confess that I very much doubt the 
proj>ricty of classing these copper coins with the shokela, 
both from the formation of the o, and from the nature of the 
iiiscriptione, which so closely resemble some of those on the 
coins of Simon Bsrcochab/* The Padre Garrucci, in an ad¬ 
mirable article on "Tlie Coins of the Revolts of the Jewe*/'^ 
as will be remombered, attributed them boldly to the 
period of the dret revolt, a theory wliioh in the year ISdd 
I did my best to demolish. . 1 see no reason at the present 
time to alter my views, which will be found ^lly set forth 
in a paper ou the “Coins of the Two Revolts of the 
Jews,” ** usigniiig these coini to the Maccabnan period; 
and the curious coin in the British Muieum, counter- 
marked with an elephant, would seem to put the seal on 
tide opinion.

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Before, however, quitting tbie portion of our subject, 
I have to call attention to soma new tlieorles that have 
vecoQtly been Uid before the Biblical etudeiit. 

There ia a roonthly pabUoatiou issued by Mesare. 
Cauell, Potter, and Oalpin, entitled the Bible Educaitn-, 
aud edited by the Bev. E. H. PJumptre, M>A<, vicar of 
Biokley. !n thii work there has been appearing from 
time to time a serieo of papers on ''Meaauros, Weights, 
and Coins of the Bible/' by Mr, P. B. Condor, C,E.* 
On the question of the moasures and woighte/’' as hero 
diioussed, T do not propose to enter, feeling that one 
aectioD—'the weights—could be better examined by Mr. 
E.*S. Poole, wlio lias mads this question bis special study. 

The portion of Mr. Condsr's paper on which I propose 
to make a few remarki ii that relating to Jewish 
money,*’ 

As a sort of kver du rideau, Mr. Conder objects to tlie 
readings of several of the inscriptions of the coins as they 
have been usually accepted, considering them to have 
been ''mistranslated by numiamatologists." 

I. The inaoriptioD "Shekel Israel." 

This, Mr. Couder says,* "has been tshen to mean thst 
tbe piece wss a shekel. But this legend is also fbund on 
small silver coins of about sixtV grains' weight, oorre¬ 
sponding to the yemes, or sixth port of a shekel, of tlie 
Talmud; so that it esnaot be taken to be nn actual state' 
ment of value." 

With reference to this point Hr. Conder again writes:*^

2. Tiio ioecription or (for 7>SO(r, 

Spoahing of thia word, Mr. Conder aaye,“ "Numis* 
'laatiete have taken the word Shmo, which the 'J'otap/Ua 
explains to moan 'coin/ u a 'proper uamo.' The word, 
or ita derivatioua, ocaura repeatedly iu the Pentateuch 
and iu the Pro])Ueta, and ia explained aa referring to 
mciicy in aevcral placce. It ii firet uaed in the hiatory 
of Abraham (Qen. xziii. 15) whore it ia tranalatod 
have beai'd ’ by the LXX., and ‘ hearken unto me ’ by 
St. Jerome, and conaequently by the autboriaed veraiou. 
With thie iutcrpretatiou it booomea ueoeaaary to aupply 
a word (in italica) to make aenae, while the acstence con- 
taini an uaneeeaaary phraae. But the aenae of tho word 
SAemo, attributed to it by the cuatodiana of the law, 
makea a aiople aontence, 'hfy lord, the land ia worth 
to oe 400 ahekela of eilTor/” 

8 . The Inacription rnmb Lachervth (deliverance). 

Of ihia word Mr. Conder writea aa followa: ^ " Lehervt/t, 
another of theee worda, hoa been tranalatod ' redemp¬ 
tion.'** There are no pointa on the ooina. We are

si£aa rtdsmptum. I endeavoured to ahow (Num. Chron.. N.S., 
1 S66, vol. vi. p. 68) that the fioise on which me year la written at 
length, and on which the words and o«oar, belong 

to the First Hevolt of the Jaws, and that aoins with no year 
or with the year in cipher and the word belong to the 
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thus reduced to conuder tlie lettere alone* The word 
henUh occure in Bxod. nxxii- 16, where it ie translated 
‘ jnecolpta.' Thus we hare three names for money, each 
conreyin^ a diatinec idea— tiffmm, that of its 
lefslitj or authorisation; thekel, that of its weight; and 
henUh, that of ita stamp.’' 

4. The macriptioa nhwh tigullath (redemption). 

With respect to this word Mr. Condor writes : ■ ** Tlio 
word has also been translated ' redemption; ’ 

and this is one of the reasons fbr the attribution of the 
coins in question to periods of rovdlt. The word, wUeu 
it oeeui's in the Pentatenoh (Le?. xxr. 24, $2), relates to 
the return of alienated property to the owners on the 
seventh year. An almoet identical word, in tho Second 
Book of Kings and in the book of Jeremiah, is* trans* 
luted ' captivity.’ The idea common to the two passages 
ie that which is also etymologicatly correct—namely, 
cycle. It is on these hgullaih coins that dates are found 
invariably, hitherto, under the number seven. It is our 
conclusion thst the roforeuce is to the cycle of the weeks 
of yean; wbetber to the year of the week, or to tho 
week of the jubilee, or to the jubilee period itself, in 
which the coin was struck. When we remember the 
extremely simple sign by means of which we esn identify 
Che year in which any piece of Euglish plate has been 
’hall-marked,’ it seems more than probable that the date 
of the ItyuflaM coins was no less intelligible to the Jewish 
silversmith, than our own stamps are to his successor of 
the present day.” 

With respect to the statement in paragraph 1,1 can

As regards the ekeoriea In the romaiDing paragraphs, 
they aro so entirely beyond my cornprehonsioii, that I 
mast content myaelA—and I hope my readers, toc^by 
simply leaving tlicm as quoted. 

I may now pose on to the '' close) Acation ” of the eoini 
as |)ro posed by Mr. Conder. 

1. The coins of Eleasar the pheat {Madden, “Hist, of 
Jew. Coi))age,” pp. 153*154], which have been assigned 
to the Bleasar of the A rat revolt of the Jews, are consi* 
dered by Mr. Conder to bo Me eorlitfit kn&nm Jmhh coins. 

On ' tills point Mr, Conder writes: ^ “ The earliest 
known Jewish coi)is, however, sc far tally wit!) the 
account of the Talmud, as fully to con Arm ita aubitantial 
accuracy. They bear on the obverse tho name of a high- 
priest, aad on ths roverso a symbol of tho temple or 
of the city. Tho worde Joruialeni, Iirael, and Zion 
occur on other coins, aad on one bearing the name of 
’ Klsuar the Priest’ on the obverse, occurs the word 
* Israel ’ on the reverse. The only sovereign pontiif who 
bore the name of Eleazar, after the time of the sou of 
AaroD, waa the 44th in the series, who was the brother

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of Simon the Joet, and the high prieat under ‘whose 
authontf the Septuagiut yeraion of the law was made. 
Bleasar wsi not, what the Hishna calls the ' Measiah ' or 
anointed prieat, but the ' priest clad with many garments/ 
or acting hi|h prieat, during the mioorlty of hie nephew, 
or more probably grand-nephew, Oniaa II. This explains 
why the word ' high ’ does not ooour on hie coins, as it 
does on those of the Asmonean pontiflb. . . . Tims tlioro 
seems no reason to doubt tlis ago of tbe coins of Ulcassr, 
the spelling of which is alio of an extremely ancient and 
obsolete character.'' 

Mr. Conder gives woodcuts of the copper coin of Eleasar 
(Madden, Hist, of Jew. Coinage/' p. 164, No. 8), and 
of the silver ooin (Madden, p. 162, No. 2], which bears 
also the name of Amofi. 

On these Agures Mr. Couder remarks: '*Tho upper 
one ii a copper sAemnn, bearing on the obverse the seven- 
branched pslm-trso, with the legend •nshrt (Dletaor 
the Priest) inscribed in Fhmiiician or Old Hebrew letters, 
but read in the Creek method (fi'oro loft to right) on the 
field." Od the reverse is a cluster of grapee with tbe 
legend, in letters of the same type: ' First year of release, 
Israel.’" 

‘'The lower one ii a silver half riffhia, or tbree-eigbth 
part of a shekel. On the obverse is an <gw>cAo9, one of 
the sacred vessels used fbr libations, with tbe legend in 
old Hebrew,' Eleaesr tbe Priest.’ On the reverse is the 
word 5^®®, ihmc, ' coin.’ The occurrence of this word 
on an eponymous coin or piece of money, bearing the

2. 7b ih^ iime <{f AUaandtr the Great, Mr. Condcr 
aasignsthc copper coiitf bearing the nemo of <S^mon on 
one aide, and tho legend LacherufhJeruialem (llic deliver^ 
ance of Jeruoalom) on the other, now attributed hj me to 
Simon B&r-cocliab •, also the coins of the year (and, 
1 suppose, the ieeorvi alio, but not so stated), usually 
attributed to the time of tho revolt under Nero (Madden, 
"Hist, of Jew. Coinage," p. 180). 

Mr. Condor then gives ^ the engravinga of " two copper 
coins of undetenoioed date, which appear to have formed 
a portico of the mcojcr eheni money, or of that used for 
the korbao." 

Of thoeo Mr. Condor laye: "The larger coin is an 
cssertoft or quarter gera. So many varieties of this coin 
exist, differing only in minute particulsrs, that it is 
evident that the type must have beou permanently 
employed, as sacred money, for a long series of years. 
Tlie beauty and force of the treatment of the vinedeaf on 
tbe obverse are remarkable, and point to a state of art not 
very fer removed h*om that of the time of Alexander the 
Great. The legend is o'?iDV^ (jjb) (HerethlruAaletn), 

* stamp of Jerusalem.' Od tbe reverse is the seveo-branehed 
palm, with tho word therrm, ' coin.' 

" The small coin is a ffteman, which bears the mark of 
very remote antiquity. It is extremely rare. Around 
the vine*leaf, on tbe obverae, is the legend (sic) 

{Heraih Zitm), the letter xdn being used instead of the

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ordinary ttaddi, wid the letter van being used as a naier 
lectiania or proQOUDced vowel, which indicates a period 
of history loog before the iotroduction of the 'points.’ 
The Tiae of the word Ziop, inateod of Jenualeni, ie alec 
rare on the coins, although it ia of Ircqucnt occurrence in 
the EHrst Book of Mikccabeee. On the obvorae is a vessel 
which may bo identified as the /iiq^ha, or covered vase, in 
which tlio incense used for the ofTcring was carriul into 
the sanctuary by the priest. It was made of gold, and 
held a iarcab or three coH Only two out of the sacred 
vessels are eaid to have been provided with opcrcula or 
lids. The Icgeud ma {S/mth Shehah), 'third 
year/ iudicatca a year of the week on which the second 
tithes were given to the poor, and the money in which 
they were paid was not sacred. Tho eoio in question, 
therefore, probably was part of the korban or Temple 
money .... 

"Dr. Levi argues that certain obscure expressions in the 
'Tosapht|' ('Cod. de Decimis Secuudis,’ cap. i. mii. b), 
ae to money that was illegal for sacred dues, denote coins 
that were struok during the last two years of tho Jewish 
war and during the short-lived revolt of Bar-coohebas. 
Thus, io spite of the extreme improbability of the issue 
of a oomplicated ooioage by leaders, who were little more 
than bandits, more than thirty per cent, of the extant 
coins of Jewish origin have been ascribed to personages 
who can only be termed imaginary coiners, and limited 
to eight or nine years out of a period of more than two 
centuriee.” 

8 . The shekels (and, I presume, the half.shekels and 
copper coins, but not so stated), MCribed hy M, de Saulcy 
for nearly tweuly years to the High-Prieat Jaddua, by 
most Dumismatiata, English and foreign, for nearly a cen- 
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tury to Simon Maccabaiu, by M. do Saulcy eiuoe the 
year 180S (thougb i^ot discovered by me till 1874} to the 
time of Ear&, are nov cousidcred by Mr. Ccnder to be 
repreeentatioiia of Che "Jerusalem money of tbe Tal¬ 
mud." ^ Mr. Oonder couples with them the coins with 
the type of Che lyro arid tlic Icgcad Simon, usually acth« 
butod to Simon Bar-cochab. 

Let us SCO wIiAt Mr. Coiider has to say on these 
points.** 

"A group of coins yet remains to be described whi oh 
In eludes all the known ei>ooimons of Jewish silver money, 
consisting of twenty-eight types, together with seventeen 
iu copper. ‘With two oxooptions, these coins bear uo 
jiameofhigh-pricstor king. Many of them have num¬ 
bers, which have been taken for dates; but none of which 
are higher clian four. 

Tour words occur as legend or inscription on those 
coins. T)io most frequont is ono which is written as 
Sfteno, and also as with the throe last letters 

variously arranged. They have been ascribed to Simon 
Msccabsiis and to two othsr Simons, viz., the son of 
Qioras, the bandit, and the son of Gamaliel, who was 
President of the Sanhedrim at tbo time of the desiniction 
of the Temple. They L ave been also attributed to B ar-oho- 
chebas, who lias been for that purpose accommodated with

Thu*, in 
e coioege numbering on© hundred and forty* three ty(vea, 
nnd ranging over two hundred and eight year*, no fewer 
than iorty'tive dletiuct mintage© are attributed to, atmeet, 
eight or nine years, wliioh were either the carlieet or the 
latest, and most troubled, of the entire period." 

Mr. Conder then continues:—** 

" Wothu* coDsidor tliis large and interesting group of 
coioB to be no other than the ' Jeruaalctn money * of the 
Talmud—cebage issued at Jerusalem for tlio rcqnire- 
roents of the po]l*'taa and tl^e second tithe, benriog in one 
instance the name of the High-Priest Eloasar,^^ in others 
the authorisation of the fioii, or President of tlis Senate, 
but all marked with the name of eltlier the city or the 
people, and issued at dates, cot yet determined, contem¬ 
poraneously with the civil coinage of fureign monarcha, 
and possibly with thstof Asmonoanand Idumean princes. 
They acoord with the descriptions given by Maimonidea, 
Aharbauel, and other writers, of the Ubhaim, or sacred 
half«eheksls, which are described as bearing au urn, with 
tlie inscription 'Shekel Israel,’ and the flowering rod of 
Aaron, with the legend 'Jerusalem the Holy.’ Both 
embleroe aud both inscriptions occur on existing speoi- 
mens of this very interesting group of coins. 

"The smaller coin [vis., that with tbs lyre and the word

Sbokeh On the ohreree i» the ^iVmur^ or citharo, one of 
the five kiode of muaical ioatranenU employed in the 
daily wrvioe of the Temple. The legend (wlien oojnpleto) 
waa 'Stamp of Jeruaalcm/ On the obvene ia the word 
S/ientnov in a wreath. The apocimon weight 40 gra. troy. 

"Tlio larger coin the ahekel of the year 3] ia a 
riff/da, or tlirca«quartor eliekcl. Thia coin waa legaUeed 
towaida the eloae of the Jewiah polity at the Temple 
el^ekol, the annual payment of oaclj laraelito being re¬ 
duced^ after long diapute, to a half r^Aio. On the 
obverao it a three-flowered red^ with the legend ‘ Jeruat- 
lem the Holy.' On the reverte it the ' Cot/ or goblet^ 
oue of the veitelt employed in the daily eerviee of the 
Temple, with the legend 'Shekel Itral,’ and the mark 
(year 8]. The boldnewef the lettera it auehaato 
roaemble the later rather than the earlier ezaraplee of the 
dated aoriet of royal coina. The tpeoimeu weight 228 
grt. troy. Both iho coina are ailvor.'^ 

To tliit long extract about the thekola, it may be added 
that Kr. Condor ia of opinion “that ihea<a/ar found iu 
the mouth of tho fiah muat have boeo the aUver rigMa, 
which was then the lawful Temple money." ^ 

4. Tbe attribution of coina to John Hyreanut and 
other Atmonman princet it not ditpated; nor that of coine 
to the priucei of tbe Idumsan dynasty, with the excep¬ 
tion of the remarkable little coiu suggested by the late 
Cavedooi to belong to Agrippa 
Of this coin Mr. Conder aayt i **—"There ia in the British 
Museum a Jewish coin which appeara to bear a date only

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two 7 ears poatoiior tothfit of the Bosetta atone.It 

ia a amall copper coin, with the word cAaleota (meaning 
copper mone^) written in Greek iettera on one aide, and 
an andior-like emblem on the other; with the Greek 
lettora E. T. P. K. The coin has boon assigned by 
Cavedo.ii to Agnppa H. ; but P. K. certainly Btands for 
120 , and it doea not aeem poasible to refer aucU a date to 
any era but that of the Seloucidfe. The yoar 130 of 
that reckoning waa the thirty-third year of Antiochue the 
Great, who waa then supremo in Syria and Faleatiiie. 
Oaiu II. was then higb.prieat. Whether thia be tbo 
actual date of the coin in question or not, it poaaoseee 
extreme interest frorn the fact of bearing the name of 
those coins which St. Mark says (Mark xii.4I) that Christ 
watched the crowd casting into the treasury, when many 
wealthy persons cast in many.'* 

In thia case Mr. Condor has mlarcsd the datSf which 
on the coin referred to is R K, and not PK. The latter 
certainly atanda for 120, but the former as certainly 
ropreaouts 26.^ 

1 have quoted largely from Mr. Gender's papers, but I 
trust uot unnecesaarily, and the quotations that I bare 
given are, I tbiok, more than auffloieot to show any 
nuoismatist that his theoriei 'are of the moat extraordi¬ 
nary kind, and totally opposed to the fundamental rules of 
numiematic science. If Mr. Conder had studied the 
Talmud leu, and the coins more, he might perhaps Lave 
arrived at some satis factory con elusion. As it is, he hu 
entirely ignored type, fabric, history, paleography, and 
chronology. Mr. Conder is an example (of which we 
may be thankful there are very few) of the individual who

It is, however, as a vhole, that I would wish to protest 
Against tho arguments in Mr, Condor’s articles, ‘Why 
Mr. riumptre should have accepted this eenea of papers, 
without drit ascertaining tbo comjieteuey of tho author to 
write on tho numiimntio portico thereof, is to me sur¬ 
prising,*" and I cannot but express my regrot—a regret 
which I am euro will be shared by all my colleagues in 
ikumiAmatic scionoe—that such opinions as set forth by 
Mr, Condor should have been printed in a ])ublicaiion, 
which it may be presumed from its title, “The Bible 
Educator/' was intended to servo for tho gducatiM of lh4 
ptopU.'^

In the previoM action I htvt already gJvon full ptr- 
ticulftn of the novel attribution of the ihckcle, etc., to the 
hiph-prieet Eert, and I have alao given it aa my opinion 
that the copper ahekeli abould atill be retained to Simon 
Maecabssua. Simon's government commenced at the 
cloae of B.O. 143, and is the fourth year of Simon's 
pontideate, Le., b.o. ISO, Antiocbua VIZ. Sidetea granted 
to him the permiaaion to coin money io the welUknowQ 
and oft<quoted pflaaage of I Maccabees. The year 5.0.13d 
would than be the fourth year of Simon, and tlie coina 
bear the mark of tie /ourM yeer, and were oonseqnently 
iasued at this time. This would seem to be corroborated 
from tho fact that in the same year of the permission 
being grsoted to Simon, Antioolms brake all the eove> 
nants which he had with him afore *' (1 Mnccab., xv., 
10—23). 1 am, therefore, of opinion that tbs "fourth 


moos article bearing thli title haviog appeared in that 
paper of September 6th. The eollscUoa of ecins eondoroned 
by Mr. Oondar cnihi^A, *• formed part of a hoard of a 
hundred ahekela lately found near Jeneho. some of which, 
inciadiog those in questioii, were purchased by the late Ur. 
Tyrwhitt Drake, and tha remainder by H. (Honeau. They bad 
been deposited in an earthen pot, the eover of which bad in 
some maoner been secured wi'^ lead, and with them was found 
a gold sea] with a gem on which wheat-ears are engraved, ^e 
whole ^umstances being euob as to afford no ground for 
Bue^cion" (J. Evane, Acadf^ii/, September 2dth).

It seems to no, however, far 
more profernhle to consider the word as moaniiig tocietas, 
rustic, coi^e4fraii^, and the legend *i3nn wvn, which may 
be fonnd on some of tlie coiua of John Hyreanua, seems 
roore correctly interpreted ** prince of tho nation ** (of the 
Jews), than "chief of the doctors" or ^'Icarood men." 

These coins give full contradiction to the statement by 
Mr. Oonder,” already quoted by me earlier in this paper, 
that " none of the Aamoueao coins have been ascertained 
to bear any date."

CSiLftLBB II. 

1661. Oti Mov Yoftr'i Dfij, 166], Ffirliamont »1ennl/ 
ratiAcd au6 confirmed the Ii1>ertie9, privileg^es, and im* 
munities of the otilcers of iho mint,' which had been 
grouted to them from the timo of David II., and often 
confirmed by bis successors, and oipecially by James V., 
in the thirtieth year of his reign, and by James VT. in 
1664 and at other times. This Act recites fatly all the 
privileges and liberties claimed and enjoyed by tfie 
officials of the mint, and refers particularly to tha grants 
formerly made. 

Tlie Provost of Edinburgh, Sir Robert Murray of 
Oameron, protested, in name of the municipality, against 
any encroachment on the rigbte of tbe Burgh of Edin* 
Imrgh by this ratification, and his protest is entered on 
tbe records of Parliament. 

On the same day a warrant was given ^ to Charles 
Maitland, Oenarsl of tha Mint, to search for and aciza

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tools ot articles belongiug t« the mint, and carry 
them there for bis Majesty’s use. 

Oil the 12th cl June three thousand stone weight of 
copper iras ordered to be coined into turners.* ’ The 
General of the Miut and the Master (Sir J. Valconcr) 
were to furnish the copper equally between them; and it 
was specially ordered to he good, pure copper, witliout 
any mixture of brass, and of the same intrinsic value as 
the last. Each turner was to weigh otio drop and a 
half,* with an allowance of four grains mere or leas for 
remedy. Two thousand stone weight was to be coined 
within, the space of three yoaia, and the remainder wbon 
the Lords of Privy Council should think fit. Tliey were 
also empowered to decide as to the impression nud legend. 
As soon as the mint wos in readiness to isiuc this new 
coiosge, the Privy Council wse to prohibit the iD|iortation 
and currency of all foroigu copper coin; but any copper 
which was required for the coinsge was to bo imported 
free of duty. 

A stock of 80,000 morks Scots was also provided for 
the mint; and it was ordered that any silver or gold 
found in Scotland was to be taken to the Cuurie bouse, 
and paid for at the rate of oue ounce of coined gold of 
28 carats for the ounce of bulliou of 24 carats; and 
similarly the silver ounce of 12 denier due, to be paid 
for by an ounce of minted eilver coin of 11 denier. A 
coinage of four-merk pieces, with half, quarter, eiglitb, and 
sixteenth puts, was also authorised, and it was remitted to 
tbo Privy OouDcil to fix the type and legends. 

The Privy Ooundl on the 2nd of October considered a 
report* given in to them by the Lord President of Sesaiou

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and tbe Trovoil of Edinburgh, regarding the petition 
latelj presented hy the Oenerai of tlie Mint. The Council 
recommendod that letters should be granted at the instance 
of the Qeneral or Heater of the Mint against anj one con* 
travening the Acte about builionj and they ad^ed that 
Sir John Falconer ihould be sent for to come home with 
tho stamps, end that the receivers should pay tbe ^£800 
ordered byParliamont immediately. 

Oik tho same day a letter to the secretary was read and 
approTod of, proposing to raise the value of tbe gold 
coins in proportion to tho late rise in England, and also 
requesting that tbe new dies might bo delivered as soon 
as possible to Sir John Falconer, that ho might return 
to Scotland and got the coinage oommenced without 
delay. A proclamation was issued against turners made 
of mixed metal, and one*third loss in weight than they 
ought to bo. Tlicao wore reproicntod as bearing on the 
obverse tlic legend DEVS PllOTECTOR NOSTER, and 
on tbe reverse NOMBN DOMINI SIT BENEDICT. 
These were altogether pruhibitod, and importers of them 
wore to bs punishsd. 

The Lords of tho Frivy Counoll approved, on the 4th 
of November, of a letter to the Ring,** asking that, in 
future, his royal commands ooncemiug the coinag:c should 
be sent direct from himself to the Privy Council, and not 
through the Lord Secretary. This request was apparently 
complied with. On the 26th of November a proclams' 
tion was made raising t)ie gold coinage to the sane rate 
as it was current in England, or about one shilling and 
four pence ou tbs xxa. piece. ^

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16C2. The Lords of the Privy Coundl oa the 24th of 
April caused a proclamation to be made’ forbidding tlie 
importation of any foreign copper coin ; but seeing that 
the mint was not yet in readineaa, they permitted, tempo¬ 
rarily, the currency of French '* ** doitta,” at one penny 
SooU each. 

On the 10 th of July the band of caution for 13 riot and 
Sir John Falconer irea produced* by the Lord Register, 
and registered in (lie booke of the Council It had boon 
formally made in August and October, ]6d7. 

On the same day a report vss given in by certain 
commissioners about the differences which had arisen 
between the General and the Master of the Mint, ohiefly 
about the expenditure of the £$00 already mootioned, and 
about the lo<1giDge in the mint. Sir John Pidconer woa 
to have whatever roome ho required for himeclf and hie 
family, and any accommodation not required by him waa 
to be given up for the General’s use. 

Lord Tarbet was added to tbo CommiMioueri of Privy 
Counoile formerly named, and they were sppoirited to 
meet on the &th of August, and report regarding the 
miikt and the copper money. 

The King, on the I4th of November, commanded 
Thomu Simon to make punchooni’^ with bia Majesty’s 
effigies thereon aud the royal arms, for the mint in 
Sootlandv These were to be for one gold coiu of 20 
merke, fbr eilver coins of 4 merks, 2 merks, I merk, 
half-merk, and 40^. pieces. These dies, ‘with the excep¬ 
tion of the one for the gold coinsge, were delivered to 
the General of the Mint in the January following.

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1663. This was followed io June hy a rnlnuta of the 
Council'* appointing oertam lords to meet and consider 
the propositions given in by the Gcocral of the Hint 
regarding the eohiage, and to make inquiry for certaiu 
articles belonging to the mint which were at one time in 
the posaesaiou of the late Sir James Hope of Ilopoton. 

On tho 2ik1 of July an Act was passed anont the mint, 
ordering tho delivery to the graver of the panel icons for 
the 4 merk piece, 2 merk piece, 1 merk, half'TQcrk, and 
40d. pieces, in onlor that dies and matrices might bo pre« 
pared forthwith. 

Another Act on the 20th of Ooiobor gave the types, 
&e.,of this coinage. It ordered the issue only of 2 merks, 
merk, and half-merk pieces, and tho type was to be the 
itrno as on the puncheons produced by tho Ooneral, and 
sinoc graven by the graver of ibe mint. Tho weights, 
stand aid, end remedioi were also fully tpeoidod. 

It will 1)6 observed that this only authorised the ooiDage 
of tlirce out of tho dve epecios of coins noticed in tho 
Act of Parliament. Joaohim Harder is mentioned as tho 
sinker of the irooi. 

On the 1st of December the Council wrote to the 
LokI Secretary,*^ stating that the standard pieces furnished 
by King James to the Scottlsli Miut had been lost during 
the time of tho late tronhloe, aud requesting others to be 
sent, as th«y were neceesary for the coinage wbioh was 
about to go cn in the Scottish Mint. Three separate 
standards were required, one for exchequer, one for the 
General, and one for the master worker. 

1C64. On the 9th of February, the Lords Justice 
Clerk aud Begister were recommended to epeak to Sir

Accoidbgly, on tbe ACtti of February the Masters of 
the Mint were required to liud sufFlcieht eautlou^* for the 
futhful perforjnauce of their duties, and on the 23 rd of 
the same mouth tlioir baud of cantlou was entered un tlio 
cniputos. 

The standard pieces requested by the Privy Council 
were sent down by the Su|(liah Bxchcqiior, and dcUvered 
over to the ofilciids of the Soottish Hint on the 2JtU of 
Marclii^* and on the saose day an Act was passed, 
authorising tUs issue of 4 mark pieces in addition to the 
coins sanctioned the previous year. Tim type, legends, 
purity, &c., were all specified. 

The General of the Mint presented to the Lords of 
Council on the 2ud of Juoe a letter from the King 
extending the tlireo years allowed for coining tho two 
thoasatid stone formerly authorised till ten months after 
June, 1(>04, seeing the coiusgo had not begun till tlio 
end of July, 1G63; and, ^rtlicr, ordering another 
thousand stone to be coined within fourteen months after 
the eud of tho lint coinago. 

1667. A commissioD was appointed on tlio 28th of 
November, 1667, to report concerning tlm ''leg” dollars 
and the laws made agaioat tlie exportation of tUo money. 
To this committee tlie Ocueral of the Mint was added in 
December, and on the I9tb of that month tho report was 
laid before the Privy Council, lllic committee found that 
tbe foreign dollars were current at too high a rate, and 
recommended that tlioy should be reduced in value, or 
that the coin of the real ro be raised in the proportion of

1C68. On the ICtli of July, lfi08, a royal warrant to 
the Oeticral of the Mint was produced to the Priry 
Council^ prolonging tlie ct^ppci' coinage till August^ but 
he having inti mated that it waa now fiiuahoib tlie dies were 
produced and broken. 

1670- A proclftoitttion won made in January, 1670, 
redudng the mine of the leg dollars to CCi. Scots. 

In Augtist of the same year Parliament ratified tbe 
gift^^ of General of the Mint to Charles Maitland of 
lUltoun and Uis eldest eon, snd the longest liver of them, 
with rJl the privileges and advantages thereto belonging. 
Tlie various immunities and liberties mgoyed by the mem¬ 
bers of the mint were also confirmed by an Act of the same 
l^arli ament. 

1671. The importation of foreign coin, aueli os Prench 
<loite, was prohibited by a proclamation dated the 20th day 
of July, 1071. 

1078. Ou the 3nd of December, 1078, ibe Earl of 
DiimfVies gave hi an overture toucliujg the coin,^^ to be 
considered by the Lords of Artiolee. Ho proposed that a 
certain number of persona of every estate should be ap¬ 
pointed to look Into tlie whole matter of the coinage, and 
report to Parliament. 

1074 In January, 1670. a commission hsd beeu given 
to certain lords to try tbe aasaya from 1664 to 1678, siid 
their report eat rendered on the STtli of January, 1674. 

At a meeting of Privy Council, on the 18th of March, a

1676. On the 11 th of February, 1G75, a letter from 
the King waa recorded in the miiiutos of Privy Council, 
ordenog a clieuge iu the type of tlio ^Iver coinugo; 
and an Act of Privy Couuoil of 2Ctli February, after 
minutely rehearsing tlio type, weight, and value of tlie 
former coinage, authorised t)ie iiauo of the now one, 
with the changes ordered by tlie royal warrant (Wingate, 
?l. xUi. dge. 6, 6, 7, 8). The woighte, &o., of thcie now 
pieces arc all minutely given in the Act. 

1676«7. A oomniiitoe waa appointed in Kovombor to 
report on Che Affairs of the ooinago, and thoir report wu 
given in on the last day of February, 1677. They reconi* 
mended that the dner of the foreign coins, snob as the 
French crow us sod Spanish and DutoKducstoous, should 
be current, u well u some fomgu gold coins. On the 
saroo day the general and other officers of the mint wore 
authorised to coin three thousand stone weight of oopi>er 
in sixpenny and twopenny pieces.*^ The type of the 
smaller piece was to be the swurd and sceptre crossed, 
suTiDountcd by an intperial ernwii, witli a two4caved 
thistle on t ie reverse (Wingate, ?J. xlii. fig. 1!^), 

The sixpenny piece is also described (Wiugatc, PI. xlii. 
fig. 10). 

1680. A proclamation on the 4th of hlarch, 1680, 
quoted by Bading,:s raised the current value of the coins. 
Tbe ounce of silver was raised to £$ 4s. Scots, and the

4 roerk piece to 56«. (8cots)» end the mint price of bullion 
of xii. flue to 58e.

1682. On tUo lut dey of August, 1082, & letter from 
the Kiug was road, ia wliioh refereuco vas made to reports 
sent up to liim. Scrioiu olmrgcs must hare been bniuglit 
against tbo oAioers of the mint, for die King infoi incd tho 
Council that he hod found it iiocesaar; to rcmo?e the 
Lord IfAtUni, Sir Jolin Fsdeonor, Aloxandcr Maitlmtd, and 
Arddbald Falconer, not only from tlieir places in die 
mint, but fVom all pinccs of public triisC; and the Lord 
Advocate was instructed to prosecute them before the 
pioper tribunal All coinages were ordered in the mesn- 
time to COMO. 

Sir Patrick Idume was appointed on the 28rd of 
Koverebor to asaist the Advocate in the prosecution of the 
oOlcials abovo named before the Session. 

1083. The Commissionsrs of the Mint having roci on 
tbo iStli of May, 1083, reported to tho King that there 
siiould be 00 fhrthcr mintage till the next meeting of 
Parliament; but in the meantime the buliion was to bo 
collected as formerly, either in specie, or commuted at tiis 
rate of 12s. per ounce. The comtnisaiooers also recom. 
mended tlwit an Assay Master should be appointed to test 
ths fineness of tho bulUoii paid in specie, and tiiat pieces 
of eight, or Spanish, Seville, and Mexico dollars should 
be current at 66s. Scots. 

Pioclamaticn to this efibet was made on the 4th of July.

1G86. On the 20th of May, 1686, a proclaroation was 
made at Ediobuigh, forbidding the importation of foreign 
copper coint,^ smd deelariiig that none should paas except 
those healing tlie royal stamp.

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I6S6. In the fctloiviDg ^car an Act of the Scottish 
Parliament was paasecl, winch throws a considerable light 
on the affairs of the Scottish mint fti this period. After 
offering to the King 12i. Scots for each ounce of hulliou 
imposed by tiio eighth Act of the first session of t^io second 
Parliament of King Charles IT., for supporting tJio elini'go 
and expense of a coinage, and for pnying tlio lalnrics 
of the offleers of the mint, thU Act dcclarotl timt in future 
any one bringlog to the mint bullion of the standard 
ffimuess, should receive for it the same weight in current 
coin, without any charge for melting, assaying, or coining. 
A clerk or book>kceper was to be appoiuted, who was to 
enter in a ” fair parchment booka register or record of 
the several quantities of bullion given io by the racr- 
oliants, and in another the amount of coin minte<l from 
tiros to time. The species of current coin were declared 
to be sixty, forty, twenty, ton, and five sliiUing pieces, 
and thsir weights wore minutely spccided in the Act. Pro« 
vision was inade for the duo and proper trial of the Pix; 
and it was expressly noted that the etiges of the 00s. and 
40t. pieces were to be lettered, and the edges of the others 
to bo grained. The partioular impressions and Inscrip¬ 
tions were to be decided by the Privy Council, who were 
also empowered to order a coinage of gold. If a copper 
coinage was required, it wu to be issued in sixpenny and 
twopenny pioees. The salaries of the mint officers were

1C87. In Fcbi'uary of tliii year a general ratification 
of privilegea of Clic ofllciula of the mint wu granted.

1G«0. In November, IC80, Henry, I/ord Cardroea was 
ap])oiiktcd Ooncral of the Mint in Scotland, with all the 
honoun and privilegos tborcto pcrlainiiig, with an allow¬ 
ance of £300 sterling per annum, and free lodgings for 
liimsolf and ills family in tbe buildings of tlm mint. It is 
to bo no deed that tine appoinCmont woe during tbe royal 
pleasure only, not as formerly ad vUant aut atlpam. 

1680. Somo difficulty seems to have been experienced 
about ronovitig the former offioials of the mint. On Che 
21 St of January Sir William SUairpe, of Scots Craig, laCo 
Moatcr of tbo Mint, and tbo other oifleiale, weio ordered, 
at tbcinitAQCO of William Beuliolme, of West Shcills, the 
present Master, to remove from tlie lodgings io the mint 
occupie<l by them, nnd to deliver up any articles or writa 
in their posscseioih The Lords Yestsr, Oordross, and 
Revilrig, and the Laird of Arnistoune, were appointed to 
see this done. To these wore added, on the 6tU of 
February, tho Lairds of Blackbarony and Brodie. Mr. 
William Spence was appointed warden on the Ilth 
of b'ebruary, though Che gift in his favour was not 
recorded tiU the 18tii of April, and the oath was odmlo- 
istcred 21 sC of June. 

The Mint Committee was still further increased by the 
addition of the Earls of Argyll, Lothian, and Leven, Lord 
Yester, the Master of Burleigh, aud the Lord Jastice 
Clerk, the Duke of Hamilton, the Bail of Crawfurd, tbe 
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XiOrd Seeret&rv of Strvto, the Lord Advocat^j and the 
Pro/OBt of Edinburgh. 

On the llth of April the Lords of PrWy Council 
received a warrant from tlie King and Oueen, autliorUing 
them to give orders to theofUccrs of the mint to coin the 
Ixj., i%9., u., and v«. piccce. The/ also on the aaine 
daj ordered the provisiona of the Act of rarliament of 
1686 iment tho 1110007 raised for the free coinage, to ho 
put in force, the aaUrica of the ofheeri to bo paid, and 
one hundred pounds sterliog to bo advauced to the Master 
of the Mint. 

On the 26th of September, a now Fix was ordered to 
be provided for the mint. 

Ou the some day (26th September) aprocliniation was 
ordered to be roads, declaring the mint to be opened from 
and after the 16th of October, and the rojal warrant for the 
new coina^ was recorded. Five new sorts of coins wore 
authorised, of tho fineness of eleven doniei'S two grains. 
The obverse of each to bear the royal portraits, witii tho 
legend GVLIELMVS ET MAFIA DEI GRATIA, and 
the viihio in figures below the busts.

Tbe reverse of eacli was to bear tho nrma, and to have 
the legend MAGNiB BRITAN NliE FRANCIS BT 
HlBERNliB REX ET REGINA, abbreviated! tbe two 
larger pieces were to be lettered round the edge with the 
legend PROTEGIT ET CRN AT ANNO RBGNI.. . 
and tbe otben to be grained. At this time a good deal 
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of feeling w&a excited hy the Ute eppolntmente to the 
mint, end bille of euspetieion were brought in b^ aeverel 
of those wlio bed reccired their eppointraenU formerl 7 ad 
vitam aui cuipam, to try the point of the legality of their 
deprivation of office. In all coses, bowercr, it appeared 
that thoir pleoe wore rejected, and the new appointments 
eustainod. 

Formlesioii was alio given about this time to Lord 
Cardroae to name a Clerk to the Mint, and the silver 
standard piece was ordered to ho delivered to him. 

A copper eoinago was authorised by Aot of Parliament. 
It woe not to cacoed 8>000 stones of motal, and to be 
spread over six years. Two pieces, one of twopence and 
anotlier of ono penny, were to be issued. TJie rate had 
been fixed by tlie Act of 1686 at 20s. Scots in the pound, 
but this was raised for tlie time to an amount not to 
exceed 80s. Another Aot of Parliaraent raised the race 
at the stone weight of silver from ;618 Scots to ;820 
* Scots. 

1601. Ou the 2?th of •January the opinion of the 
Privy Council was a«ked regarding the neceieity for 
keeping pieces of money for the Fix which had been 
^ready found of true fitieneas, hut the Lords tlinught it 
right that in every case two pieces should be kept in the 
Fix, one for the fineness and one for the weight.* 

Authority was given on the 2dth of January to the 
Master of tlie Mint to give out some money which had 
been found finer than the legal standard. 

In August, the new copper coinege was authorised. 
The '' bawbee*’ was to bear the King and Queen’s heads

Dr. Christie, Coaster-warden, diod tliis year, in 
November, and the Master of the h^nt applied to the 
Privy Council for permission to oominoto Mr. Patrick 
Mowbray to that office, nntii a new appointment wet 
made. 

1033. In June, a new Committee of the Privy Counml 
was nominated to see to the affairs of the mint, who wore 
to meet in July and December. 

1634. Oh tlie death of tbe Lord Csrdroia, Lord John 
Hamilton was appointed General of the Mint, and, by an 
order of tbe Privy Council in December, was empowered 
to recMve from tbe widow of tbe late General tbs keys of 
the PiK snd other property beloa^ng to the mint then in 
hia custody. 

On Christmas Day the Dean of Guild was ordered to . 
make weights for the Ixs.. xxa, and vs. pieces conform to 
tbe Bogliah standard. 


WlLLtaH II. 

1636. Ou tbe 3nd of January the Privy Council 
ordered the dies of tbe coins with tbe portrait of the late 
Queen to be disused, but on tbe following day the Master 
of the Mint was permitted to coin a certain amount of 
copper in blank, oocil the new stamps were ready. 

Certain trials of tbe Pix were made in Merob, and tbe 
CouTicil determined to ask Parliament to alter the provi. 
stone of tiie Act of 1686 so far as they required a trial of 
every “journey" before a Committee of Council, and this 
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VOS aceordiaglj done in the following Bession. The baae 
xDOnej coined in Ireland waa forbidden to have course in 
Scotland, and a proclamation to tliat eff'ect’wu made at 
the same time. 

A cliauge in tUe rate of mouo^ was now contemplated, 
and a letter written from the Council to the King, 
vcqueeting hie authority to do this. This was granted iu 
April; aiul, after consulting the Coitvontion of Boroughs 
in July, a general rise of about ton per ceut. was pro- 
cdumed in the coinage and foreign mouoy then eurreut. 
The clipped money of Eiiglaad was only to be token by, 
weight. 

New dlca for the copper coinage were prepared, which 
cUfTered fh)CD the old ones in having the King's head and 
style only on the obverse, and on the reverse of tbs 
Turners, or twopeuiiy pieces, the crown and sceptre 
instead of the monogram. The new dios for tho 40i. and 
10^. pieces of silver were authorised by the Privy Council 
to bo used from and after July of this year. A diflleuUy 
arose about the dgurcs under tho bust signifying the value, 
but the Lords decided that the dguros 40 sliould stili be 
kept on the coins, though the value was raised to 44e. 

In November another proolamatiou wu made, forbid¬ 
ding tho melting down or exportation of tlis money. 

On the lOtK of December threescore stone weight of 
silver was ordered to be issued in 40a. pieces, and one 
hundred and twenty stone in 20a., 1 Os , and 5s. pieces. 

1696. Clipped money was allowed to be received by 
tbs colleoturs of shires for the poll money under certain 
restrictions, and on the ssme day (the 28tb 5f January) 
the old merk pieces and uoclipt English broad money 
were ordered to pass current. 

The Committee of the Privy Council appointed to con* 
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9]der tlie affain of the mint made their report in Mnf; 
and tiie Council approved of the alterations proposed. 
The Taels amen were to give in their " abbrevlateH^’ quar¬ 
terly, and aa the amount of bullion preaoiited at the mint 
to be coined vraa ao much greater thait wliat waa expected, 
it waa ordered that tlu3 amounta returned to the otHocra 
ahould be in aumi of money according to the order of 
time, but conimenciikg again with tbo flret aflor olgbt 
daya. A tenth part of orery ''journey waato be in am all 
money, and theae were to be weighed in quan^tiea, and not 
aingly, aa beretofore. " Coblu'* were logo aa bullion, and 
aaum of £200 waa to be paid for the new diea to Mr. Clerk. 

Jb May a new committee waa appointed, and tbo 0 |>cra- 
tioui at the mint stopped until this oommittee abould 
make their report. 

Creat ioconvenlenee iiaving arisen from the Eugliah 
crowaa and half*crowita passing current in Scotland at a 
higher value thau they woro in England, they wero 
recalled to their former rate by a proclamatiou on the 
2Ut of May. 

Tins was followed on the 2nd day of June by another 
prCclamation, calling down the Seottiah pieces of dOr., 
40a, 20i., 10s., and Or. to the values they were current 
for in 1066. 

Ou the Otii of June, the atop put upon bullion being 
received at the mint waa taken off, uiid it waa to be takeu 
in aa formerly. 

lu September an aet of exoneration waa passed, in* 
eluding all the operetions at the mlut frocu September, 

1694, to August, 1696. 

'Iliis intportanC record contains a full minute of all the 
proceedinga of the committees during this period, with a 
note of all the coinages, trials of tbe Pix, Ac. 
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The comrontees had gone mo9t minutely over all the 
"journeys/' and reported all which were not exactly con. 
form to thCTariouB Acts. The mistakes were very few and 
tnyial, and the Privy Coniioil granted full exoneration to 
all the O0iciala iu tUo mint. 

In October an Act of Parliament was paaaed regarding 
the copper coiungc. It had bcou provided that no copper 
should bo coined without an express warrant from the 
King; and it was now enacted, that if the quantity 
allowed by former Acts was exceeded, it should be eon* 
sidered and punished as falae coinage. 

The old merk and haif.nerk pieces of Janes VI.'s 
I’cigu were ordered by the Privy Council to he brought 
into the miut as bullion, and received at the rate of 
£5 4^. Soots per ounce; and this was further sanctioned 
by sn Act of Parliarcent in the same year. Another Act 
of Parliament was passed in this year against false coiners. 
SoiDQ difficulty in working the Act of 1686 in regard to 
the supply of buVion occurred at this period, and in 
November the Privy Council considered a petition from 
the Master of the Mint on the aulocct, and remitted the 
same to the Commissioners of the Treasury to amend. 
The old merke and half-raerks of the late reign, and the 
clipped English money, were allowed to be taken at the 
miut as bullion, but no money was to be taken for tbe 
reooinsge of tbeee, except aa formerly directed. 

In November, the Duke of Oueeniberry delivered to 
the Lord Chancellor the key of the Pit, which belonged 
to the Treasury. 

On tbe 28cU of December, tbe Privy Council made a 
curioue order regarding two aoldiere^of the Earl of TulU- 
bardine's regiment, who had been suspected of false 
coiuing, but agaiost whom no evidence could be found. 
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The; -vere oi^ed to be bonded o^er to tbe ofbcere from 
Flftndere, to be truuported there, ae?er to return to 
ScoUand, and the ofELcers were to give to the captains ju 
Lord Tullibardine’s regiment two recruits in plaoc of 
them. 

On the last day of tins year a proclamatiou was made, 
euforcing the late Aot of Parliacnent about tlie old 14a. 
{uecea and tlicir halves, and declaring tlie weight to bo 
judged by tbe stone weight of Lanark. Similarly, 
''cobbs^' and tbe old iOd. pieces were to be received at 
the same rate, when below the legal weight. 

Id97. In January, 1697, it was decided by the Privy 
Council that the broad English money sltonld be current 
only by weight at the rate of 4^. Scots tlie ounoo, 
and that the milled moacy ebonld be raised to £8 6s. 
Scots for the crown piece, and the otitere in proportioii, 
and proclaraation made acoordiogly. 

Tbe imporUtiou of foreign copper or brass moiioy was 
forbidden by a proclamation made in May under the 
pain of £10; but in December another proclamation 
legalised the currency of the French threc-eous pieco at 
8s. Scots, and the French crown at 68s. Scots, and 
raised the 40d. piece to 8s. 6d. Scots. 

1698. In August, 1698, an overture for an Act anent 
the copper coin was remitted to tlio Committee of 
Parliament for security. Uobert Millar, merchant in 
Edinburgh, was appointed interim clerk to the mint in 
December of this year, in room of Mr. Bonar, lately 
deceased. Tbe petition asking bis appointment was 
presented by “ John, Earl of Raglen, General of the 
Mint, and Sir William Denham, of West Sbeils, tlie 
Master. 

1609. John, Earl of Lauderdale, was appointed to be 
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GeoGTsI of tlie Mint in the joer 1G09, with all tbe 
lionours, pnvilo^, aud liberties enjoyed hj Ids prede* 

CeSBOTS. 

William Speiico, tbe priocipal warden, died tlus fear, 
and in Scptombor, Alexander O^lvy, of Poylen, was 
appointed to succood him. At tlio closoof cbo year a 
Committee of tbo Privy Oognoil was appointed to con* 
aider tbe oiccbango rules, and if necessary to reoommead 
any alteration. 

1700. In July of tbis year the Company of Scotland 
trading to Africa and the Indies presented a petition to 
the Privy Council, praying tlist money might be coined 
out of tbo gold dust and other bullion imported by them, 
with a suitablo rosrlc upon it to distinguish it from the 
other coin. Tlio Privy Council granted the request so far, 
and ordered a new gold coinage of £VZ and £C (Scots) 
pieces. The Company woro to have 10 per cent, profit on 
the gold coined. The coins were to bo 22 carat fine, 
each £12 piece to weigh 1 :^ 0 $ grains; having on the 
obverse the King’s head and titles, vritli tbo crest of the 
Company beneath. It may be noticed that in the mlimte 
it is said the legend is to be QVLIELMVS SECVNDVS, 
while in the coins U is oidy OVLISLMTS. Tlie reverse 
were to have tbe arms in a shield between W and B, 
crowned. 

1701. A petition having been presented to tbe Privy 
OouDcil by Gilbert Stewart in regard to some gold duet in 
bis possession, the Privy Connell in January,1701,ordsined 
the officers of tbo mint to obey the former Act, and to 
provide matrices, puncheons. Src., and recommended the 
Treaaury to sllow the expense. 

In June, tbe Committee anent the mint was recotQ» 
mended to meet immediately, take trials of tbe money, 
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and cnnaidar %ny OTsrCurcs or proposals which should be 
made to chera. 

A difficulty arose in conneotion with the coinage of 
gold for the Africao Company, and in July tho Master 
of the Mint presented a petition ashing for the expense 
of refilling the gold dust, which the Council dccreod tlio 
mercbaiiti should pay. 

A ooromitfcoo was appointed in September to confer 
with tlie Town Council, and the Goldamitha of lildin- 
burgb anent the stapdard of fineness of the gold which 
was to be coinsMi; and efentually the matter haring been 
remitted to the General of the Mint and the Lord Advo¬ 
cate, they made a new etandard out of three guineas of 
the late reigns, with which the new coinage was to be 
tried. 

The regulations made in 1006 rsganling the old 14a. 
Scots pieces and others were enforced anew by a pro¬ 
clamation in November of this year. 

1703. No report of the committee lately appointed 
to meet ia given; but they were requested to meet 
again at the mint for tbe eame purposee. In Feb* 
ruaiy some other members were added to the former 
committee. 

Several appreheneiooe were made at this time of false 
coiners, and £50 sterliLg was ordered to be poid to the 
ChamberlAin of the Duchess of Buccleuoh for his pains 
in the matter. Tbe silver found on the persons of the 
eoiaers was to be melted down and assayed in the mint 
to test it 

Anns. 

1702- King William died on the 8tb of March, 1702, 
and the first recorded Act of Privy Council in the reign 
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of Queen Aune was a vamnt, on tlie 21at of Ma^, to 
again publisli and print cUo proclamation of tlie 4th of 
May, 1C07, againat the importation of foreign copper or 
brass monoy. 

In July it was ofRoiaily notified that tiie standards of 
gold which Ixad been lost bad boon found again, and they 
wore conaigned to tlio custody of Sir Tbomos Moncrieff. 

1703. The Earl of Laudcrdalo’s eommUsiou from the 
Queen, as Gciioral of tho Mint, was ordered by the Privy 
Ccunoil to psss tho gnat seal per ealtum without 
passing any other register. 

1704. A eommittee was appointed on the 3rd of 
February, 1704, to inquire into tlie export of money, and 
the import of foreign copper cr brass, and to report any 
determination they might come to. Another committee 
was named on tho 2nd of May, and again on the 9th, 
epemally for tho same purpose, and a ^iroclamation made, 
strictly forbiddmg tho exportation of the current coin. 

More falso coiners wore discovered, and in November 
of this year a committee was named to consider a report 
made by tho nagistrates of Dumfries on the subject. 

In December the Privy Council appointed a committee 
to inquire speeialiy about the growth of Popery and false 
coin, aod added some new members to the old oommittss 
about the export of the coin. 

James Clark was' also ordered to prepare dies for a 
new coinage of silver about to be issued. 

1705. In January the formal warrant to James Clark 
for dies for a new lOr. and 5«. Scots piece was granted; 
and in March the mint was ordered to be opened, and 
the trials taken of the gold in the piz, to eee if it were 
conform to the standard made by the Earl of Lauder- 
dale, 
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la July an attezopt yr$s made in Parliameot to raise 
tlie coin, but it vaa not carried. 

1707. The eixteentb article of the Treaty of Union 
having assimiUted in every respect the coinage of Eng* 
land and Scotland, the Friry Counul on tbo 28th of 
March appointed the tcvna of Edinburgh, Glasgoif, and 
Aberdeen ai the places where the English money would 
be erchanged at the rate of 65#. Soots per ounce; and 
the 17tb of Aprils as the day on whiob it was to bo paid 
in, and after that time it was only to be current at the 
same rate as in England, vie., 5#. sterling for the crown. 

On the 7th of April measures were taken to prevent 
any itoporCstion of English money for the purpose of 
taking advantage of the higher rate; the loss of which, 
to private persona, was to be made up out of the equiva¬ 
lent. 

On the 16tb of April the Directors of the Bank reported 
to the Privy CounoU that there wu in their hands, to the 
best of their knowledge, £7,800 sterling of Eoglish milled 
silver mousy. 

According to the reports made to tbs Council im¬ 
mediately after the 17th, it would appear that in Edin¬ 
burgh £21,845 6#, 10<fl was exchanged, in Glasgow 
£8,009 19i. and in Aberdeen £1,436 10#. 6i. 

sterling, 

Shortly after this time the mint at Edinburgh ceased 
its operations, and the annals of the coinag:e of Scotland 
as s separate kingdom may here bo properly brought to a 
close,

Although in England 
Buseiau has roooiTod mcoh more attention of bte, and tbe 
cbaraoter of a people before too little studied has been 
brought homo to ns with that happy mixture of learning 
and brillianoy whioh makes hir. Balston’s writinge so nni' 
yersolly attraodre, yet the number of Busdan soholara ii 
Tery limited. And as it is not usual to find two rare 
acquiroroents united in one scholar, if tbe cumber of 
Ruseiau eoholare is email, the number of Orientalists who 
are acquainted with Euasisn must be idU smaller. And 
ibis regret with regard to M. Ticsenhausen’s work is not 
oonbned to English numlsmadsta: Prof. Sdckel, of Jena, 
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las oxpraued to me hie sense of the loss that we have 
entered, from our innbili'^ to avail ourselves fuUj of this 
nunumaiio troaeure; and hie opinion is no doubt shared 
the great majority of hie ooUaborateurs in Germany 
and elsewhere. 

Bnt whilst we may bo fully cocMious of an evil, thora 
is no rofisoo why we should not do our utmost to ovorcomo 
it; and I therefore made up my mind to onablo myself to 
read at least the eseontiol part of M. TioeonJiauson's booh. 
For thie purpose one needs vary littlo Euseian soholar* 
ship; for one most not attonipt any of the loomed Dootor's 
lengthy discussions, but confine oneself striotly to the

For such 
atudents I am now writing. Ky ol^oot is to give them 
the means of making out the eonso of the more essential 
port of hi. Tiesenhauson's work with the least poseibU 
trouble. With that view I morely give those aide whioh 
I found I required myself—beginning os 1 did with com> 
plete ignorance of even the Bussian alphabet—and which 
I had to find for myself. These aids are—>1, the Eusrian 
alphabet; 2, a table of the prineipal inflectional termina¬ 
tions of nouns and verba; and 3, s short glossary of those 
words which are of frequent occurrence in the deeoripUons 
of oems. The first two are easily supplied, and the tbiisi 
I worked out by steadily reading thiongh some half-dozen 
pages of the book end noting every word, tho understand- 
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in^ of whlob was essoiitial to the right intorprotation of & 
deecrip^oa, and tW by taking bits hare acd tboro and 
thus ttoting tha afiLoaoy of my glossary. It may bo aekad, 
Why not huTo a dictionary aad a granunar at once ? hly 
answer ie that a pamphlot is a much more handy thing 
than two Tolumos. Ihe glossary is> of courBe> of the 
briafoBt kind, and the etodont nay not unfroquantly ooma 
upon words not to be ibund in it. But stUl I beliere the 
hoXt wiU bo found to bo on the right side, for in this case 
radundancy is tho vary thing to be guarded ogainst. 

Before I loavo the reader to the ohearful’contemplation 
of tbo Eusiion alphabet, I must say a few words about 
proper samea. Those of course are not included in the 
glossary ^ thoir inclusion would have added Tory greatly to 
its lengths They will at first pueale the student consider¬ 
ably, though, as he gets a little aooustomed to the look and 
sound of tho Eussian lottors, the difficulty will Tsoieh. 
Probably Colonel Cuthrio, hir. Eogert, and General Pox, 
would not, at first sight, hare rocogDiaed thoir own nsmet 
in tyipn, ?0/ti4{cpcs, Ooxet; but the stranganese of the 
appearance soon wears off. The beet way of making ont 
suoh namea at first is to read them aloud.

Kr. Ooldiog exhibited a rare silver eoln of JobD, Dako of 
Borgoady aod Coast of FlsDdert. 

Hr. F. A. Ooadsr eoaunuaisated a paper " Oa the History 
of the Jewish Coiaage/' in which he developed viewsi both as 
to the weight and as to the diitributios of tho Jewish OoinsgOi 
which are not in eoaeordasee with preceding writers on the 
snhjccL He insisted on tho posiiiTe determination of tho 
weight of the shekel, as given in barley groins in the hlulisa, 
and disoQsssd in fall by hfaimonldei In bis treatise on (be 
Temple tsx. And tho fact that a talent of slJror, accord* 
ing to these aatborities and to the Bible, containod 860,000 
graios, while a Babylonian talent in tho Bhtiah Museatn 
aotaally weighs 068,040 graiDs, he inferred the identity of 
the barley-grain of the Hiebna with tho Troy grain. The 
ehekel, en this view, contained exsetly 100 carats, diamond 
weight As to the silvsr coins known as shekels, Hr. Condor 
eossidored them to be speeimsns of the Etighia, StMr^ or 
three*qQarter shekel, which, sfler long diepate, was acoepted 
by the Sanhedrim in lien of the eaered shekel, for the pnrpoee 
of the Temple tax. The Inseriptieo, eaiBfii, iskal, he coasi* 
dered to denote "legal weight," and not DeeesssriJy any 
spadfio coin. The existence, as stated in Hebrew literature, of 
two raccesaive sOvor sbekeU^the first of 820 grains, used 
down to the Captivity; and the second, the Sola shekel, of 884 
grains, which harmonises with the Ooldeo Dane, and was 
used after the retam from Babylon—was also caentiooed, and 
the authorities cited. With regard to the attribution, the

Haay of these attrlbntioDi be regarded ae extreaoly hypo* 
tbetioal, if oot entirely iaagiaary. Mr. Coader eitad paaaagee 
to ehow that the word " Shamo," on the eolna, ii uaad ia ita 
primary aenee of " aeoepudi" with rafereDoa to the legality of 
the coinage. He aliOi on the antbority of Boitoiff and 
Geaanme, traoslatei tAcberuth" not ^^dcliraraaoe," bat

the word •• Lignllath," to the yeara of the Septa&naia. 

A djecneiioo followed, in (he course of which the Frealdeot

Wa procaad to give a brief notiea of oor deeaaaad Maoban. 

Ur. John Toago Akarmui, F.9.A., waa bom in London 
Jdoa 12,1606, kia fatbar having baan for aomo yam engaged 
in mercantila puraoita in that dty, to whiob ho had remorad 
from Wiltabiis, where hia ^mlly had previooely rasldad for 
soma centnriea. 

In early life Mr. Akerman waa private aeoretary to the 
&moaa William Oobbatt, and, on tbo opaoiog of tba Qraanwieh 
Railway in 1686, baeame aaeretary to that Company, and held 
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tbif af^pointnuat oDtil it vu aicalgamaUd with iho Bri^bion 
Company. Somtwbat iatar ha was private • eoreUry to Lord 
Albert Oosyngbam (afterwardi Lord Londoaborongb), a poet 
to which be wae naturally neomaendod by tbe kiadrod taetoe 
exuiiog between then in tho Btndy of antuiQitioe, oapeoially 
those of England, to which from hie earlieet youth ho had boon 
exeaodingly attached. 

In January, ldd4, Mr. Akennau waa oloeted a Fullow of tbe 
Society of Antiguariee, aad ia tho eotuan of 184d hocaatOi 
with Sir Hoary Elbe, Z.E., joint noretary of tho flociety. 
Is 1S68, on the appoutneat of Sir Henry Bllia as director of 
the Society, Mr. Akerman became sole leeretary, aa office be 
held greatly to the advantage of the Society till ISQO, when 
the failore of hie health rendered him no longer able to take 
aa active part ia the oaerooa duties of the aeeretarlat, together 
with tbe additional labcar of editing the Archmlofffa. 

Ob Kareh 24,1S60, Mr. Akerman seat in hie reilgoation, 
and on the 24th of June, of the eame year, ceased to be directly 
connected with the Society of Antiquaries, oxoept as the local 
eocToUry for Berkshire, an honorary office, for which hia know* 
ledge of Eogliih antiquities well fitted him, and in which ho 
wee able to do good servieo to arabDology till within a short 
time of hie death. From tbe period of his mignaiion of the 
eeeretaiiat Mr. Akerman resided oonitantly at Abingdon, where 
he died, after a brief but somewhat saddeo attack of illnofs, 
Nov, 18,1878. 

Ur. Akerman was, as is suffioientiy well known, a devoted 
lover of oamismstics, and is 1888 bad tbe hardihood to start, 
chiefly at hia own czponse, what may be regarded as the first 
Eaglish periodiosl devoted to the illnslration of eoins, nsder 
tbe title of the Jcumel. Indeed, there can be no 

doubt that to this step, and to furtber eiertioas he made with 
the active help of Dr. Lee, Prof. H. H. Wilson, Ur. E^wkins, 
aad Ur. C. Roaob Smith, that we owe tbe formation of the 
Knmismatje Society, wbioh held its first regular meeting on 
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X>tc, SS, 28B6. Of th« ^wtieahi^ Boouty Uf. Ak«rmut was 
at oooB ftppobtdd ODO of tbo toeretatiM, and b« bold thia offioo, 
ai the siuao time aotbg ae aditor of the Komiamatio Chjoniela, 
vhifih had bdon started io 1858, tiU 1600, whso, on hie re^* 
nation of the oflieo of aoeratary to the Soeieij of Antiqoaries, 
he flnaUy loft Ifondon. From tbii time till hie death Ur. 
Akoman roUixtod the honorary title of foreign sacretar; to 
the Numicnatio Society. 

Coring hie long eonneotica irith the two antignarian aedetiee 
few men have worked with groator zaal thaa did Ur. Akennao, 
and the long Hat of hie eontributioae to antiquarian knowledge, 
either aa separate pahluaiioae, or in the formel papers in the 
Numiimatie Obioniole, the ArcfutoiogiA^ or other poblioatione, 
here appended, will atteat this foot hattar than any oology 
that eoold be boetowed upon him. 

Nor wore hie labonra nnappreoiatid either at horn# or 
abroad. At home, at a apaoial meeting of this Soaiety, ^mth 
Pi'of. H. H. 'Wilson in the chair, a handsome teetimonial waa 
praaented to him on Cee. 68,1841. Abroad, the gold medal 
of the Freneb Inatitute, one of the higheat hoaonra that can 
ba conferred on any one, waa given to him in recognition of the 
yaloabla works and papers be had written, chiefly of the sariea 
" On the Coins of the Bcaaos relating to Britain.” Ba waa 
also created an honorary member of the Northern Society of 
Antiqnariaa at Copenhagen, and of eeveral other bodies whose 
pnrtnita were conneotad with the promotion of sound arehieolO' 
gioal researches. Of these may be mentioned specially tho Royal 
Society of liiteminra, the Institoto di Oorrespondeiua Arobeo* 
logica of Rome, the lUrtorical Society of Lancashire and 
Oheshiie, tho Boston Namiamatlo Society, and the Roynl 
Academy of 8t Peterahurg. 

At the Society of Antiquariea, besides his epeoial dntiea as 
secretary, he devoted moob titoe to the general eoconragecaent 
of those who were wliliog to devote their time or their money 
to arebiQologioal reaearohss, setting them the good example of 
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eondacti&g ia ponon, daring b» dt^cof ymkIiod, /or fipe or 
six yeu«i iomo cf tho mos^ rioo6u/b 1 oxMVAtloas wfaich kftpo 
bett carried out dniiag reodct yun. lodood, ib«rd caa b« 
liUli doabt that expoBura for many BuooosBiva days to cold aad 
wot aatomoal woatbar, os tbo bara and azpoiad downs of 
Wiltaluro, wtui th» ixnmediato osoao of tbo aeoto Thoamatiim 
whiob m tbo oad ailarly broko down a frame of groat natural 
strength, and orippied bodily energios whioh with a UtUo more 
oare might have ramrdned till now eomparativaly uniq)arod. It 
was, ia faot, the habit cf our deoeaeod friend to think of othora 
aad to forget blmeolf. Thus, after a long and /atigoing day's 
lahoui he was always to be found at work, o/len till a late 
boor of the eveiung, tbuB denying to himBolf the repoie neoea* 
sary to keep the mind in a true state of health.

Captain ft. M. Muchiaon, a nephew of the late Sir ftoderiek 
1. Murchison, waa wall known aa an ardent oollector of coins, 
eepeoially those belonging to the Saxon and English aeriea, 
with both of which be was intimately acquainted. In oon- 
nooUon with the former aeriee be had amaaaed a large amount 
of information with the view of publiahmg, at some future 
time, a more C4NnpIete catalogue of Sexon ooina than any we at 
preaoDt poaaeaa. Hie untimely death, however, prevented the 
completion of his task, and the papers which he left behind him 
are not in a eofikciently forward state for pubUottion to enable 
another tb edit his work. He was for many yean e member 
of this Society; but the only paper which he coaunanieeled to 
the Jounia] is that on three unique gold oouis of Edward VI., 
printed in the xxth volume of the old aeriea, and illustrated by 
a plate which he presented to the Society.
